rllOM A LONDON PAFKIt. 

\o one trainaction of modern times, pnilific as 
thev are in during novelties, has excile<l more aslo 
nishmeiit than the declaration of the ministers of 
the five klUud powers, with rcjjaril to Lncien Bo- 
naparte. That the mini.sters of despotic sovereigns 
should be instructed to exercise unlimited authori 
ty over the life, person and properly of an iadivi- 
du«l, would have excited no surprize, because they 
consider aUwiUiin the grasp of their power, as ob- 
jects at their mercy — but that the minister of Great 
Britain should give U»e sanction of his country, and 
of his royal master, to the oondemnatioa of a person 
not taken in arms against any government— not a 
prisoner— not tried and convicted of any crime— U 
as new to the history of British diplomacy, as it is 
contrary to British laws, and injurious to British 
honor. Not only also is the rcpreaenlativc of bis 
majesty committed by this transaction, but as if to 
implicate their country more deeply in the act, and 
to make it peculiarly the measure of Great BriUin, 
the duke of Wellington is stated to be present at 
the conference of ministers, giving two voices for 
K .gland while thcother slates had but one each. 

1 1 no one instance, not even the decision of the 
five powers upon the rcft.r.'nce made to them by 
Spain in the case of the Purluguesc aggressions, has 
the character of lliC congress at V ienna, and the 
true spirit of the Holy Alliance, been made more 
manifcit, than by this declaration. By this, it ap- 
pears, that evei 7 human being is hcncefortli to hold 
his personal freedom at the good pleasure of the 
five sovereigns whose word is to be law, and there 
is to be no habeas corpus in any part of the Eu- 
ropean possessions of the great and mighty allies. 
Europe is to be a miliUry encampment, out of 
which no individual is to emijn*ale without a pass- 
port ! Sucli is to be the rcbull of the struggle for 
iwer.ty-fire years, in which we have expended seven 
hundred millions of money ! 

That the first public example made under this 
international law, sliould happen to be the brother 
of Bonaparte, makes no diftcrence in tl»e case. Lu- 
cien Bonaparte lived in England innocently and 
harmlessly at a period, when by the nearness of Um 
great object of terror, he liad it much more in his 
power to excite alarm than at present; unless, in- 
deed, it is to be alleged against him that he aban- 
doned Ills brother the moment that his brother aban-

His relation is, 
indeed, a very wonderful one; but I am the more 
apt to give it cre<lit from being trysclf a witness 
of the following instance of apparent intellect of a 
bird of this species, and iher^ore :an vouch for its 
truth; at the same time I hope to be excused for 
giving what I consider merely as t curious circum- 
•tance, and not to incur the accusition of vanity, in 
tills instance at least, by making t weak endeavour 
to extol my own poor work, for very poor it was. 

*‘In the early part of the time that I passed with 
sir Jdsliua as his scholar, I had, fir the sake of prac* 
tice, paintctl the portrait of one ?f the female ser- 
vanlp; h'lt my performance hadn-> oUier merit tluui 
that of being a Strong likeness. 

**Sir Joshua had a large macaw, which he often 
introduced into his pictures, a« may be seen from 
several prints. This bird was a great favorite, and 
was alw.’iys kept in the dining parlor, where he be- 
came a nuisance to this same house maid, whose 
department it was to clean the room after him; of 
course they were not upon very good terms with 
each other. 

**Tbe portrait, when finished, was brought into 
tlie parlor, one day after dinner, to be shown to Uie 
family, that they might judge of the progress I had 
mode. It was placed against a chair, while the ma- 
caw was in a <li«tant part of the room, so that he 
did not immediately perceive the picujre as he 
walked about the floor, but when he turned round 
and saw the fi'atnrca of his enemy, he quickly spread 
})is wings, and in great ftiiw ran to it, and stretched 
himself up to bite at the face. Finding, however, 
that it did not move, he then bit at the hand, but 
perceiving it to remain inanimate, he proceeded to 
examine the picture behind, and then, as if he hud 
satisfied his curio.sity, left it, and walked again to 
a distant part of the room, but whenever be turned 
about, an<l agnin saw the picture, he would, with 
the sa/nc action of rage, repeatedly attack it. The 
experiment was afierwanh* repeated, on various oc- 
casions, in tlie presence nfFdiniind Uurke, Dr. John- 
son, Dr. Goldsmith, and most of Sir Joshua's friends, 
and never failed of success; and what made it still 
more remarkable was, that when the bird was tried 
by any other portrait, he took no notice of it what- 
ever.” E.

If the defen- 
dant could show that he (the attorney general} had 
put a wrong constiuclion on the publication, he

ought to have defended. I'liat coastitution wbic4\ 
France could not assait, and never wished lo injure, 
perialied ignobly, and wiilmut a struggle, amidst 
the representatives of the people and the giurdians 
of the public parse. Were ministers conten’ed with 
this— or must the pet^le bleed, lo appease thejr ha- 
ired of the c*'use of freedom and refiirm? If we 
inusi ble^'d, we have only to request of them, in the 
words of Ajax, *Mel us perish in tlie face of lieaven,*f 
breathing our appeal to the god of freedom against 
the agents of tyranny and degradation. We embark- 
ed in the l^st w.*ir lo oonquer FVance, and we have 
conquered ourselves.

In tJjc sentiments, however, he 
heartily, concurred, and if urged seriously, he 
ahotild have supporaed them serimifily. He went

sidered particularly objectionable, arguing that 
the whole was grounded upon historical and incon- 
trovcrtible facts. As to the passage rejjarding 
•'enforcing’* tl»c retlress of grievances, and, indeed,

Ill these 30,000 persons it may be calculated 
that tliere is a capabilihj to perforin 12.000 
day's daily labor. One laborer from abroad is 
worth more than an hundred shop-keepers.

pound interest, is continually increasing the 
national wealth; tlic latter only turns over the 
capital thus produced, subsisting upon the pro- 
duct of its jirofits. w ithout adding a cent to its 
v.alue ^V'e have liad very fewof the latter, but 
receive the "first quality'' of tlie foriiicr, w liicli 
is a subject of congratulation. Their labor may 
be estimated as giving a new value of #1 each 
per <lav, for SOO days iu the year — and of 
#3,600,000 per annum. They will make a 
‘•home market” for bread-sti^fi and meals (at 
lib. of vegetable fond, and jib. of animal, for 
each, |)cr day) of the value of #733.(iOO, and 
the balance,' of nearly three millions, will pass 
into tlie common slock of wealth, in one way or 
another, assisting and extending the commerce 
of the country in general, athoineaml abroad. 
The capital thus raised may be fairly estimated 
to double itself every teu years, and is a clear 
gain. 

It is thus that I view emigrotion — and make 
it out to be a pretty little item of Political Eco- 
nomy; Ihougii it (foes not materially aft'ect oulr 
aggregaU: of population and resources.

nients trinsmitted to the offices of government 
to support applications of tltis class, is so very defi-

prompt and effective succor to a numerous class of 
the community whose present suftVrings, havi, m a 
grcAt degreCj arjscn from services rendered the 
country.

To the Planters of JUtinjland and Virginia.

I have received s»*ve...» ici t-rs duri 'g Uie last 
year from gentlemen in your sta!e.s, requesting me 
to give the;r» some information relative to]»uisiana, 
and particularly of the counties ofAttakapas and 
0;>r:uiiBas. It app‘-ars that this beautiflil and in* 
lerf‘ti:jr se :k> • of the United Slates is but little 
kno«n. As there arc many of you, wljo have de- 
termred to leave yotir native stase and to ’seek 

J ou’ ♦in tunes m i. distant land, I do not think th;-l 
Ciui re’ dc" you %.ff»'eaief service, than bv dlrect- 
fnjf you to Atttkapqs or Opejousas, in Louisiana, 



and by shewing you the <lcciilel advaiuagcs which 
these two counties h ive over any other part of the 
iUni(e<l St.itcs. In doing it. I wdll not r^lv upon 
;u»»erMon», bu» prove i* by f‘ct>: and for this pur- 
p^ise I :.sk\ou tore.al andtordlec! upon l!»e state- 
ments and olxcrvationn which I am shout to muke. 

I address this ptd<l»c,itiou to you, b«*c^usc I'lC 
emigrants from vour states arc* gf-'ierally the owners’ 
of ncgroc'; amlof .*U ktud^of peoprrly' ihencgrov.s 
are the n^’s* valuable iu LunisiHca. My ob»cr* 
rations will bo conflndcd solely to Attakapas and 
Opelousss. 

Hoitanri Prod'ictt — The lands are generaltypra/riV, 
and a very small portion of woodland fir cuUivu- 
lion. The prairiet arc mostly level, but sometimes 
[Waving. Nothing c in surpH*-s the soft beauty of 
those prairies In plices for many miles, they arc 
as level as if thev h..d passeil under the roUtr, 
and .as even as if they 1ml been cut by the shears; 
then again they undulate, resembling the gentle 
hut lofty rolling of the sea, afier a storm has 
subsided. Such is the appearance of that part of 
the Altakapas situate<l upon the bayou F irtuc. atul 
the river Vermillion, whicli has be m called by a 
French traveller in his hislo-)' “/e PartuHse tht 
Monde.** These prairies resemble natural meadows, 
covered vritli. eternal ver lure; they arc interepc/sed 
here and there with clumps of trees and g."Oves of 
timber. 1'hc batiks of the ba) ous and river* which 
flow in every direction, are covered with woods, 
filled with the sweetest songsters of the groves. 
It is in these prairies, some of which are ISOmiiea 
in lengtli, the large flocks of horses and homed 
caUle range. The soil is very rich and produce* 
beyond any that has yet been trietl, some field* 
having been in cultivation for forty years in sne- 
cession, without any diminution of their strength^ 
this is owing not only to the .soil but to the level* 
ness of the country, which precludes all washing. 
The earth is very soft and easily worked. 'Iliere 
are no sUmet or pebbles in the country. The soil 
of AUakapas is black or of a dark brown, that of 
the Opelousas is of a ligliler color and not as durable 
as tti:it of AtUkapas. It is in these pmiries that 
the planter establishes himself, and n:i(ure has 
done hexe what it takes art and hard labor years 
to accomplish elsewhere. The fields are already 
cleared for cultivation, there arc no forests to cut 
down before the erqp can be made, no cliopping, 
no gnil>bliig. The planter has nothing to do, but 
to build bin house, inclose his field ami commence 
plotighi.ig. 0*cc that the crop is sown, with 
moderate industry, the excelle-it quality of the land 
win furnish abundant crops of sugar, rice, indigo, 
cottuN, com, potatoes, oa's, fcc all of which are 
made in Attakap;is in great abundance. The sta- 
ples nf Opelotisas are cotton, corn, and uaU. Sugar 
suceeda also very well in Opelousas, but tlv^ lands 
of Vi-akapas yield much more sugar than those of 
U^aelotisas, and are for superior to those upon the 
ba.'ks cf the .Misvissii pi, and immediately in the 
neighborhood of New-Orlcans. On the Mississippi 
an hogshead of sugar per acre ia considered as a 
common crop, btit in .\ttakapas a hogshead and a 
half and two hogsheads to an ncre are the common 
crops. Our sugar lands can be purchased at present 
for one third of the price they are selling for on 
the Mississippi; and tiie water carriage to market 
at Xcu-Orlcans, is at the door of the planter. 1 
will annex a list of Uic crop* made by some of our 
planters, which will convey a more correct idea of 
the advantages of this counliy, than any written 
descr^tion can give.

The Barbary Pirates. 

Franf.'/«r$ June 22. —On ihc I6lh instant, being 
the 35th meeting of the diet, was presented the 
fbllowing representation respecting the piracies of 
the Barbary corsairs:— 

The free cites of Lubeck, Frankfort, Bremen and 
Hamburg — The minister of Uie said free cities has 
received orders from the senates of the ll^msc 
Towns tosuWit the following memorial to t!ic di- 
et; — 

MThe senate of the Hanse Towns of Luheck, Bre- 
Toen and Hamburgh, feel themselves bound to call 
the attention of Uie diet to an object which is of tlie 
greatest importance, not only directly to these ci- 
ties, as well as to all other German maritime states, 
but also to the whole German feder.'ttion. It is al- 
ready known, from the accounts in public papers, 
that piracy is carried on in an anheard of manner 
by Tunisian corsairs in the North Sea and even in 
tlie Channel. It also appears from 8cvcr;<l ofHcial 
reports, transmitted by the charges d’afTcaires and 
consul of tlie H4nse Towns at Madrid an<l l«isbon, 
that according to formal communicatians made to 
them by the minister of die king of the Nellierland.s 
at the former, and by the French consul general at 
tise Utter court, several armed Burbary* corsairs, 
among which aro in particular two Tunisians, had 
•ailed for the AtUn’ic, in order to cruise ag;iin$t 
the Hansc Towns and some other German slates, bat 
•vowedly against Pntssian ships; and have express- 
ly declared Utis design under a pretence that they 
•re in a state of war with these states. 

**On the I6th of last month the Hamburgh ship 
Ocean, with a cargo of great value, and the Christi- 
ana, fioro l.ubeck, and still more recently a Ham- 
burgh and ao Oldenburgh ship, both nanu-d Catlia- 
•ina, were taken by th«.se pirates. Fortunately, 
British ships of war fell in w'ith the robbers, and 
earned both them and tlie vessels they bad cap- 
tured into English ports, whence the latter were 
permitted to prosecute their respective voyages; 
mean while the captain of the ship Ocean, and five 
of hta crew who had been removed on board another 
pirate, remain in Utc bands of the Tunisians, and, 
•o far as it is known, the Atlantic and the North 
6ea are still rendered insecure by the ravages of the 
Tumsian corsairs. It U, however, with gratitude to 
be acknowledged, that England has by her act, in 
this instance, Mclared that she will not permit such 
ofiences to be committed on the seat which wash 
her coasts, and it Is to be hoped that the other ma- 
ritime powers of Europe (to v>iiotn the senate of 
Hamburgh has already, through their resident mi- 
nisters at Hamburgh, addressed itself*) will concur 
in adopting measures for the restoration of Uie se- 
curiiy of navigation whtcli is so important to all 
Europe; but the senates of the Hanae Towns do, 
Notwithstanding, not only consider it proper, but 
rpgard it as their duty most urgcidly loclaimfoom: 



the high (German diet, ;»nd all the members thereof, 
ihcir powerful co-nperaiion towards the total aboli- 
tion of depredAtious whicli are calculated to inter- 
rupt all commerce by spa. 

The exjsiencL* of ihe piracies of the Barbary pow- 
ers, even wi’hin the liiniu to which tlieir depreda- 
tions have hitherto been C'-nfined, is doubtless a 
public injury lo all Europe; and the compulsory 
exclusion thereby effrcted from the Mediterranran, 
of the ships of liiosr Germ:m stales which were una- 
ble to procure protection to their flags, eillier by' 
a UM*,a| force, or by making considexable pecuniary 
sacrifice', wan previously not only to themselves, 
but to those interested in the trade which they car- 
ry on. an evil of no small magnitude, and which was 
besides increased by tiic insecurity of a part of the 
AiUntic. The abolkinn of the piracy of the Uartia- 
ry powers even within those limits, hail become U»e 
anxious wish of all Kurcype, and was an object to 
which the aUention of the powers assembled in con* 
gress at Vienna was directed. Bui how trifling is 
this partial evil when compared with the incalcu- 
lably mischievous oonsequenecs which may ensue, 
if Uiese African pirates are permitted without inter- 
ruption to sail from their infected coaSLs, and to 
spread among distant countries die diseases which 
they carry along wtUi them? So long as tlie dan- 
ger was confined to the .Moditcrraiwan see, its site 
Was at least well known and precautlouHry measu^cu 
were .adopted against it; and though the measMi^a 
of safety, together with diminished competition, 
ueceasurily raised Uie price of the productions of 
that part of the world, yet commerce, though some- 
what impeded, was never totally at a stand. A com- 
plete tcruiinatiun of German navigation and German 
trade, must, however, take place, if the Barb,iry 
pir.vtes are not rigorottsly restrained from extend- 
ing themselves to other seas. Should they be suf- 
fered to tuMise in the Atlantic, the North Sea and 
the Baltic, if they are not preventedfrom attacking 
merclianis, who during the time of peace rely with 
confidence oo the law of nations, there must be an 
end to Germ.in navigation and commerce. It will 
aUo be henceforth useless to send the produce and 
manufactures of Germany down the rivers which 
communicate witli tlie North Sea and the Baltic, 
or even to convey them by Itind to the diflerent sea 
ports, in order tliat they may be transported in ves- 
acU to foreign opuntrics. A similar fate will await 
those articles destined lobe imported into Germa- 
ny. The mercluuit protects himself by insurance 
against the ordinary dangers to which ve.rseU are 
usually exposed at sea. Even during maritime war, 
which is so injurious to commerce and navigation, 
the same protection U to a certain degree obtained 
by higher premiums, although the pa\ ment of these 
premiums is a heavy tax both on tlie manufacturer 
and consumer; but they cannot possibly ensure 
their property against the threatened acksoTthe 
liarhary pirates. 

“These pirates, who arc totally ignorant of the 
law of nations, and who cruise for the express pur- 
pose of plunder, first announced their declaration 
of war by their attacks. It must not be supposed 
that these vessels arc the property of private indi- 
viduals; they are fitted out in execution of tli^ir 
laws. These plunderers limit themselves to no 
time or forms; they unexpectedly attack defence- 
less merchants, and carry off not wly property but 
even men, German fellow-ciiizcns, whose cries are 
re-echoed from their native coa-sts, and whom these 
African pirates plunge into tiic gloomy dungeons 
of slavery. Dangers of such a nature could never 
be anticipated, and consequently no precautions 
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have been adopted ag'airnt them. Occurrences of! 
this nature have piven rise tofeeltngii ot insecurity, 
which have intemipted navi^tion and commerce; 
for no one knows how loQfp maybe the continuance 
f>f these atrocities, which have for the mean while 
occnsioned a total staffnation of trade. — TItese pi- 
rates will become more tudaciotia by bein^ allowed 
to escape unpuniaJied, and to succeed in their de- 
sultory enterprises — It it even probable, that during; 
their cntises they may land on exposed and de- 
fenceless parts of the German coast, and there car- 
ry on their tradenf plunderin^^ and khlnapping, and 
spread distress and devastation on every side. In ad- 
dition to all the disasters under which Germany has 
groaned for so long a period, ma^ they not rommu- 
nicate to ns the infwlion of their indigenous plague, 
the moHt dreadful Of all earthly calamities? What has 
alre^idy been staled will doubtless stiiTiciemly ac- 
eouni for the senates of the Hanse Towns having 
beet) induced to represent to the diet, that not 
merely those towns, but likewise every maritime 
and commercial state, and indeed the whole 
German nation are interested in putting a stop 
to the depredations of the Barbary pinAes — 
The senates have reason to hope, that the revolting 
occurrences which have called fortli this represen- 
tation will 'excite the utmost indignation among the 
high and illustrious members of the German oon- 
federation: and that not only each individual tvill 
exert himself to root out this evil, but that the higli 
confederation, as a collective and European power, 
will adopt every possible measure to put an end to 
these piracies, which threaten the honor of the 
German Qag, and the weUare of the German na- 
tion. 

**Even though the German eonfsderation posses- 
ses, aa ft federative body, no naval force, it is net- 
liter deficient in the power nor means necessary for 
cfTecttially watcliing over the safety of German na- 
vigation; and the llanse Towns may justly enter- 
tain a hope, that a proposal for the earnest conside- 
ration of tliis important busmets will meet the ap- 
probatoin of the diet. 

'*On the question being put by the president, all 
voices were unanimous m declaring, that their re- 
spective high courts and constiiiients should be 
informed of these circumstances, that they might 
adopt the most eS'ectual means for the protection 
of German commerce.— The majority were of opi- 
nion that a commirtsion, consisting of five members, 
should be clioseii to prepare suitable propositions 
whereon to frame the report. 

The ambassador of the king of Uie Netherlands 
delivered tlte following to the protocol. 

'*That we should on this occasion consult all our 
courts, and in particular the great courts, is be- 
vond all doubt. The opinions of individuals are of 
little imptirtance; Uie question is, what ought to 
be dene, and what is it possible to do? I am not in- 
vested with t niimited powers on the part of the 
whole United Netherlands: but 1 w ill, nevertheless 
in this and on all occasions, agree with the majori- 
ty when they vole for a commission; though 1 never 
or very seldom connect witJi the institution of such 
a body the idea of more prompt counsel, but only 
the expectation of farther elucidation and greater 
industiy. I am therefore inclined, at in every case 
which occurs here, to develope all the grounds for 
and against the question, in order that the courts 
may form their views on these invesligations. In 
what way else can they hear public opinion? Or in 
what better manner can that opinion be directed?

The diet then proceeded to the election of the 
commission, and the choice fell upon count von 
Goltz, baron Eyben, baron Gagern, lleiT von Berg, 
and the Syndic Hants. 

Resolution — That the envoys count von Goltz, 
baron von Eyben, baron von Gagem, Herr von Berg 
and lhe*SyndicDantz, be reqaested to submit a joint 
opinion on the most efficieut precautions for secur- 
ing the German navigation against the piracies of 
the Barbiiry corsairs, with a view to the report to b|g 
made to the courts and constituents of the members 
of the diet.

Whereas by a Convention of Commerce between 
Great Britain and the United States of ^mericn, 
filled at liondon on the 3d day of June, one thou> 
■and ei^t hundred and fifteen, in .\rticle the se- 
cond is provided amon)pit the othei* matters, that 
no hifjher or other duties or charjfes be imposed in 
either of the two countries on the exportation of 
any articles to hit Bntnnnie Majesty's territories 
in FMrope, or to the United States respectively, 
than such as are payable on the exportation of the 
like articles to any other foreign country: And 
whereas by an act passed in the 56th year of his 
present Mnjesty’s reign, itititled, act to carrif 
fruo effect a Conr*«ntion nf Cemmerce concluded be- 
troeen hit .Majetty and the United Statet of Afnerica, 
it is enacted, that upon the exportation from the 
United Ks'-gdom of any goods, wares, or merchan-

How far the negneutiuns have advanced cannot 
yet be polilively said; but it is certain tlul they 
ore going on. These aegociaiiuns and the relatiuns 
uf Russia with tlie Porte and Per^ia, greatly excite 
the attention of the English Ministry. U is thought 
in Knglaiid that a fleet will soon be equipped. A 
llussiaii squadron lias sailed from UevA and Cron- 
stadt, and it is expected shortly In the North Sea.

Sea Serpents. 

It being now an admitted fact — established 
by fee te.stimony of so many witnesses as to 
prevent controversy about it, — that monstrous 
nsbea, of the serpent kind, inhabit the sea, we 
hgve many yevepnts of sndt anipsd^ having 



been seen at dilTcrent periods: which those who 
did sec them,were prevented from saving inucit 
about, by the fc.tr ridicule for dealing in this 
raarvcljous. We already have some six or seven 
of these accounts. The following, being a copy 
of a letter from William Lee, csi|. late consul 
ol die Ij lifted States at liorifeaux, and now ac- 
countant in the treasury department, to Dr. 
Mitcliell, of New-York, is worthy of record, 
and may serve as a specimen of the rest. 

‘ Washisotos, September 2, 1817. 

“.t/y tlrar sir — The description given in our news. 
papersVf m ses-ser]ient, lately seen for several days, 
in and oliout Cape-.tnn harbor, has brought to my 
rccoL’ection one of this species. 

“On a psBssge 1 made from Quebec, in 1787, in 
a sctiooner of about 50 tons burthen, while stand- 
ing in for the Out of Cansn, the island of Cape Bre- 
ton being about four leagues distant, one of the 
crew cried out “a shoal ahead!” The helm waa 
instantly put down to tack ship, when to our great 
astonishment, this shoal, as we thought it to be. 
moved off, and as it passed athwart die bow of our 
vcrsel, we discovered it to be an enormous sea-ser- 
petit, four times, at least, as long as the schooner. Its 
hack was of a dark green color, forming above the 
vrater a number of little hillocks, resembling a 
clisan of hogsheads. I was then but a lad, and bmn^ 
much territied, ran helow until the monster wss at 
some distance from us. I did not see Ills head dis- 
tinctly: hut Uiose who did, aAer I had liid myself' 
ill die cabin, said it was as large as the small boat 
of the scliooner. 1 recollect tlie tremendous ripple 
and noise he made in the water, as he went off from 
us, which I compared at that time to that occasioned 
by die launching of a ship. 

“My venerable friend, Mr. — ., of your citv, 

was a passenger with me at the time. He will coV- 
roborale this statftsent, and probably furnish yoit 
tnth a better description of this monster; for I well 
recollect his taking his stand at the of the ves. 
•el, with great courage, to examine it, wbUe die 
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other pMsengers were intent only on their own 
smfely. 

<‘At nulifAX, and on my return to Boston, when 
frequently descrihin^' tliib inoniiier, 1 was lauj^l^ed 
at so immoderately that 1 found it necessary to re. 
main silent on ihe aubject, to escape the imputa- 
lion of iisin^ a traveller's privilege of dealing In the 
marvellous.’*

In Little 
Br’fin, in the county of Lancas:c-r, Petmsalvaria, 
in 1765. His family is said to have becii re«prcia- 
ble. hut not rich. Mr. O lden says Uiat his peculi- 
ar genius manifested itself at an early age, and that 
his leisure hours in childhood weref>pent in niecha- 
flics* shops or devoted to the pencil. ThK latter 
e«nplo)’ment seems at that time to have possessed 
the greatestaltraclions, for from the age of seven- 
teen to twenty one, he puinted portraits snd land- 
stupes, at l*tiiladelphia, for profit.

He considered himself as in 
iroiUicing a new miliUi*y science, which he wished 
lo prove, and which he had a desire to perfect 
himself, for the benefit of his country and of man- 
hind. IIis sentiments on this subject were not novel, 
nor without Uic sanction of the nations which Uiej 
most immediately concerned. NciUjer France nor 
Knglaml has hcsUaltd lo encourage their citizens 
witli a* view to their impnnement in military 
science, to sei-ve in the armies and navies of foreign 
states at war, when they have been neutral. 

**WI»aleveri* says Mr, C. “may be the just force 
of this rensoning, it swayed the mind of Mr. Ful- 
ton to honest conviction.'* It is doubtful whether 
it will protluce a similar effect on any oilier mind. 

From the following passage we iiifei*, that the 
n^ociations between Mr. Pulton and the Knglish 
ministry were clandestine, and were carried on at 
Mime when he resided in France, andwasoateiisibly 
attached to her Interests: 

U has been mentioned, that tJie ear) of SUnhope 
had taken great pains to inform him-<elf as to Mr. 
Fulton's proceedings in France. This Doblemaii's 
mathematical and meehanicai mind, perceived what 
consequence might result from Uie iqipHcation oi 
Mr. Fulum’s inventions. The information be ob- 
tained was communicated to the Britisli cabinet,* 
and excited alsrni. U was determined by llie 
British ministry, if possible to withdraw Mr. Fulton 
froqt France. Lord Sjdmouth who was then one of 
the miiiiftters, contrived to have a communicaiion 
with Mr. Fulton, while he was in Paris, and ob 
t.ained his consent to meet an agent of the British 
government in Holland. In October 18(13, Mr. Ful 
ton weottrom Paris to Amsierdam for ibis purpose. 
But the sgent 'Vi.h whom he wa.s to confer did not 
arrive} and after being in AmsterdafiMlSiree months 
he returned to Paris. " 

We cannot resist the impression that some light is 
thrown upon Mr. Fulton's conduct by the evidence 
adduced for another purpose by Mr Colden from 
lord Stanhope, his early friend tnd correspomlent. 

In a speech on .\merican afisirs made by lord 
duohope in the house of loida, aoon after these 
cxporimenla were made, be is imported in a Rngush 
newspaper, to have said “it was not perhaps, suf- 
ficiently known that at that very inumeiU exertions 
were making in America to carry into effect a plan 
for the dibclostire of which an iudividuaUiad, a few 
years before, demsnded of the British government 
fifteen thousand dollars, but iiad been refused. He 
alluded to & plan, be said for the invisible destruc- 
tion of shipping, and particularly of men of war. 
That the inventor of this scheme was then in Ame- 
rica, and it was ascertained that it would not, on 
an average, cost SO pounds to desU oy any ahip what- 
ever.” 

While he was laboring for bis new employers 
some of his torpedoes were thrown from UriUah 
bbatsyponFreBdh veevels,t^ut they exploded with-j 



out effect — a circumstance wiiicli Mr. Fulton at* 
tributed to a sliglit, and easily rectified mistake. 
To evince the correctness of Us opinion, in Octo« 
ber, 1805, he did blow up will) complete success a 
hr%^ prwidtU for the purffOte, Still, however, the 
British minUlry were incredulous, and Mr. FuU 
ton, wearied with incessant applications, disappoint- 
ments and neglect, at length embarked for this 
country.” 

Mr. Colden here fairly atates— 

It would be doing injustice to the memory of 
Fulton, as well as that of another ingenious native 
American, not to notice, before wc leave this sub- 
ject, that Mr. Fulton did not pretend to have been 
the first who discovered that gunpowder might 
be exploded with effect under water; nor did he 
pretend to have been the first who attempted to 
apply it as the means of hostilily. He* knew well 
whai had been done by Buslmel in our revolutionary 
war. He frequently spoke of the’ genius of this 
American with great respect, and expressed a con- 
viction that his attempts against the enemy would 
have been more successful if he had had the advan- 
tages which he himself derived from the improve- 
ments of nearly forty years in mechanics and me- 
chanical philosophy. 

Wt cannot but think, that it is a very exaggerated 
estimate of Uie efficiency of Mr. Fuhon's contri- 
vances which induces Mr. Colden to suppose, that 
the “British ministry never truly intendeii to give 
Mr. Fulton a lair opportunity of trying the eflects 
of his enginea.” 

, 'I'he object may have been to prevent their being 
placed in the hands of an enemy and if that was 
accomplished, it was the interest of England, as 
long as she was ambitious of maintaining the proud 
title of mistress of Uie seas, to make the world 
believe that Mr. Fulton's projects were chimerical. 
Nothing could be more likely to produce this ef- 
fect, tlian abortive altempta to apply them. This 
would prevent other nations from making similar 
experimenls and discourage tlie inventor. 

in June the Bri'ish ministry appointed a com- 
mission to examine Mr. Fulton's projects. The 
commissioners were sir Jos. Banks, Mr Cavendish^ 
sir Hume I'opham, and major Congreve, and Mr. 
John Rennie. .Many weeks paiised before Mr. Ful- 
ton could prevail on them to do any thing, and 
.fin.dly when they met they reported against the 
tub-marine boat as being impracticable. In a let- 
ter to the ministry', Mr. Fulton complains that this 
report was made without his having been called 
upon for any explanations, and although the gentle- 
men who made it bad before them no account of 
what had been done. Indeed, in the first inter- 
view which Mr. Fulton had with Mr. Pitt and lord 
Melvile, the latter condemned the Nautilius with- 
out a moment’s consideration. 

If these engines were in truth, terrible as the 
bioprapher imagines, it would not be strange tlul 
the British ministry should choose to preserve the 
navy by almost any means, from entire demoliiioo^ 
and they might oppose Uie introduction of a mode 
of warfare, which though in Uie first instance h 
araa exerted against their enemits would inCdlibly 
re-act against themselves with greater effect in 
proportion to the superiority of their naval force. 
But DO such motives can be ascribed to Uie French 
republican government, and they rejected it— no 
such suspicion can be against Bonaparte, and after 
a full triid he relinqui^thed it; or again.<>t the Dutch 
government, and they declined it; no such policy 
IS to be attributed to our administration^ and aiiU 
we are told by Mr. Coldcnj (p. 20r,) “Mr. I'ukoa's 
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^lati for sub marine warfare met with no counlen* 
juice from the goTcmmcnt. He had not been able 
to inapire the executive officers with any confidence 
in them.** We presume also that commodore Rod> 
fibers is not to be accused of connivance in a aimilar 
desif^'t 

Besides, Mr. Coiden should have weipiicd the 
matter well before he made a charge which ne> 
cessarily implies that all the experiments made by 
such men us Mr. Cavendish, sir Home Popham, 
major Congreve and Mr. Rennie, (the commission- 
ers appointed by the British ministry) were intend- 
ed to be ilecrptivc, and that their report was 
meanly fraudulent and false. 

Mr. Colden has so far suffered his imagination 
to predominate over his better judgment upon tliis 
subject, tliat he seems really to have supposed 
that during the late war it was a main object with 
the British navy to ascertain the part of the coast 
where Mr. Fulton might reside, and to avoid it as 
the particularly fulminating point of this terrific 
submerged thunder. 

Mr. Fulton arrived in New- York io December 
1806, and immediately renewed the pursuit of the 
objects upon which he had recently been engfaged: 
in Europe, that is, sub-marine war and steam na- 
vigation — He was encouraged by the American go- 
vernment, and in the summer of 1607, made several 
experiments, and one of them upon a large hulk 
brig, fan unresisting subject,) was completely suc- 
cessful. The narrowness of our limits^the neces- 
sary length of this 2 irticle — and the notoriety ofl 
these attempts, which were made in the vicinity of 
this city, render it unnecessary for us to detail them 
wdth minuteness. In March, 1810, congress passed 
mn act making .an appropriation for tryiirg the use 
of torpedoes and sub-marine explosions. Commis- 
aioners were appointed to observe the success of 
tlie experiments of whicli the sloop of war Argus, 
cotnmanded by captain Lawrence, w*as Vo.be the; 
subject. These commissioners differed coiMider- 
ably in tbeir reports of the result to the govern- 
ment.— Chancellor Livingston, with whom, as we 
before mentioned, Mr Pulton bad formed a very 
intimate a^uaintance and connexion in France, | 
which subsisted during their joint lives, was rallieri 
favorably impressed. Generil Lewis ("whose long 
military services, and experience,** Mr. Colden 
thinks, ("render his judgment on this subject de- 
serving of the liighest consideration:**) was very 
sanguine of their ultimate success; and such, also, 
was the opinion of the biographer, then one of the 
commissioners. 

Commodore Rodgers also made a report, which! 
contained a journal of tlie daily proceeedinga of 
Mr. Fulton and the committee, and very minute 
descriptions of the machines and experiments. — 
His opinion was entirely against Mr FuUon*s sys- 
tem, and he concludes, that every part of it would 
be found totally impracticable. 

A great portion of the work is occupied by a 
statement of Mr Fulton*s merits and those of his 
chief frieml and associate Chancellor Livingston, in 
relation to steam navigation. ’Hie information pre- 
valent on the subject — the legal discussions which 
hare already been had, and which may hereafter 
arise in relation to it — and to speak honestly, a lit 
tie distrust of our own judgment, induce us to re- 
frain from a minute examination of the claims wliich 
are advanced in favor of thosegentlemen. It Is but 
fair, however, to remark, that even if it be admitted 
that Mr. Fulton has done no more than to reducej 
to successful practice previously existing theoriesl 
upon a subject of such paramount importance, be ijJ 



I entitled to praise enough to fully satisfy the smbb 
Ition and a^ection of his friends. The increate<l 
IfaciUty of intercourse in meny parts of the wnrld, 
and esprri»Uy on this continent, is such thrt twen-. 
ly ^'ears ago it would have required a bold imigi- 
nation to conceive. Can any man doubt that .Nf**, 
Fulton has been mainly instrumental in accelers* inf ^ 
if he did not exclusively produce this state of thiitgx 
The whole progress of the arts shows that tlie first 
discovery of a principle is iistiaUy very remote from 
the perfection of the practice. This is strongly ex- 
emplified by some facts stated by Mr. Fulton him- 
self. In 1320 gunpowder was discovered: 150 years 
ifier thatpen^ iron bails were first used; musket': 
were unknown until 300 years from Uie same timt^ 
and in these the cumbrous match lock did not give 
place to the fire-locks till the beginning of the 17th 
century, that is 280 years xfter tlie first knowledge 
of gunpowder. 

"Ill theyear sixteen hundred and sixty-three, the 
marquis of Worcester discovered the expansive 
power of steam. 33 years afterwards, captain S.»vory 
took out a patent for a steam-engine, to pump the 
mines of Cornwall. In seventeen hundred and five, 
.Mr. Newcomen thouglit of a piston to the cylendc* ; 
hut he worked at it nine years before it was sufii- 
ciently improved to give it a fair prospect of ulilit) ; 
Fifty two years after Mr. Newcomen*s discovery, 
Mr. Watt thought of another improvement, which 
was the separate condenser. Thus it was a hundi cd 
years from the lime of the marquis of Worcester, 
till Mr. Watt*s discovery gave the steam-engine, in 
any degp'ce, its present perfection; and rcnvlcred it 
so simple, familiar, and useful, as to be adapted to 
the many important purposes to wliich it is now 
applied. 

Another striking illustration -to the tame effect, 
and which ma^ serve to exemplify the nature a» 
well as to manifest the degree of Mr. Fulton*s beiu - 
factions to the public, is to be found in the gradual 
improvements effected in his steam boats since their 
establishment- We believe that the average pas- 
sage of the first boat between Albany and tlii* city 
fed little short of thirty six hours, and in some of 
the present boats it does not cxgeed ta*enty-one 
hours. 

Mr. FiiUon*s attention was strongly attrseted, du- 
ring several parts ol his life, to the subject of im- 
proving internal navigation by means of canals, and 
in particular, he entered with hit characteristic en- 
thusiasm, into the magnifioient project which our 
legislature is now attempting to realize. In 181 
he was appointed one of the commissioners upon the 
subject, but he did not sanction the report whlcIi in 
the subsequent year was returned to the legislature. 
It is not claimed by the biographer eitlicr by this 
sdierae in particular, or generally this branch of im- 
provement, has received any eminent benefit from 
the genius or industry of Mr. Fulton. 

In February eighteen hundred and fourteen, he 
addressed a letter toGovemeur Morris, esq presi- 
dent of the board of commissioners, in which he 
shows what would be the advantages of Uie propos- 
ed canal, and exhibits very interesting and curious 
calculations of the comparative expence of trana* 
portation upon land, and upon rivers upon ca- 
nals. 

The same year Mr. Fulton with the other com- 
misaioners, made another report to il»e legislature; 
this is tlie last service he rendered this magnificent 
pr. iect. 

\Ve presume that our readers will readily exeuw? 
our omission of any account of .Mr. Fitlion’s we-'i 
known and very extensive e.xpv.rimcnts in rcUtioX 
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to the vsrioui modes wliich he devised forsubmi* 
ritie attack, and f*>r transfcrin^ a larjje portion of 
psval warfare beneath the surface of the ocean. — 
We arc told by Mr. Colden that the steam frigate, 
that imposing if not eHective engine of war, owes its 
origin to tlicse experiments, although it is not ap* 
parcBlly connected with them- The untimely death 
of Mr. Tullon; the cessation of the war; and the im- 
perfections in.separablc from the infancy of all im- 
provements, may have prevent^ the full devclope- 
menl of the powers which, perhaps, this invention 
is hergufier destined to display. 

The occasion and manner of Mr. Fulton’s death 
8 tlius related. 

la January, eighteen hundred and fifteen, Mr. 
John Livingston, who owned the steam>boat which 
plyed between New York and NcwJersey, but 
which wns stropped by the operation of the Jersey 
laws, petitioned the legislature of that state for their 
repval. After hearing witnesses and counsel for 
several day s, the laws were resciuded. It was upon 
this occasion Mr. Fulton was examined as a witness 
as wc have before stated.<— The weather, while he 
was at Trenton, where be was much exposed in at- 
tending the hall of the legislature, was uncommonly 
^Id. When he was crossing the Hudson to return 
to his house and family, the river was very full of 
ice, which pecasionedhis being several lipurson the 
water in very severe day. Air Fulton had not a cor., 
atitution to encounter such exp«iaure, and upon his 
rei'jru found himself nuich indispos^ frpm the ef- 
fects of it. He had at that time great anxiety about 
the steam-frigate, and, after coiinning himself fur a 
few duys, when he was convalescent, be vent to 
give his superintendence to the artificers employed 
nbout her; he forgot his debilitated state of health 
in the interest Ue took in what was doing on the fri- 
gate, and was along time, in a bad day, exposed to 
the weather ou her decks. He soon found the ef- 
fects of this imprudenre. Uis indisposition return- 
ed upon him with such violence as to confine him 
to his bed; his disorder increased, afid on the tven- 
^y-fourtli day or February, eighteen hundeed and 
fifteen, terminated his valuable life. 

As soon as thelcgUlature, which was then in ses- 
sion at Alb.tny, heard of tlie death of Mr. Fulton, 
Uiey express^ their participation in tlic general 
sentiment, by resolving that the members of both 
houses should wear mourning for some weeks. 

It will appear from Uie above slight sketch of the 
life of this valuable ci'.izen, Uial Uie three great sub- 
jects of bis attention and e/forts, were the improve- 
ment in the art of making canals, sub-marine warfare, 
and steam navigation. In relation to the first, we 
ar** not uwarctliat he has eflected much; in the se- 
cond, helms di.^pUyed great talent and wonderful 
luduhiry, Uie eOects and utility of which time is 
hereafter to develope; and in the third he hat-done 
what should make bis country proud, and the world 
grateful.

Cmsfanftnp/i/e, July 29.— The representation of 
the Russian minister, count Von StrogonofT, which 
was founded on ^e most reasonable and just de- 
mands of Russia, seem not to have led to any thing 
decisive in the divan. I'he influence of the grand 
Vizier over the Ueis-Rffendiaaod the Teflerdar, had 
hindered it. I'be Sultan, who, on the other band, 
earnestly desired a good understanding with Rus- 
sia, addressed on the 3d of March to the grand 
Vizier the following energetic and remarkable re- 
script. — 

**There have been many and long 
deliberations already held upon the note which the 
Russian Ambassador has delivered; yet no journal 
of your sittings has yet been laid h^ore us. It is 
now about 40 days since this business was laid be- 
fore you for discussion. Why have you not yet 
come to any resolution upon it ? From this delay 
we must believe that you employ yourselves in 
your sittings only in things of no cohsequence — 
Will you tlien wait till tLe Ruaslsn Ambassador 
is angry, and proceeds to threats } If you believe 
that war is unavoidable, think on the means of de- 
fence; show us minutely the necessary causes of 
war, ^nd the extent of the resources which you will 
employ. But, on the other band, if time and cir- 
cumstances do not allow us to undertake a war, 
prevent the discontentof the Russian Ambassador 
as toon as possible by a suitable answer.*’ 

The impression which this rescript made on the 
Divan was easily to be foreseen. It gave occasion 
to a second, which was in the following terms: — 

**As my ministers, after mature consideration of 
all the circumstances, have considered it necessary 
to give up all tbou^ts of war, and embrace tlie 
wise part of reconciliation, it is absolutely neces* 
aary that the conferences should be immediately 
opened, and tliat the note in question should be 
delivered without delay by the Heis EfTendi to 6ie 



Russian Ambassador; but the greatest care must 
be taken that this note be well and clearly drawn 
up; and not like the first, in which there was no 
sente at all, in order to give Russia to understand 
that it is our intention to arrange matters amicably.**

These data bring the times of t!ie alUdge«l ioventaon 
80 near togetlier, that it is difnciiU to assign it to 
one of the claimants in preference to the other ,i—« 
unless wc admit tiie fruinl of ILidley,— which is 
presumable, but certainly not positive. I>r. Kitten- 
house declared that **ho had no doubt dial both 
were original inventors; that i>otU instruments de- 
pended ou the same principles; and tliat iia4ley*s 
was more convenient in pi*actice.** It is not known 
that Godfrey enttf uinedany suspicions of plagsirism 
00 the part of Hadley, or, at least, never aceuscil 
him of that crime. 

We have noticed these Ciets, not for the purpose 
of weakening our claim, but to promote rnqtiiry.

General Andrew Pickens. 

Cenera) Pickens, wIk> died in South Carolina on 
the nth ultimo, was uf French descent: his ances-; 
tors were driven from France by the revocation of, 
the edict of Nanta; they firat aettled in Scotland, | 
auid afterwards in the north of Irelands His father, 
ciidgrated to PennsvlvanU: the decease<l was born | 
tn Bucks county, in that state, on the 13tb Septem-; 
ber, 1739. The family removed to Augusta coun- 
• yirginta, and soon after to the Waxhaws in 
is state, before he had attained the age of man- 
hood. 

like many of our most distinguished officers of 
the revolution, he commenced his military sei vices 
ia the French war, which terminated in 17fi3: when 
be began to develope those qualities for which 
be was afterwards so eminently distingiiislied. In 
the year 1761, he served aaavoluntcer, with Moul- 
trie and Marion, in a bloody but successful expedi- 
tion under lieut. col. Grant, a Briiish officer sent 
by general Amherst to command against the Chero- 
kees. After the termination of the war, he remo- 
ved to the Long Cane settlement, and was wholly 
enraged for several years in the usual pursuits of 
a frontier country — hunting and agriculture. 

At an early period he took a decided and active 
stand against the right claimed by Great Britain, 
to tax her colonies without their consent; and at 
the commencement of the revolution was appointed 
captain of militia. The distinguished part which 
be acted in the struggle for independence, liai been 
recorded by the historian, and the principal evenu 
can only be alluded to in the present sketch. His 
zeal and skill were rewarded by hla county*, by his 
being rapidly promoted to ^e respective com- 
mands of mnjor, colonel, and brigaditr-general. In 
the most despondent time, when tliis section of the 
union was overrun by the enemy, and suffered 
fipom thetories all the horrors of civil war, he re- 
mained unshaken; and, with Marion and Sumpter, 
kept up the spirit of resistance. He commanded 
kf chief in the expedition against the Cherokees, in 
1761; and such was his success, that in a few days, 
with an ineonsIders';le force, he sulxtued the spirit 
of that then powerful nation, and laid the founda- 
tion of a peace so permanent, that it has not since 
been distnrbed. 

At Kettle-Creek his conduct was equally distin- 
fftiiahed and successful; with half tlie farce, be de- 
feated, after a severe contest, a large body of lories, 
under the command of col. Boyd. The results of 
this victory were highly important. It broke fbr 
the time the spirit of the tories, and secured the 
internal peace, for a considerable time, of the inte- 
rior of the Catulinas and Geogia. No less conspi- 
coons was hU conduct at the Cowpens. He there 
commanded the militia forces; and animated by the 
spirit and courage of tlieir commander in that im- 
portant battle, t)»ey fairly won an equal share ol 
glory with the contmentals, under colonel Howard 
For his gallantry and conduct on tluit occasion, 
Cpngrtaf voted him a sword. At the £utau be 



commanded, with Marion, the militia of the t'l-o 
Carolinss; but in the early part of the action recei- 
ved a severe wound in his breast by a musket bnM. 
His life was providentially saved by the bait strik- 
ing the buckle of his sword. 

Peace being restored, the voice of Ills countrj- cal- 
led him to serve her in various civil c.ip4citieH; anU 
lie continued, without intemiptinn, in puhlic em- 
ployment until about 1801. By the treaty of M >pr- 
well, with the Cherokees, in whicli he was o .e of 
I the commissioners, the cession of that portion of 
the state now call^ Pendleton ami Greenvdie, was 
obtained. Sooti after he settled at Hopewell, on 
iieowee river, where the treaty w.is held. He was 
a member of the legislature, and aAcrwards of the 
convention which fbrmed the state constitmior. 
He was elected a member under the n.c.v cor\'«tiin. 
lion, until 179-1, w'hen he became a member <»f con- 
gress. UecUniitg re election to congress, he w'aii 
again rtiurncd a member to the legid itiire; in 
which post he contiimed unlil about 1811. Such 
yraa the confidence of general Washingio.i in him 
that he requested his attendance at IMuUdelplua, 
to consult with him on the practicability and best 
mean.s of civilizing the imilhem Indians; and I.c 
also offered him the command of a brigade of light 
troops ur.d T the comm-tnd of general Wi.yuf», in 
his campaigns against the nortltcri Indiuiis; which 
he declined. In 1794, when the militia was first oi • 
ganizrd conformable to Uieact of c/»ngress, he was 
appointed one of the two* msjor generalt; whicli 
commission he rc.signej after holding it a few years, 
lie was employed by the United States as a com- 
missioner in all the treaties with all the south- 
ern Indians until he withdrew from public life. 

Dnermining to enjoy that serenity and tranquili- 
ty which be had so greatly contributed to esta- 
blish, with the simplicitv of the ear*y limes of the 
Ro nan reptiblic, he retired from the busy scenes 
of life and settled on his farm at Tomassee,* (a 
place peculiarly interesting to him) where he de- 
voted himself with little interruption to domestic 
pursuits and reflection until bis death. In this 
tranquil period, few events happened to check 
the tenor of his happy and virtuous life. Rever- 
ed and beloved by all, his house, though remote 
from the mot*e frequented parts of the state, was 
still the resort of numerous friends and relations; 
and oAen received the visits of the enlightened 
traveUer.«~Sucb was tlie gentle current of his lat- 
ter years; still, of earthly objects, his country was 
the firat in his affections. He viewed with great 
interest our late struggle, and the causes which ex- 
cited it, distinctly perceiving, that in its consequen- 
ces the prosperity, independence and glory of his 
country were deeply involved; be was alive to its 
varioi's inddenta. In this hour of danger the eyes 
of bis fellow citizens were again tumeu to their tri- 
ed servant; without his knowleilge be was again 
called by the spontaneous voice of his fellow citi- 
zens into public service. — Confidence thus expres- 
sed could not be diregnrded; he accepted a seat in 
the lepslature in 1812, and waa pressed to serve as 
governor at thie evemiul crisis, which, with his 
charaoieristic moderation and good sense, he dc- 
declined He thought the struggle should be left 
to more youiliful hands. 

In bis domestic circumstances he was fortunate: 
by industry and attention he soon acquired a com- 
petency, and never desired more, lie married in

He waa of< 
ynidilie stature, uctive and robust; and enjoyed, in | 
consequence of the natural goodneaa of Uia oonsti*j 
tution, aiid from early and continued temperincej 
and activity, almost uninterrupted bealUi to ' 
iMt momenta of hia life.— >He retained su^h of Ids | 
strength and nearly all hia mental vigor in perfec* | 
lion; and died, not in conseijuence of the exhaiyita* , 
lion of nature, or previous sickness; for the tiroke 
of death fell sudden, ami while his personal ac- 
quuintanee were anticipating the addition of maoy 
yeara to his life.— /'emi'efen .^feaa.

The military review on Tlumsdiy, the 14th mat.

ger. 

'l*he Ivcsident rode up and down Uieline, and af- 
ter haviitg received the marching salute, saw the 
troops exeeuie vurioua movements, in a stile that 
refieoud geeat credit ontlielrcommaoding ofliccr. 
bVhen tiu-se were Hnlalie J, he dismounted, and was 
pleased to attend tlie following ceremony.

it does not appear tu the court that any of them 
weref'Hind the in act of cal cling fish, or trsdin^' r ih 
the inhabitants in any of our bays, or harbors, but 
merely seeking shelter from the weather; which 
under existing circumstancea I cannot vievr in the 
light of an inh-ingement of our rights. 

Independent of this consideration, were I inclin-f 
ed to enforce the principle of national law against 
tJie clainiaiits in this case, I sliouid be at a loss what 
penalty to pronounce upon the aggressors. 

In ail other cam in which foreigners are seized 
for unlawful trailic, there are positive acts of par- 
liament innictiug a forfeiture of the property and 
other paisitiea fir the offVnce. 

Is it a matter of course in this instance, that these 
vessels are to be condemned and forfeited tu his 
msjesty? I cannot think so. 

1 have nulnw to guide me in my judgment, no 
proclamation or orders m council, no instructions 
of any kind, by which I can measure tlie punish- 
ment to be inflicted for this infringement of our co- 
lonial rightsr 

It i.s totally s new question, and one that I con* 
ceive to be involved in much doubt and diflirulty 
in r.ou5equrnreof the silence of tlie treaty o^Ohent 
on this very important subject. 

I am not ignorant that negoebtions have been 
carried on respecting the fishery in question, be*- 
tween our government and thalot .America; Those 
negociations were broken off in January last 'tit 
true; but it is equally trtie that they have been re- 
newed and arc still pending. 

Under which circumstances therefore, I do not 
consider myself justified in condemning this pro- 
perty to his msjesty: but shall decree the vessels 
and property belonging to them be restored to tbe 
claimants on paying costs: from which decree ifthe 
seizors are disaatisfied, they a^at liberty to ap- 
peal to a superior court, where it is probable the 
subject has been under the diseiitsion of shield 
minds, and where the intentions of ourgovenunent 
with respect to it can hei^tily ascertained.

Ejciract of an official letter. 

Cherokee Agency, a9tli Julv, 1817. 
Govsaiton Clarx: 

•i'fr— We have the pleasure to inform you, that 
we have succeeded in getting a treaty signed withr 
the chiefs of the Cherokee nation yesterday, some 
of the provisions of which we conceive important 
for you to know. 

It is stipulated that a census of the Cherokees 
east and west of tbe Mississippi, sliall be taken in 
the mouth of June, 1818, and both parts of the 
nation bind themselves to cede to tbe United Staten 
so mu ch land on the east side of the .Mississippi, 
including a smoil cession imiw made on the east side 
of Chataikoochy, and north of Tennessee, as shaft 
amount to tiie proportion to which the Arkansas 
Clterokees are entitled, in proportion to the uum- 
here now there, and those wI»o may emigrate to 
Uttl country previous to the taking the caisus.— 
'I'be Cherokees on the Arkansas arc also to receive 
so much of the annuities us they are eutitled to, ic 
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proportion to their numbers. The United SUtes 
in return, to cede to the Cherokeei west 
of the Mississippi, as much land on Uie Arkansas 
and While rivers as they receive east of Uie Missis- 
ftippi, which U to **commence on Uie north side of the 
ArkMsas, at the moutli of Point Remove, or Bud- 
vtflPa old pUce, thence by a straiglit line north- 
wardly to strike Chatanuga mountain, or the hill 
iirst above Shield's ferry, on AVIiitc River, running 
Tipandbetweai Ute said rivers for compUment; the 
banks of which rivers to be the line." l*lie Uaited 
States also bind themselves to remove all white pet- 
sons now setUed wiUiln or above said line, to prevent

It is our duty to inform you of onr conduct 
toward the Osages. We made peace with them 
acveral times, knowing it to be tbe with of the 
President of the United States, our Great Father; 
but they will not be at peace with us. For nine 
years and more, we have been trying to make 
friends, all to no purpose: it appears that the more-^ 
friendly we talk to them the more they impose on us; 
now we are prepared we will meet our enemies: we 
lie down with oiir arms at our sides. We wish 
you to pHy us, for the Osages are deaf to all we 
can say or do. To raise our crops for tbe support 
of our families hos been our wish, but it has not 
been in our power; it is not we that are in the 
wrong, it is the Osages; they have stolen all our 
best horses, and hnve reduced us to work with our 
naked hamb. With the few horses we have led, 
we intend to go to tbe Os-nges and bunt for those 
horses taken; we are going to do mischief. We 
are but a few Cherokees; our father knows us well, 
and we therefore beg that be will not scold us; the 
Ossges have also inssUed the whites; we are vexed, 
and have become deaf to tlieir talks. Please to in- 
form the President of all this; tell him that we pro- 
mised not to spill blood if we |could help it, 
but that at this time U>e rivera are red with the 
blood of the Clierokees.— We hop^that the Presi- 
dant our fatlier will take our case into considera- 
ation, Ibr he well knows that we are not tbe ag- 
gressors. Since our last talk to you, we have lost 
two of our young picn, killed by the Osages; we 



have never attempted to take any rm^eoge wbatcvcv^ 
until now.

Antique Glasses, 

JHiCovered in Mngara e«»R/y, JV T.

An opinion is entertained by many well inform- 
ed persons in the United States, that this eoimtiY 
has at tome remote period, been inhabited by a 
civilized people, prior to its settlement or subju- 
gation by tbe savages: and to the many evidencea 
furnished to strengthen tbit opinion by tlie remains 
I of fortifications, tuimili, &c. may be added the 
! discovery of a number of pieces of glass, of sin- 
gular workmanship, lately made in Ifairaburgh, Ni- 
agara county. 

1 have been favored with an opportunity of exa- 
mining one of these glasses, and on the authority^ 
of my informant, am enabled to remark that they • 
were taken up about two months ago, from an an- 
cient barrow in the town of Haraborgh; where 
they were found deposited in an earthen pot. Con- 
tiguous to this pot, were also found a skull and 
some other bones of the human frame. This bar- 
row, or supposed repository of the dead, is sKua- 
ted iwan uncultivated part of tlie town, and aeve« 
ral trees were growing upon it, at tlie time this ex- 
cavation was made; some of which were judged to 
to be upwards of two feet in diameter. 

The glass which T had an opportunity to examiixe^ 
(and I am informed they are all alike) is in the 
form of a barrel-shsped bead; consisting of a tube 
of transparent green glass, covered with an opaque 
I coarse red enamel. Its length 9 lOths of an inch; 
its greatest width six and an half tenths of an inch: 
and the bore of the tube 3 10ths of an inch. Near 
the circle of the bore of this tube is an i.pcrture. Of 
of the size of a large needle, perforating the tube 
from one end to the other. The enamel which co- 
vers tbe tube of transparent glass, appears to have 
been ornamented with painting, in figures resem- 
bling a spindle, or two inverted sectiona of a circle; 
but they are now hardly perceptible, as the bead 
appears to have been considerably worn. But the 
circumstance roost indicative of art in the making 
of thia bead, U a apeciea of enamelling ihat hat 
been performed both on the external and intemal- 
surfisoes of the tube, previous to its being covered 
with the coarse red enameL This seoor^ enamel 
is white, and as the external surface of the tube 
was not smooth, but parallel etrie, or veins, exhi- 
bits tlie appearance of a white vein between Uie 
green tube and the red enamel. This enamelling 
appears to me, to have been done, not by mthing 
un any vitrious composition, as is practised at the 
present dty, but by the effect of calcination for 
some time in a low red lieat. This, it is known, 
will deprive glass, especially CTcen glass, of its trans-' 
parency, arid render the suiTKie sUiite to a cerlaim 
I depth. 

I 'I'he composition of the tube of glass, 1 have 
'judged to be simjily a aUictous valid and an alka% 
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prob»bty with « mi»U addition of liino, or vegeta- 
ble ashei. It b hard, and will not receive acratcl^ 
es like the lead gUesea; and f cooclodc from Uii* 
circum«taoce, that tijere if no lead in the composi- 
tion. Ittf color aeemf ®l«o owing to the impurity 
of the materials employed, like the common win- 
dow and bottle end is probably causetl by a 

mintue portion of iron, combined, in the state of an 
oxvd, will* the sand at)d alkali. 

The red enamel, covering the tube, and the pot 
in which lbe.se glasses were found, seem to have 
been constructed of timilrir materials, as they differ 
Terv little rr color, texture, or other extenul cha 
racier. Pi obably a very fusible brick clay, highly 
impregnated with oxyd of iron, and pulverixed fr»fg 
^ents of green glass, are the principal ingrediems 
of both. The earthen pot is manifestly construct- 
ed of different materials from those employed for 
brown pottery at the present period. It is a more 
imperishable substance, of a close texture, and vit- 
reous anpesrance. 

I shall not presume to speculate in opinions 
which discoveries of this interesting nature are cal- 
culated to create: it may however here be added, 
that the fabrication of Uiese glasses would suppose 
a p'*rfection in the arts which none of llic Indian 
tribes, inhabiting this country at the period of its 
discovery, had arrrired to. i'hat if introduced by 
the French from Canada tn their communications 
with the Inrliars inhabiting the western part of this 
state, there would hsrlly have been *uffl'"ient time 
elapsed, between that neriod and this, fbr the growth 
of such trees as arc growing on the barrow or 
mound from which these relies were taken. And 
tha if not introduced by the French at the period 
allud' d to, we must refer tI»eirmanufirturebackto 
a very remote date; and one, on whicli ln:lian tra- 
dition U wholly silent. 6ILBX. 



walnut wood green, and vastly worse to bum ma- 
ple or birch in that state, particalsrly if felled m 
spring or summer. When the sap is ascending in 
the month of March, if the weather is fkvorabfe, a 
large sugar msple will yield five gallons, atid ft 
birch of the same size, from hffeen to twenty-five 
gallons in twelve hours. Many other kinds of tree# 
used fbr fuel, perhaps, contain as much fiuid as the 
maple or birch. Hence the absurdity of felling 
thorn when full of sap, for timber or fuel. A cord 
of green wood contains at least 30 gallons of water 
or fluid, if cut between the months of March and 
October, and if immediately used, this fluid must 
be discharged into the atmosphere by the dull 
process of seasoning the wood over the coals, caut^ 
ing much loss of time, great inconvenience and 
perplexity. Wood fell^ at any season of the year, 
U much better fbr drying; but if cut when full 
of sap, and suffered to remain long in the open air, 
exposed to tbe sun, a portion of the oil escapes 
with the watery fluid, which renders the wood leas 
valuable. The writer of this article is fully con- 
vinced, by actual experiment, that three cords of 
wootl, felled in the winter, and properly secured, 
is worth as much for fuel, as four felled in the 
spring or summer, and immediately used, or suf- 
fered to remain e^osed to the air and sun till the 
following winter. Herels an actualloss of twenty- ' 
five per cenC besides the differenoe in the value 
of Uber In summer and winter. The labor of the 
husbandman is rec|uired in the fbr preparing 

the earth, and caating seed in it; m the summer 
fbr maturing and bringing fbrward the rising crops, 
and in gathering the early harvest— and tlie autumn 
demands his whole attention to prepare the ground 
for a fbrther crop, and secure the later harveatv 
wltile the winter seems to be the season to whiph 
nature points as the proper period to fell timbeo 
and prepare fuel for ril necessary ptirposes during 
theyear. W. 



Saving of Fuel. 

From the Vermont intedigenerr, a paper lately es- 
tabliHhe.l at Bcllows-Palls, and edit^ by Thomas 
Green Fessenden, esq. we copy the following arti- 
cle, which, if attended to, would doubiless in- 
troduce a great economy In tlie consumption of 
fuel, which is every year growing an article ofj 
greater importance in the United Stales. 

When there if a general complaint of the hard- 
ness of the times, and tbe difRculty of meeting ex- 
pences necessarily incurred, it is highly important 
that economy should not only be studied, but should 
also be put into practice, and perhaps there is no 
item in the yearly bill, where less economy it ap- 
parent, than in the article of wood, notwithstand- 
ing the article is so great which is annually re- 
quired for fuel in this cold region. A late writer 
on the subject of forest trees, says, <*wood seems ' 
to be composed of water, air, oil, salts and earth, 
in the decomposition, become ashes.“ Attention 
to the different kinds of wood used fbr fuel, to the 
time when felled for that purpose, and to the action 
of fire upon it when consuming, vrill strengthen, if 
Dot fully confirm Uie above position, .\mong the 
various kinds of trees produced in New-Bngland, 
hickory or walnut contains a greater portion of oil, 
andpr^ably less fluid, thsn slmost any other, and! 
bunts more freely when green; Several kinds ofj 
wood, if used when green, emit a thick disagree ' 
able smoke, reject the flame, and yield to no beat 
till the watery particles have princip.Ally fsassed off I 
in Uiis smoky yapottr.

— 3d, orullery, five regiments of artillery,, a 
corps of bombardiers, and 19 corps of garrison ar- 
tillery.— 4ib, engineers, six generals, 30 staff offi- 
cers, 102 superior officers, and corps of sappers and 
miners. 

The Austrian corps forming part of the army of 
occupation in France, consist of six regiments of 
the liu^, two battalions of foot chasseurs, two regi- 
ments of dragoons, and two regiments of hus- 
sars. 

The Austrian corps stationed in the kingdom of

To s:iy that 1 would be a zealous friend of 
anv rightful and reasonable scheme tliat could 
be adopted to ameliorate the condition of our 
black population, o- lessen theirnumbei , would 
be auperlluous. I'hose who have read the 
VVeksly Reoistek, I Hatter myself, have 
found me cansisteiit. I never have made one 
rule of riglit for one set of men, or for one 
country, and advocated its opposite as appli- 
cable to anotlier. The doctrine of e.rpct/teiicy 
is tlie iloctrine of tyrants — the fe. tile source 
of most of the evils of the human race — ^yet 
necessity ni»y supercede law: and, perhaps, 
even acts of violence are sometimes justified 
to rep css, or extinguish, a greater and more 
permanent evil. Hut who Stall settle boun- 
daries to power." Who restrain the impetu- 
osity of man armed with a little brief autliori- 
jT?— /iic labor, hoc ofUiest. 

I entirely dislike the cynical spirit tliat finds 
fault without offering a substitute for the thing 
condemned. Yet, while I profess myself with- 
out any hope of success in the colonization 
project 1 freely acknowledge that I have no- 
thing better to offer. lam only afraid that, by 
having our attention directed abroad, we may 
neglect our means at home. ’iTi'is is the opera- 
tion of things in too many important particu- 
lars in the United .states. It i.s in ourselves, 
and by ourselves only, that we have to expect 
any important or permanent improvement of 
our condition, in any respect Foreign af- 
fairs are as one of the many items that conduce 
to tliese; we would not disregard them — but 
the people have placed too great a value upon 
them. 

I am not prepared to say that the annexed 
estimate is too Vigh. If it is so, and we de- 
duct Jiflyper cent, from it, the amount still 
left is formidable enough to repress every ex- 
pectation of success ill the |iroject. If, at so 
much cost and trouble, we find 15,000 annual- 
ly li’iHiiig to go to a strange land, and effect 
their transportation, wliat is die conseiiuciice? 
— in the mean time we shall have had 55 or 
t’0,000 such persons born amongst us, and no 
leiasible effect will be to be discerned. ^ 

Iiel us look at home. Let the talents, the 
zeal, the influence and the wealdi excited in 
behalf of the plan /or foreign colonization, be 
domesticated to the reUef, protection and ad- 
vancement of the unfortunate race — and some- 
thing-, I know nut what, peihaps, may be fall- 
en on to bring about an object so much to be 
desired, as an aiiieliuratioiiof dicir condition, 
if not a remote, but ultimate, change of their 
circumstances. 

In the IFest Indies, this wretched race of 
men are regarded exactly in the same light 
that we regard horses; i\ad are, in like manner 



hianded by allot iron with their owner’s nameb 
— I'lieir situation in any part ol the United 
States is niticli better than if is in the West 
Indies; but we blush at tlie maiiilest-il.oii of a 
dls]msilii»i to treat them as bail, and to fo.biil 
the probability of their ever becomiiig useful, 
except as slaves. The c are laws existing (we 
believe) to punish persons for teaching them to 
read — and those who commend such laws rail 
at the ‘’degeneracy” and “brutality” of ti-.e 
blacks!

It becomes our melancholy duty to announce the 
death of Paraa EsaLv, can. who departed this life, 
at his seat in Greene, on the 15th Aug. The state 
is bereaved of one of its most useful ornaments and 
firm siippofters, and society of a member that was 
wont to give a zest to all tne refinements of social 
iotercouse. Mr. Early was educated for the bar, and 
soon became €on.spicuous as an able advocate. His 
superior taJems attracted the attention of his fellow 
citizens, and in 1802, he was called to represent 
them in the national legislature, fn this dignified 
body, bis scientific knowledge of government, com- 
bined with a manly eloquence, that spumed the 
meretricious omsments of false elocution, soon 
secured him an enviable reputation, and gfained 
him, among his congressional brethren, the honorary 
appdlatioD of the ** Orator of the weat.** Afierwafdt 
be presided as judge in the Oakmulgce district 
for many years. Step by step he had traced sU the 
devious windings in Uie ample field of jurispru- 
dence, and so arranged and tempered conRicting 
authorities, that bis decisions were never equivocal, 
but always clear and conclusive. 

Iq 1813, he was elected governor of Georgia. — 
The crisis was one that remiircd talents and firm- 
ness— and no m-ui possesjeu these necessary quali- 
ties, in a more emiiieut degree, than Peter Kariy. 
It was at this period, (of the late war) that a suc- 
cession of diauters spread the most gloomy 
aspect over the face of national aHair.o; and that an 
unfortunate collition between the different blanch- 
es of our state government, had pnxluced such 
dissentions among the people as to thrL*aten the 
most aerious and alarming consequences. This 
Was the most boisterous administration that the 
executive ofGeorriaever experienced; and such a 
one, we hope it wHl never again experience. Dif. 
ficult and perilous, however, as were the times, tJio 
bark of state was safely gurded to a haven of »e- 
curity. — Thus, in all his public duties, we find the 
conduct of Peter Early, marked with that decisive 
and consistent character, wliicU should always dia 
tingui^ the sUtesroxn and the patriot.

This ob- 
jection must, at this dne, be unavailing, for by 
i^scurriag to faoCa, it will be seen that the farmers, 
particularlf' in the western part of the states, 
participate largely ra the advantage at present de- 
rived fhn the navigation of our rivers in Uie ex- 
portation of our surplus produce to market. The 
rewth and prosperity of our country', 1 have ever 
elieved, nuteriaUy depead on a safe outlet for our 
surplus produce, and an easy commercial inter- 
course with our neighboring states. Every facility 
then ought to be afforded that would tend to the 
lurllierance of these objects. To shew the increas- 
ing importance of this subject, I will submit a state- 
ment of the gross amount of produce, so far as ac- 
curate information has been obtained, exported 
from- the state during the present season. I feel 
great satisfaction in exhibiting this statement, not 
that 1 am inconscious of its bearing vtry little com- 
parison with that of many oUier states tn the union; 
Dut when we attach to its importance these fitets, 
that wc are yet an infant people, composed of frmn 
two to three iiundred UU'Usand souls, and that 
these products are the labors of our fdlow-citixeos 
in the year next succeeding tite termination of the 
war with Great Uritain and who were amongst the 
last retiring from the field. 

The object of improving rivers and public roads 
ought not to be considered exclusively in a pecunia- 
ry point of view; for in addition to commercial fa- 
cilities, they, by a concurrence of interesting cir- 
oumsunces, invite us to associate with each oUier, 
by which we become more intimately acquainted, 
our interests cemented, and our aoeial ties every 
way strenglheued. ^

Besides, Uie populatl'm is ss 
yet quite thinly scattered over an immense terri- 
tory, and wherever this is the case, tve do not 
OhUslly find so many of those little presuming an) 
mals, wearing tiie shapes of men, which arc such 
great nuisances in tliickly inhabited countries. 

In 181U, Attakapas and Oppelousas, contained 
1S,r74 souls. For two years after the census was 
tAen there was a great emigration to the counlry. 

It was stopped early in 1B13, by the pressure of the 
war, but tuice the peace has recommenced. At 
present (Sept. 1817) I feel confident the popula- 
tioo would be estimated too low at 20,000. 

Tbs settlements are principally in th^ prairies, 
which to the south and west are skirted by the sea. 
TUU ouqr be the cause of the district, under consi- 
deration, being the healthiest of Louisiana. The 
number of very old men is truly astotiishing. Mr. 
Berrard, the first permanent settler of Attakapas, st 
the age of 78, cnjoy.4 all his faculties and is in ex- 
celteal health. Ills former partner, Mr. Sore), who 
csOiO to the coun'ry with him in 1761, died last 
year, aged 80. A rnuiin of Mr. Sorel is still heat-| 
thy at the age of 82, and fif;y others might be 
natned who are much older. 

All the old aettlers, who married early in life, 
have % smaU coio^y aiound Uicm of tlieir own he- 
getting. Mr. Gcdry, of St. Martin’s (AlUkupss) 
has 12 sons ai^d 6 daugliiera living, and seventy- 
grand children. John HsUice DrotLssard, aged 95, 
^reckons his lineal descendants at 170. The women 
wlio have children are ge.'ierally very prolific, few 
of them raising less than eight or ten children. — 
This alone proves that the country is hcMlthy. I'he 
curate of Attakapas (Mr. Isaby) has ascertained 
fruiD his parish legister that in tiie last seven years, 
for 7(X) deaths among the Catholics, there have 
been 16'JU births.

In tins tract are situated many 1 .rge plan- 
tations which yield immense profits »o their pro- 
prietors. The northern p-irt of the cottnty, border- 
i"g nn Ujpide di-»trict, is p*>nr land, and the wes- 
tern sectiyn v.’hidi wkirts t!ie (J dph and l)»e River 
S.sbine, is little better. Tfojse Ur.d.s, ho v< vcr. 
produce tolerable corn, .-ind a crur^e luxtirlojA 
grass which c.sn feed cattle e-tough to supply the 
home and West India markets. 

.Attakapas is divided into two pari-he«, St. Mary 
and St. .Martin. The \’erntili')’i riv r ris'*s In Op- 
pelmisas and on entering St. Martin’s bccomt-s a 
considerable sttoam. 'I’be lands or. its banks are 
high, ami ^cticrally of the best q-iaUty. .\ftcr a 
course of ninety miles in this parish it Tdls into a 
bay of the same n»me near tlje 30th degree of 
north latitude. Between the WnniUion and the 
Mir.tOD (♦lie we<tcrn limit of .\Uak»«p»s) lies a 
prairie country which iu soil is nothing remarkable 
but aftbrds excellent pasturage. 

'I’lie Tesche, likewise, rises in Oppelousas r.ear 
the source of llie Vermillio.-t. I'.s general C4)uraC i.s 
to the south-east, piercing the western sections of 
St. Martin ami St. M.aty. It meets the .Mc^afTal- 
lava at Berwick’s hay, and is navigable f>r seventy 
itdles from its mouth P'r the largest boats, and fi»'* 
smaller craft almost lo its source. Ftomlhe lineor 
Oppelousas to Berwick’s bay, a distance of njort- 
tlian ninety miles, there i?* tn» soil on its barks 
[Which js irot first mic. As it appi-oache.s the sea, 
howevt-r, the land is thought to improx e, atnl tliu 
climate certainly becomes more favorable to the 
culture of sugar. Between the upper part of the 
Tesche and the Vermillion, in the Parish of Si. 
Marti*, lies a rich tract of country principsJly 
prairie. It is as yet very partial!)* settled, ow.ngio 
ihescarciiy of wood. Tins cannot form a perma- 
nent impediment, as trres, when j.lanled in i.boso 
meadows and s'lieldtd from the vernal burnings ttC 
llte grass, thrives fustfr than iu any soil I have ever 
acen. Several piM s^ns have ab eidy tried die ex- 
periment, and find fmr or th'e yc*ir.s suni-'ieal lo 
grow any supply of fire wo'xl they may want. Be- 
sides, there is not any part of the r?t/i meadows of 
Attakapas more than live miles distant from pleuty 
of wood. *l‘Ue climate is, at l!ie san^e tirne, so 
mild that fiirl i» little wanted lAit for the krehen. 

The gooil lamis of Oppelousas anil St. Mariin** 
are best a<lan<cd to the culture of cotton. Tiivy 
sent to New Orlc.-ms last \etr alxmt 6/*00 bales of 
fine eottoii, and if the whole of ihcirrich sn:l was 
cultivated might produce annually more than sixty 
thoosaiul bales. About five thousand ste'*r« ars 
e.ach year export©;! from those distrievs, which sell 
at home for 12 dollars each. 
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The parish of St. Mvy’r, beinj; the southern part 
nf lUe tract of country undcr^onsitJtrAlion^is well 
adapted for the cwhure of sugar. Tl)is ws* doubts 
ed until some of tlie enterpeizin^ American emi 
f^rants tested it, in the last twoveara, by the most 
Buccea<>rul experimenta. It isfound to succeed as 
w'Cil» if not better, than on the Mississippi, and 
^ the cane is certainly brouglit to maturity wiUj less 
Jshor. Cotton also succeeds remarkably well, but 
' will soon ^ve way to suj»ar. In the year 1816, ihi*! 
parish, with a population of ubout 3,000 souls, sent 
to market 2,500 bales of cotton, 9Ut) hogsheads of 
sugar and 800 beef cattle, which sold for $^350,000. 

Some sufs^ur has been cuhivaled in Oppelouaas 
and St. Martin’s, btit owing to ir.i»m:ir.agc!nent, or 
ilirclhr.ate, it has not succeeded well. • 

1‘he parish of S'- Mary is in no place wore than 
10 miles wide, haring the sea on one side and lake 
I’i'dt .md the Attchairallaya on ibe other, which 
may have an intlucnce on the early fi'osts and pro 
lent the cane crop till it reaches matuvity. 

TheTesche lands lie mostly from ten to fifleen 
feet above the highest swells produccil by the Mia* 
sisiippi floods. In the year 1813 and 15, whenUiere 
Were very great freshes, ihc l.tkcs between lUe 
prairies and the Mi.«sissippi, and, w ith them, the 
Teschr, rose about 8 feel above their common level. 
Hut a recurrence uf this can scarcely be expected, 
ns tlte levees on the Great River arc rapidly extend- 
ing, which will prevent its waters from flowing 
into tlie l.tkes. Hut even if the levees should be 
drmolisiied, the prairies are too high ever to be 
inundated. 

The Vermillion is never affected by the Missis- 
aippL Tiie lands on its banka (and indeed in eve 
ry other part of the country except the Tciclie) are 
from 30 to 100 feet above the level of the aea. 

Sloops of 100 Ions can ascend the 'resche to 
Nova Iberia, r>U miles from ita mouth, though the 
produce of the counlrj' is seldom c.arried direct to 
the ocean, theTesche, AUehaffalUya communicate 
with the .Mississippi by the Lafonrch and I’laqua- 
mine— a voyage from any part of those rivers can 
be easily made to New Orleans in 9 days. 

Along the coast of Attakapaa are found lour 
Islands, viz. Rede Isle, Cole Rlanche, Grand Cote, 
and Petite Ance, which bear no resemblance to the 
main land, and appear to be the remnants of some 
ancient continent. They rise several hundre<l feet 
above the tides and I woidd suppose originally be- 
longed to a high diversided country. Be this as it 
may, they have avery fertile stiil and prodtice the 
best sugar and cotton of Louisiana. The four is- 
lands contain about 70UU supei-flcial acres of good 
land. Thera are sugar estabiishmenta on all but 
Belle isle. There are other Islaiuta lying in the 
AUchafl'allaya, or Berwick’s bay, which have a very 
good soil, but once In ten or flftecn years have been 
liable to be overflowed by the heaviest swells of 
the Missb.^ippi. 

Ill Oppeluusas about one third of the population 
is Americans. In St. Martin’s one fifth, and in St. 
Mary's more titan a moiety The restare princi- 
■ pally Fi-encb. 

Land* throughout the whole country aro to be 
had at a ver>- low rate: though they arc rising every 
day in value. Good tracks in tliepari-h uf St. Ma- 
ry’s, with plenty of wood, may be. had for two and 
three doUars the acre. 

With a salubrious climate, a rich soil and indus- 
triouB population, Attakapus and Oppelousas will 
soon not only be called the richest CLumirsoflxu 
isUma but outstrip in agriculture any section of the 
Doion, Such a country is worthy of observation.

Gentlemen 9/ the Cauncii, J^fr Speaker^ 

anti Gentlemen of the houar ef repreaentaiivee. 
The circumstances under which we are now con- 
vened to deliberate on the concern* of the state, 
are peculiar auspicious. Peace and tranquility] 
general health, and a genial season, favouring the 
exertions of unusual iimustry, liave been succeeded 
by ample rewards. While these blessings demand 
expressions of gratitude to Uie Kind Disposer of 
events, tliey encourage benevolent dispositions to- 
wards each other, and united exertions to advmnco 
tie prosperity of our constituents. 

Since the last meeting of the legislature, pro- 
positions have been received ffom the states of 
New.Jersey and Kentucky, for amending the con- 
stitution of the United States, which will be sub- 
mitted to your consideration. 

Information has been received, that the ordnance 
department of the United States, t* prepared to 
deliver tlie proportions of arms and cqtiipments to ' 
whicii this state ia entitled, by an act of congress. 

I have accordingly directed the quarter-master- 
^eneral to adopt the requisite measures for affect- 
ing a settlement of our accounts to the close of 
the year 1816. An offer has beeu made in deliver 
tn or/ttfery, a proportion of the value of what may 
be found due. There being no autborlty to anent 
to this proposal, the subject is submitted to your 
consideration. 

Among the matters which, at the last sessi<Mi, 
were presented to the consideration of the legisla- 
ture, those concerning tlie judicial department, 
and the equalization of the system of taxation, are 
of vital importance to the people. A lasUug title 
to the gratitude of our constituents will be acquir- 
ed, if safe and equitable principles shaft be esta- 
blished on these interesting su^ects. The legis- 
lature has wisely provided for an investigation of, 
and a report on the subject of taxation, bnt as the 
completion of a proper system will require time 
and profound rcflectwo, 1 venture to express a hope, 
that no apparent diffleulties will deter you il^ih 
pursuing ii with that perseverance and impariiality, 
which its importance demands. 

As tlie expenses of supporting the state poor, 
annually amount to a considerable sum, and under 
the operation of the present f^tem, may t>e ex- 
pected to increase, 1 recommetid that l^eqirovisioim 
on this subject be revised.

The great benefit of connecting tcrrilorie* so 
extensive, so fertile, and so ilivevsified in climate, 
soil and productions, supersedes the neccsiily of 
.many comments from your memorialist*. 

Hy improving ilie nnvig.ition of James river, 
above the chartered limiti of tli6 company iucor- 
p mitcd by this state, to Ihe higitest prsctlcablc 
point tf navigationi by ftirming an artificial ro;4«l 
to the nearest uavigible waters of the Greenbrier 
river; by removing the ob.struclions which exist 
from the month of the latter to the great fails of the 
Kenatvlis, or by extending the artificivd roatl to the 
last mentioned point, an inland communication 
would be opened, almost at all times prscllc<tble 
f^om the head of the Chesapeake to the mouth of 
the Mississippi. 

'I'o give impulse to the mdustry and enterprizc 
of the inhabitants of so large a section of I'le re* 
public, to open new markets fur the rich and 
diversified proiluction* of agriculture, reared in a 
territory of more than two thousand milea in extent, 
to foster manufactories established at great hazard,

The partiet* 
then went ashore to complete the business, at- 
tended by the cap’uin; liiid U'sou the n.anics of the 
persons being meutioued, to insert them in the 
writings, they were the same witli those of the 
purchaset’s father and m<ither; and, upon Aif- 
Liier enquiry, he ascertained them to be, iu fact, 
hia father and mother, the Utter dectiriug, tliat tf 
be was their son, he had u remai'kable mole upon 
his left arm — wl;lc!i proved to be the caae! It is 
added, that itoOiiug could surp.a&s the joy of all 
parties, q'he Providence of God had snatched the 
venerable pair from poverty and sprvitude, and con- 
ducted tjiem to plenty and independence, under 
die protection of an affectionate ion. He, it seeiMi, 
bad run away from his parents when quite a boy, and 
ffom the continual wars in Europe neither had ever 
heard of the other since.

Yea, it was so in the books; it 
was so hi the works of our political writers; it was 
so in .Montesquieu; and in the deacripUous which 
our old lawyers and statesmen had given of it: but, 
practically speaking, there was not mure wretched- 
ness, more tampering with liberty, or more corrup- 
tion in any part of Europe, than prevailed under 
oor boasted constitution. He hoped, therefore, that 
the fKntlemen of England would see that it was 
not tlieir interest to fortify tliia system, that there 
tvoiild be no check or control over government! 
without a change in the representation, and that 
their property would soon leave them, unless there 
was an immediate change. Wltcn the members 
who might be returned after the reform should see, 
that every time they put their hand in tlie public 
purse they took something out of their own, that 
profligate and wasteful expenditure of the public 
money would of course cease. At present, the gen- 
tlrmen of England saw that they must surrender 
their comlbrls, by the enjoyment of which they pro- 
noted that of the people— that they must renounce 
that hospitality by vdiich they were enabled to gra- 
tify their own feelingH, and to diffuse happiness 
•round them — that they were driven from the seats 
'nf their aocestors, and obliged to hide themselves 
from the pursuit of their creditors and the tax ga- 
therers in a foreign land; — could there require any 
other arguments for reform? If they would take 
counsel from their wisdom and not from their fears, 
they would, instead of passing acta to oppress the 
pet’ple, step forward for tlieir protection; and 
would see that the system of comiptioo was as 
destructive of their own interests as it was of that 
of tlieir constituents, lie hoped the people would 
noi ceaae to demand their rights, and would compel 



a reformation of the abuses compljined of. The 
want of virtue in the representatives of the people 
was what the crown had as much a right to e<.m- 
plsin of as the people, as both were kept in thral* 
dom by the same oligarchy, and would both be re- 
lleved by the same remedy If Uie people wre 
al vays to be met with bills of severtly when they 
presented .heir petitions; if when they were silent, 
they were supposed indifTereni; and when they 
spoke out, their liberties were to be suspended, and 
all the bulwarks of their rights remove.?; how could 
we venture to boast of the glories of our constltu- 
tion?

rcct, and tliat but few, if any, of our ci-izens who 
were captives in tlie late war, remain with the In- 
dians.

Origin of Trials by Jury. 

From the chnrge of the chief Juetice of the pt o^ hice 
of I^vfcr Canada to the grand ^urv of that iKstrict. 

In the administration of justice in criminal cases, 
our law has wisely provided for the accusatinn and 
trial of every culprit by his peers; and with a view 
to his protection against the possibility of opp’-es- 
sion, has rendered the indictment of a grand jury , 
and the verdict of a petit jury, alike indispensably 
necessary to his condemnation. 

The trial by jury in civU cases, is undoubtedly of 
great antiquity, of an origin so remote, that the ear- 
liest accounts of thenortheni nations of Europe, in 
which it appears to have been almost universally in 
practice, affords us proof of its existence. — But the 
previous accusation of suspected persons in crimi- 
nal cases, by one jury’ of twelve or more of iheir f :!• 
low-subjec'.s, and asuhsequent trial thereupon, by a 
at-cond jury of twelve others, is a course of proceed- 
ings which seems to have been adopted in Kngi4ml 
only, and to have arisen, with the great prinriples 
of fier constitution, out of events and circumstan- 
ces peculiar to herself. 

In the Saxon government of England, we find 
the origin of grand jury: the counties were then 
divided into hundreds, which were again subdived 
into decennaries; of the former e..ch contained with- 
in its limits one hundred families; of the latter, 
each contained ten. It was required of every man 
that he should be enrolled in some dccennxry, and 
those who were not, were considered if not as of- 
fenders, at least in the light of suspected persons, 
and as such were committed to custody, until some 
decennary should receive Uiem, and thereby be- 
come pledges for their good behavior; every num- 
ber of the subdivisions being security to the crown 
for the conduct of the others, and bound that all 
and every of them should keep the king’s peace 
should be in all respects of good behavior aiul 
should abide bv the enquiries and awards of justice. 

'I'o ensure tlie cfleci of this obligation, the she- 
riff of each county, as the gpiardian of the public 
peace within its limits, pcrainbulHtetl his bailiwick 
twice in every year, ami in each hundred held his 
court or torn: an appdlatiaii which in Englaml is 
now perhaps obsolete, but which llic annual tounie 
of tlie courts of Uw in this province renders still 
fanuliar and intelligible to us. Before this oilicer 
in every hundred were impannclled twelve men 
summoned from the several decennaries of winch 
the humlvfcd was comfioiml, in sucli manner that 
one at least was relumed by cacli of them. This 
inquest investigated the slate of the hundred, in- 
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quired into t)ie conduct of It* roembcrs, and upon 
specific articles of charge referred to them by the 
sheriff, or by their own presentment, accused all 
wlio had been guilty of offences. 

In co'isefjnence of the Norman conquest, the 
torn of the sheriff, so far as it related to criminal 
cases was superseded by the appointment of jus- 
tices in F.yre, who made circuits through the whole 
kingdom, and held their court in eacli county, where 
they took cognizance of cverj’ crime committed 
witliin its precincts. 

To this court in Kyre, the practice of the sherifPs 
jurisdiction was transferred, and flic king’s sub* 
lects were as before culled upon to assislhls judges. 
In the detection of ofi'enders against his laws; but 
the jury which was /Ai/» summoned, in consequence 
ofihe courts being held, not merely for thehundrcil 
in which it met, but for the whole counlp', was very 
greatly augmented in number. — The bailm or chief 
peace ofHcer of each hundred was first sworn to 
ch ’osc f ur knights out of liis hundred, and these 
took oath, tha iliey would faithfully elect twelve 
otlier knights, or if knights could not he had, 
twelve “good and lawful fi ce-racn,** not suspected 
of Uic death of any man, or of breaches of Uie peace, 
or other oflenccs, but qualified to despatch the 
king^s busl .ess; and by these means a Jui7 was im- 
pannelled, composed of twelve jurors for every 
hundred in the county. 

It is material to observe, that the finding of the 
jur}', was not in the Saxon nor in the Norman period 
of English history conclusive against any who were 
accused by it. In the Saxon period, the person in- 
dieted was discharged in minor offences upon his 
own oath of bis innivccnce, and tlte oaths of an in* 
determinate number of his friends and neighbors, 
who vouched for his credit, and swore to Iheir be- 
lief that he had spoken the tnith.—ln major offen- 
ces, by a successful appeal to the judgment of Hea- 
ven, by the ordeal of fire or water. In the Norman 
eriod, the ordeal was succeeded by the trial hy 
al'de, v.'hich tliough equally uncertain and equal- 
ly imniou.s, was more consonant to the m.'irljal spi- 
ritoflhcage; and tlie Saxon purgation by the oaths 
of an uncertain n'lmbcr, was succeeded by the ca- 
nonical purgation, as thm practised in the ecciesi- 
astical courts, by which the oatlyi of twelve per- 
sons, nl leiuit selected by the accused and sworn to 
the ir belief of his innocence, were required fur his 
exculpation. 

The trial by battle declined as the influence of 
the clergy’ increased, while the cannonical purgation 
fell rapidly into disrepute and disuse, from the vast 
complication of perjury and subornation of perjury 
lo wiiicli it gave rise, and to these modes of trial 
(if they deserve that name) succeeded in the courts 
in Eyre .’Uiotber course of proceedings, which as it 
is evidenily t!ie origin of our present practice, and 
has been accurately preserved to us, deserves a 
more particular attention. 

The commi'^sions from which the JusUces deriv- 
ed their authority being first openly read and the 
jurors being elected, as tlic twelve of each hundred 
appeared. The first juror took an oath in the fol- 
lowing words: *'Hear ikis ye justices, that I will 
speak the truth of that which you slull command 
me on the part of our lord the king, nor will I for 
eni/ omit so lo do, according to my ability, so 
help me Gotl, and these iioly gospels.** The re- 
maining eleven were then sworn each in tlie fol- 
lowing words: “The oatli which he (John) here hath 
taken, I will keep on my pari, so lielp me God, and 
these holy gospels.** 'liie justices then read to 
them the eburge and articles of inquiry, as in the 



Saxon times: enlai^og upon tlie benrfiu which 
followed from keeping- the peace and good order, 
noticing the violations of the laws which had been 
committed within the county, and requiring the 
whole assembly to give every assistance in tlieir 
power for the discovery of all offences and offend- 
ers. The jury was then informed, tiiat if they knew 
of any suspected persons, they were bound instantly 
to cause them to be apprehended, if they could be 
found, if not, to convey their names to the justices 
in a schedule privately: that Uiey miglit not escape 
but be terured. The jury* then proceeded ta en- 
quire into all the matters contained in tlie charge and 
articles of inquiry, and presented ali whom they 
judged to be offenders upon their own knowledge 
or upon evidence. The accused was then put to 
plead, and ifhe denied the charge after hearing him 
and his witnesses, it was recommitted to the jury, 
who were desired by the justices to reconsider their 
j accusation, and upon a review of the subject and of 
all tliat was connected wiUi it, to say by a free de- 
claration, of verdict, whether in fact he was guilty, 
or not guilty, and according to their veidict, he 
was acquitted or condemned. 

The danger of submitting to the same pgrsoas, 
the power of accusing and the power of abiding 
upon the validity of their own accusation, heing 
soon particularly illustrated, suggested not only 
the expediency but the necessity of a second dis- 
tinct and independent jury, and from hence, (to tlie 
exclusion of all the pt*eceding modes of trial) arose 
the petty jury or juiy of trial in criminal cases.*-> 
In contradisiinction to the grand jury or juiy of 
accusation, the title of the petit or amaller jury, 
which in imitation of the canonical purgation to 
which it succeeded, was composedof twelve persons 
and the title of the grand or greater jury, which 
though afterwards reduced to twenty-three, was 
then a very numerous body, being derived from tlie 
superiority of the cme, and the inferiority of the 
otlier, in point of numbm. 

In this brief summary, we can trace the princi- 
ples of the duty of grand jurors at this day in maiiy 
respects.

INDIAN TREATY— We undcratand that a treaty 
was signed at the foot of the Rapids of the Miami 
of l.*ke Firie, on the 29ih ull. by gov. Cass snd 
gen. M'.\rthur, commissioners appointed bv the 
pretldent of the Unlt«>d States, an<l the chirfs of 
the Wyandot, Dclawarf, Sluwanoes, Seneca, Ottp. 
way, Chippewa and Polowi'amy tribes of Indians; 
by which these tribes have ceded to the United 
States all the lands whirh they claimed within the 
limits of the state of Ohio 

It is underatood that the Indians now residing 
on the celled lands will not re.Tiovc from them, but 
will remain and be subject, consequcnllv, to the 
laws if the state of Olilo, and those of the United 
Si.ites They have reserved to themselves within 
the ceded terrilorv a number of separate tracts of 
land, amounting altogether to about three hundred 
thousand acres, which is to beheld by them in fee* 
simple, under a patent from Ute president of the 
United States, and subject to be alienated with bis 
.;pprob«tion, hut to be exempted from taxation, so 
long as it remains Indian property. 

7'his treaty, whether consider^ in its fiscal, po- 
litical, or moral effects, may be considered as one 
of the most imporunt which has ever been entered 
into with tmr red brethren. The quantity of land 
acquired is between seven and elglit mlllionf of 
acres, equal in quality and''siluatiun to any other 
tract of land, of similar extent, in the United 
States, and which will, fron; the facility afforded 
to emigrants from the New EngUnd states, and 
that uf New-York, by means rif the lake naviga* 
tion, be settled with un unexampled rapidity, and 
will bind togetiier and sirc^^rthen the whole extent 
of our north-west frontier, in such a manner as to 
make the acquisition, in a military point of view, 
invaluable.

The princip.-vl of the mitcrialsare clay and flint. 
The formor is of a grayish blue colour, and contains 
pyrites or sulphur and iron chemically combined, 
the presence of which impairs tlie colour of tbe 
ware.

Uy frequent repetition of calci- 
nation and refrigeration, whiteness and friability en- 
sue. 1< is then ground to p>)wder finer than super 
flne flour, so (lerfectly imp.vlpablc that it will re- 
main many hours sunpended in water, it is then 
subjected to apurifleation toextract tlie small por 
tion of oxide of iron it usually conttdns. 

It Ih then mixed by measure with the purified 11 
quid rlay»botb of a fixed specific grmvi y, and the 
mixture poured into vats, the solids m time sub- 
ride— tbe water is run off— the residunni furUicr 
expnaed to the solar beat, until the remainJi^ wa- 
ter has evaporated to suit it for farming into tlie 
i*rquircd vessels.— This is performed on wheels of 
horizontal and vertical movements— Iiandles and 
tfpouts. Sec. are subacqaeutly affixed— the ve&ial.s 
arc perfec’-ly dried, and placed ia cylindrical pots, 
these arc placed in cohimns in an oven or kiln, am> 
exposed to %hcat of 80* degrees of Wedgwood’s 



When the kiln Is cold tbe ware with- 
Idrawn, and e*ch piece separately immersed in iJie 
lintended gUze. This is prepared principslly oT 
oxide of lead and powdered flii.t — and all colours 
arc imparted to it by the. addiii >n of meUlic ox- 
ides — of zinc for straw yellow, of cobalt for blue, <S 
iron for red, of chromate for green (this is pccp4r- 
ed from the Balliuiore chromate of iron) the co.'n - 
ponent parts of the glaze are diffused in asnttici- 
eacy of water to render the wliole ofthc consisten- 
cy of cream— the Ware in being dipped therein ab- 
sorbs a portion, leaving the solid parts on its sur- 
face. 

A second firing in another kiln under a heat of 
about 10 degrees, Wed;'wood— causes tliegUze tu 
pass into a state of perfect viirifactiou. The orna- 
mental painting is perrurmed with various!} colour- 
ed glasses, ground to an impalpable pouderand 
mixed with essential oUs — these are meitcsl on the 
ware in an enamel kilo, by a beat at which the 
gUz^ softens. 

Thus is the hitherto opinion that wc must re- 
main dependent on Kuropcans for white crockery, 
because of the supposed deficiency of !.uitable ma- 
terials and talent to imitate theirs, prored errone- 
ous, by the present application of native materials 
wrought by the enterprise and u.duatry of a native 
citizen. 



Steam Navigation. 

The daily increasing importance of steam navlg^ 
tion, and the mighty cons' queuces that arc de- 
pendent upon it, renders its safety a common 
concern of the civilized world. 

Several incidents that have lately occurred in thft 
United States shews us the possibility of con- 
structing boilers that **canns)t be exploded by 
the elastic power of steam, to any dangeroua 
degree;” and we are happy in prcscttting the fol- 
lowing to our readers, in proof of tJiis uiost in- 
teresting proposition, of Mr Oliver Kvtm*. 
mow THR acaoBA. 

Explosion or (more properly) } ielding of the boiU 
er ill the steam boat on the lidaware. 

This occurred on the 16th in&t October, in pas- 
sing from Bordentown to Hhiladelphix The en- 
gineer discovered it at Bristol, twenty miles from 
tue city, and it was with difficulty that he kept the 
boat ill motion. *l1te passengers however d^ not 
discover it at all, but only observed that the boat 
bad lost its speed. It proved that a sheet had been 
brittle and cracked in the binding in constructing 
‘he boiler, and that bein^ the tpe^iheit part, had 
rpened a small aperture by tbe equal pressure of 
the steam, so as to let out the power; the w'ateror 
steam, extinguishing or checking in some degree 
the fire, reducing the power of the engine and 
speed of the boat. This is one of the many instances 
confirming the declarations of the inventor hereto- 
fore publbbed, viz. ‘’I'iiat he has discovered the 
fbrm and mode of constructing his boilers, that 
they cannoi be exfdodt'd to any dangerous degree 
by the eUiHic power ^ eteam; but can only be made 
to yield to the irresistible and equal pressure, a 
small aperture in the weukeu party from which the 
stream of water issuing will not scaUt at the dis- 
tance of three or lour feet. It being a most cu«- 
rious fact, demonstrable and as certained bv ac- 
tual experiment, and demonstrated by the oilficers 
of the mint of the United States, viz. That tbe 
greater pressure and hotter the water in tlie 
boiler, the less will be Us heat, at the distance of

Is this scheme then practicable? — this seems to 
be one qtteation: Another is, will it. if adopted and 
persevered in, answer the purposes designed by its 
advocates? 

i have heard much conversation upon the subject 
of establishing this colony, since the project was 
first mentioned in public: but until I read your re- 
marks in the Register of the 4ih Oct. 1 never beard 
the idea of expcttia advanced as an objection to the 
measure. Kiiber the people generally must have 
had very mistaken impressions upon this subject} 
nr ihe calculations which you have copied from the 
Gazette mtiat be extravagantly wild indeed. It is 
really a frightful picture of expense, which has 
here been presented to the people with a few strokes 
of the pen. And if the esilinate be true, even after 
^‘(leductin^ from it fifty per centum** he would be 
a madman who would attempt to urge the scheme 
an inch further. I have my doubts, however, if a 
deduction of mnefy and nine per centum from this 
calculation would reduce the sum bcf$ie what actu- 
al experience may hereafter shew to be the truth. 

It would be superfluous to advert to ancient 
times, fur examples of the expense incurred by 
planting and supporting c-donies; orratlier by pro 
li'chny them: for if culouiet are judiciously settled, 
they will very .soon be more than able to support 
and protect themselves. Ths chief care which 
mother countries have generally had over colonies, 
has b^n to cripple them in their resources, by way 
. of keeping them in a condition lobe peaceably 
^ruvei-ned. When large naval and miUtar)’ forces 
have been kept up in colouies for the purpose of 
Ueeping them in servile subjection,tlien indeed may 
tliey have been unprofitable bargains. 

Colonies have been established or acquired in 
America, at diflerent times by England, France, 
Spain, and Portugal. Amongst innumerable other 
examples, these may be sufficient. 

Enghnd lost notliing by her colonies here, until 
she began to mahe w'nr upon, in order to oppress 
them. As consumers of her surplus manufactures, 
taken upon her own terms, she in fact drew a large 
annual revenue from her possessions here. France 
lost noUting by hers so long as she was allowed to 
hold peaceable possession: so valu;ible on the con. 
irary did she consider them, that, from the d»y 
s].c lost them to the present hour, she seems never 
heartily to have forgiven England for having wrest- 
ed the most important of them from her hands. 
And has Englaml ever evinced a wisli to yield her 
possessions in Nova-ScoUa and tlie Canadas, as a 
too troublesome or expensive bargain? Have we 
ever heard it ofiiciaUy said that luiose provinces 
were not a real and substantial benefit to the crown 
of England.^ It is not long rince France received 
from me U. Statea fifteen millions of dollars in ex- 
change for her right of sovereignty over the soU 
and peopled LouUiana^could this, then, whidi 
was nothing more or less than k colony, and one to 
which the emperor of the French had but a doubt- 
fUl title, be considered as a useless, as a (rouble- 
}|ome or an expensive appendage to that govern- 
nicht’ I presume^ oh the contrary, that if Fra^e 



htid not at the moment been pre«i.sed for money, 
joined to a perfect umlerslanding upon her part 
tliat she could not, by force, long liold it in posses- 
sion, fotir times the turn would have failed to make 
tire purchase. ^Vhat are the advantages of the 
Portuguese co'onits in South America, to Uiai go- 
vernment? ThU 1 cannot exactly tell; but think it 
fair to presume, from the king and court having 
left ancient Portugal, and settled down in those pro- 
vinces, that they were eslimated as being more va- 
luable than her possessions la Europe. 

And Spain — has she not in fact e.iittfd upon the 
wealth of bar South American colonies, for at least 
the last half century? and does it not at this nio- 
ment seem as if sbe would willingly coiUt all Sa-. 
rope in her nrmamenta, in order that she may retain 
these possessions? So immesisely important are thfe 
Spaniah settlements in America to that govemrerat^ 
that a prediction might safely be ventured, in the 
event of her losing them, as she most assuredly 
will, that with them will the Spanish monarchy ex- 
pire. 

Hive we in truth ever heard it said, even where 
territory had been wrested by force of arms, and 
the natives subjugated or exterminated by tedious 
and bloody wars, that the settlement and protec- 
tion, whilst in infancy, of colonies, has been to no- 
tions an unprofitable business? I repeat it, and I 
think, upon the authority of all history, ancient as 
well as modem, that when the expense of tlua nf- 
fair has exceeded its profits, it has been by the 
maintainance of a naval and military force, not for 
tlie ti'otection oflbeae settlements, but to keep them 
in Moject euhjecticn. 

The editor of the Gazette founds his calculations, 
with which you have acquiesced, upon a suppositloa 
that 15,000 negroes W'ill be transported to the co- 
lony the first, and a like number every stibseqaetit 
year, and that the expense of this transportation, aa 
well as tiidr subsequent maintainance, will come, 
ad irfinitumt from the public purse. Here, 1 take 
it, is the ground of the error. It cannot be admit- 
ted, 1 tliink, as in any degree probable, that ISJH09 
of these people could be had, willing to venture this 
experiment at once; and if four time* that number 
should, as they probably would, emigrate annually 
to the settlement, after it had become completely es- 
tablish^, and in a flourishing condition, neither 
their passage, or maintainance would bedemuided 
f-om the government. Those for whom the colo- 
ny was intended would, as soon as its situation and 
the design of its establishment came fully to be an- 
derstoou by them, make their way to and find ibev 
support in it, as the poor and oppressed petals of 
Europe now do to tlie Upited States. It does not 
require that mankind should be forced, as to a pri- 
son, from misery and oppression, to happiness and 
1 berty- Let tliein but /er/ their wretchedness, and 
tee the land in which they can find relief, and the 
passage is made sure. There are no diffieulties too 
great fur man \o surmount, in pursuit of his happi- 
ness; and the more he is prened upoc, the greater 
will be the rrncMou, when he finds an opporUtaity of 
throwing off tite burden. If 1000 n^rces caa be 
found disposed to go to this colony the first year, it 
will be as many as could either be expected, or wish- 
ed for.

Interesting Transaction. 

If the following narrauve, of an occurrence which 
has already excited considerable sensation, be 
coQsidered as more diffuse than necessary, we 
can only aay that the novelty of the case, and 
the importance of the precedent, required that 
ho circumstance in regud to it should be lost.

The investigation of the 
pme having terminated, we now deem it proper 
to give publicity to the facts, in order to satisfy 



the curiosity of the inquisitive, and to prevent the 
circulation of misrepresentations. 

While the Beaver Uy in this port, an individual, 
who bad resided a lengUi of time in this city, waa 
induced to go on lH>ard for the purpose of -celling 
tobacco to the crew.

'I’his is admitting what 1 believe is very 
far from tiie fact-^ut it is no matten for 1 
shall very clearly shew that the rise of popula- 
tion in the UniU?d iStates, thougli orif^tnating 
in emigration, was ve' V little assisted by it; 
ami tliat, while Die mother country never felt 
a loss of the persons tliat emigrateil, the coun* 
try emigrated to soon became insm^le .to any 
^ain la them. The extraot dinary and unprece- 
dented increase of people in thU country nas its 
cause in the absence of those tens of tliousamU 
of checks of pofruiation that have alwavs ex- 
isted, and forever must belong to, thickfy set- 
tled kingdoms and states: and of which we also 
iliall partake as the means of heuLthif suhsis- 
hnve become morcdifficult tooblain. out those 
checks will not extensively operate here, ex- 
cept by famine, }>estilence or war, until our 
rid) waste lands are occupied. 

The following calculations have been made 
to shew the power of emigration on the coun- 
tries from whence emigrants came to the U. 
States; fur on tiuit depends the real merits of 
the colonization scheme. The amount ofemi> 
grants is tliat which I suppose to have been our 
ttbsoliite gain fey emigration; we also, hann^ 
lost many inliabitants. The ‘‘mother country,” 
alone, by man-siealing and seduction, aiul by 
the connivance or cuiitrh’ance of those who 
ought to have protected them, together with 
tlie wandering disposition that belongs to sea- 
men and otlicrs, has taken from us at least 
404KM) men^ witliin twenty years past; and 
Americana arc to be found every where.

A. Wiab, eaq. a lieutenant in the navy. 

Sept 16, 1817, 9 o*ctoclc, M. 
The court met agreeably to adjounimcui, the 
president, members and acting judge advocate all 
nresent, capt. Dexter having delivered and read liis 
defence, the court pronounced the following sen 
tence- 

The court, after maturely deliberating on the 
testimony in support of Uie charges and specifica- 
tions of charges preferred against D. S. Dexter, 
Busier commandant, U. States Navy, by Heul. 
Wish, unanimously acquit him, in a full and honora- 
ble manner} it not appearing to said court that any 
censure ahould attach to his conduct as command- 



Had it been known to the President that the 
erecting of buildings on the main land ceded to the 
United States, adjoining the battery at New-York, 
was contrary to the wishes of the corporation of 
that city, he would not bare authorised the crecthm 
of them, and he deeply regrets that he was not ap- 
prized of the fact before the corporation undertook 
to direct their street commissioner to perform an 
act incompatible, as he thinks, with the cession of 
soil made by the corporation of New York, and 
that of jurisdiction made by the slate to the Unit- 
ed States. 

Whether the United States have or have not a 
right to erect buildings of the dtscriplion con- 
templated by the commanding general, on the 
ground ccdc<l to them by the corporation of New 
York, is a (juestion on which, as you justly observe^ 
the judicial authority is, pcritaps, alone competent 
to decide. Until such decision, the President deems 
it improper to perform any act which may be consi- 
dered a relinquishment of the right. With this 
reservation, be does not hesitate, in a spirit of ac- 
commodation, to yield to the wishes of the corpora- 
tion and the citizens of New York. I have tbu 
pleasure, therefore, to inform you that orders have 
been given to prevent Ute erection of Uic buildings 
in question, and to remove the materials.

The gentlemAn who has been poIHe enough to 
hand to us for publication the exponition of presi- 
dent Pueyrredon, prefaces it wiUi the following re- 
marks: 

**PuzTaiBDoir has been much praised and con- 
demned by some among u$. The public mind hat 
been illy informed, either as to his individual cha- 
racter, or that of the government, at the head of 
which he has been placed. Much, however, may 
be feirly deduced from this address. It shews that 
the government has as accomplished men and as 
fine talents at its command, as tliat of any other 
civilized nation on earth. It shows w hit prodigious 
difficulties tlic new government has bad to sur- 
mount, and with what variety of factions and vio- 
lence it has been opposed. It gives us to under- 
stand, that equality and ease of taxation; that pub- 
lic credit that the dissemination of information, by 
the establishment of public colleges and scbooli; 
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that *.he traninf; the militu and trmin^ the people; 
and, what is carknis, that the enthusiasm of liberty 
has risen to such n pitch, Ifcey hare, like the Konuna 
after Uie battle of Cannx, even enlisted and armed 
tl-.eir slaves. Ii short, it altoj^ether evinces, that 
all tbejp'eat principles of liberty are already tmder- 
stood by the people, and engrafted into the govern* 
ment. 

*^But it is not among the least curious facta of 
t!kis interesting paper, to observe, that Pueyrredon, 
that base tyrant, as he has been called by some 
among us, complains very seriously of the severe 
and unmerited strictures of tlie press upon his con- 
duct. This is a proof of the existence of liberty; 
for real tyrants never stoop to complain, where i* 
is perfectly in their power to subdue and punish. 
There was no act of Puryrredon’s which, perhaps, 
has been more Imprudent or cruel, cw one whtch 
has so extensively and materially injurllbhim in the 
estimation of the world, and of this oountry in par- 
ticular, as that of hiscau-sing cerUinof hU oountiy'* 
men to be transported to the United States. The 
act, in itself, shews clearly, that be dared not inHict 
upon them a more severe punishment; but, by send- 
ing them here, he placed it in their power to make 
knoum their WTongs and injuries tothe w’hole world, 
with every circumstance of aggravation and high 
colouring, which a deep sense of ittjury and Injus- 
tice would naturally inspire. The general circula- 
tion of their story has hsd a manifest tendency to 
Injure lliat very cause of liberty, in which they have 
been so xealoualy engaged, and have suffered so 
much. The relation of their story has induced 
many, who were too indilent to reflect or inquire, 
to take up an opinion, that nothing like liberty, in 
fact, did, or perhaps could, exist m their country; 
and has put into the mouth of the sly enemies of 
the rights of man an argument against the patriot 
cause, wliich they were so anxiotis to procure That 
those persons have been treated injudiciously, we 
think there can be no doubt with any one; and we 
also, for ourselves, feel equally confident in the be- 
lief, that they have been treated with great injus- 
tice tnd harstmess and even cruelty. But partial 
evil, human frailty, or individual error, should not 
be suffered to warp or to prejudice our feelings and 
our judgments, in contemplating the rights and 
liberties of a whole nation. 

' “It is with infinite regret that we have noticed in 
some newspapers an intimation, that great commer- 
cial advantages arc to be demanded and may be ob- 
tained from the new government of our continent,' 
as tlie price of the recognition of tliem by thisi 
republic. %Vhat, Americans barter fur liberty! 
't'rade, strike, a bargain, and adjust the price at 
which they will acknowledge the justice of the 
cause of those who are struggling to disenthral 
themselves from the chains of despotism, and are 
endeavoring to obtain a freedom similar to that 
■which they enjoy! It would be disgraceful! No, we 
fee! confident that no such traffic will be set on< 
-ihol; it Is lUerly incompatible with the honor andj 
the dignity of our country; of which, there is no 
man who entertains a more just and elevated sense, 
than the present chief iqagistrate of this lutioQ.”

Our navy hxi been foatered in all it^ branches; 
the icarchy of metna under which we labored un- 
til now hae not prerented us from undertaking very 
considerable operations, with respect to the nation- 
ad veaselsi all of them have been repaired, and 
others hare been purchased and armed, for the de- 
fiance of oitr coasts and riversi provisions have 
been made, should necessity req^iire it, for arming 
many more, so that the enemy will not ftnd himself 
•eetire from our reprisal even upon the ocean. 

Our military force, at every point which it occu- 
pies, seems to be animated by the same spirit: iu 
tactics are uniform, and liave undergone a rapid im- 

S rovement from tlie science and experience which 
has borrowed from warlike nations. Our arsenals 
have been replenished wiUi arms, and a sufficient 
store of onuum and murutions of war has been pro- 
vided to maintain the contest for many years; and 
this, after having supplied articles of every descrip- 
tion to those districts which have not as yet come 
into the union, but wlioae connectioa with ua has 
been only intercepted by reason of our past misfor- 
tunes. 

O'lr legions daily receive considerable iurgmen- 
taliuAs from new levies; all (uir preparations have 
been nude, as tbouglt tve were about to enter upon 
the contest anew. Until now, tlie vastness of our 
resoftrcea were unknown to u% and our enemies may 
contemplate, with deep mortification and despair, 
the present ftouriahing state of those provinces af- 
ter so many devastations. 

Tlte office of ntajor general has been re-establish- 
ed, for the purpose of giving an uniform clireciion to 
our armtea, in order to fvsier the militia in all its 
details, and to regulate the system of oiilitar}* eco 
Bomy. TUe general officess, and tliose of a lower 
grade, occupied in tliose duties, will lighten the la- 
»oru the government, at the same time rendering 
more pnetieal tl»e progress and improvement of 
wifich the military force is susceptible, tlius forming 
by degrees a body of expert soldiery, who will at 
•lice be an honor to their country, a:id serve as iu 
fo'mest pillars in omes of danger. 

Whilst tims occupied in providing fur our safety 
witliin, and preparing for asaaulU from without, 
Other objects of soiul intereat have not hem nc- 
gleeted, and wfiidi hitherto srere thought to op- 
pose msarmoontable obstacles. 

Our system of finsnee had hitherto been on a foot- 
ing entirely iiisdeijale to the unfailing supply of our 
wants, and still more to the liquidation of the im- 
mense debt which Itad been contracted in former 
years. An unreiullted upplicatitMi to this object 
has enabled me to create the means of satisfying the 
creditors of the state, who ha.l already abatidtinetl 
their debu as lost, as well as to devise a liaed mode, 
by which the Uxes may be made to fall equally and 
indirectly, on the whole mass of our populatton; it 
is not the least merit of this operation, that it hat 
been effected in despite of the writings by which it 
was atucked and which are but little creditable to 
the intelligence and good inteotuma of their authors 
~The res^t has been, that tlieir now circulates in 
the hands of the cspitaliata a sum equivalent in iu 
value to one miUton of dollars, which wsa deficient 
before the adoption of the measures by which it was 
produced. To the same measures are we indebted 
for the receipt of two hundred and sixty eiglit thou- 
sand dollars in the treasury of the custom house, 
in the short time which lias elapsed since my de- 
cree of the 29Ui of Marcia At no other .period 
have the public exigencies been so punctually sup- 
plied, nor have more important works been tmder- 
.ikei* 



The people, moreover, have been relieved fVsn 
many burdens, which, being partial or omifo- 
ed to narticular classes, bad occasioned vexa- 
tion ana dis^st. Other vexations, scarcely less 
grievous, will by degrees be idso suppressed, avoid- 
ing ss far as possible a recurrence to loans, wbidt 
have drawn arler them the most faul consequences 
to sUtes. Should we, however, be compellra to re- 
sort to such expedienU, the lenders will not see 
themselves in danger of losing their advances. To 
shew these practical results is to make the best re- 
ply to censure; if it be the intention to do justice 
to the zeal and intelli^nce of public officers, the 
inconveniences and difficulties must be weighed 
with tlie good that has been effected. It u an 
idle vanity to seek for perfection in the hibort of 
men. 

One of the mischa attendant on the administra- 
tion of the national treasury, was the existence of 
many superfluous officer; willi respect to tliis, the 
proper reformations have been made, especiaify in 
respect to the armories and public works. The at. 
teution of the government is cunltnually alive in 
this branch ofiudutieN,andit is not whitoiit hopes 
of being able to sec abundance restored, even in 
'tlie miast of the unceasing attention required' hy 
war, and of the many undertakings that Save be«t 
set on fool for the advancement of the general pros- 
prriiy. 

Such has been the extension of our southern Ann- 
tier, over plains and deserts well adapted to the 
formation of wealthy seUlemeiils; a project, whose 
accomplisiiment was not wiihiii Uicre;«ch of fbrmer 
governments, in spile of repealed attempts to sub- 
due obstacies which the present administration lift 
had the good forlvmc to sunin/rmt. The tinforto- 
iiate inlial.itaiUs of o tr plains have not only been 
gratuitously supplied with suitable lands, on which 
to fix their habitations, but have been furnlahed 
W'ith the means of cultivating them to advant^je. 

Such has been the re-establishment ofthecollego 
heretofore named San CaHos, but hereafter to oe 
'called t’lC Uman of the Soutii, as a point designat- 
cfl for the dissemination of leaning to the you^ 
of everj' part of the state, on the most extensive 
scale; for the attainment of which object the goven^ 
ment is at the prebsnt moment engaged in putting 
in practice every possible diligence. It w^l not bc 
tong before these nurseries will flourishj, in which 
the liberal and exact sciences will be cultivated, in 
which the hearts of llmHC young mai will be form- 
ed, who are destined at some future day to add aew 
spleiuliH* to our couutry. 

Such has heen the establishment of a military de- 
pot on our frontier, with its capacious magazine, a 
necessary measure lo guard ua from future dangers, 
a work which does more honor to the prudent fore- 
sight of our country, at it was undertaken ia the 
moment of its proa|)erous fortunes; a measure wbiob 
must give more occasion for ri fieetion to ourene^ 
miea, than they can impose upon ua by their boast* 

ing*. 

This exposition b not made with a view to eohanoe 
die value of Uiose services of which our oountiy Imus 
a right lo demand as a debt, but to offer an irrefrs- 
gible proof to the people, that prudence and cir- 
cumspection are the virtues which arc required to 
secure the fruits of their heroic efforts. For the 
rest, reiecting minds, calculating the labors of the 
government by the immeoso disparity between the 
present state of our affairs, and what they were fif- 
teen months ago, wilt do justice to the ze4 which 
hat effected changes so important. They will no leM; 
give credit for many other acty, of x 
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ilmdy lo^ehuivie^ the.BlfflcuUies w}\ich embarras- 
sed ipc» U respect u> cur exterior relations, and, 
if 1 ba4 .oppoa^ less Ermneas in reslstui^ the vio- 
lence of party, a breach with the neighboring lutlon 
would b(e the inerluble consequence. The course 
pursued by me, in tills partlciiUr, leaveu unimpaired 
our right to the invaded territory, convinced that 
pacific measures, so long as the honor of the coun- 
try requires no other, u ill be productive of more sa- 
lutary cHects. than s resort to violence, witliout ne- 
cessity. 

A period there has been, you well remember, fel- 
low-citizens, in which the provinces were tlireateo- 
ed i^th seeing the nascent order and tranquili- 
ty st^verted under pretexts of tlie most.injurious 
suspicions against the constituted authorities. It 
was that period which ocoasioned more iroublo to 
ay mind, than any other during my administration, 
i will cheerEilly renounce my claims to tlie public 
gratitude, for the sleepless nights spent in watching 
over its safety, if it will appreciate the sacriEce I 
have made, tiie pain H has given to my heart, to 
have bem compelled to adopt the rude and violent 
oeatures. which at that^crlsis saved the state from 
ruin. But the necessity *and justice of my proceed- 
iocs, and the happy consequences which have attend - 1 
eoUiem, leave me no room to repent. 

Under the same circumstances, my conduct sliall 
be Ihe same. 1 will extinguish all the natural feel* 
it^s of my heart, sooner than consent to the repe- 
tiitoanf scenes which weaken our power, and sink 
our/national glory to the lowest degradation. 

fellow citizens, we owe <mr unhsppy reveries 
sad calamities to the depraving system of our an- 
cient metropolis, which in condemning us to tlie 
obscurit)’ and opprvibiuin of the must degraded ties 
tiny, lias sown with Uxirns the path tli.nt couduc'is 
us to liberty. TcH that metropolis that even she 
may glory in your works! Already have you cleared 
all the rocks, escaped every and conducted 

these provinces to the fiourishing condition in which 
we now beliold tliem. Let the enemits of your 
na me contemplate with despair the energies of your 
virtues, and let the nations acknowledge that you 
already appertain to their illustrious rank. Let us 
felicitate ourselves on the blessings we have alrea- 
dy obtained, and let us shew to the world that a e| 
have learned to proEt by tlie experi ence of qur past 
misfortunes.

East Florida. 

wBow T8B vsTionAa iwncLLioBncBm. 
it has fallen within our power to satisfy sofne ofj 
the queries proposed a few days s^ by a corres-j 
poodent in our cedumns. The subjoined article. on! 
East Florida, is from a source entitled to the high- 
est ctwdit, and as the reader will perceive, from its 
smadorned matter-of-fact ebaraetcr. was made witli- 
out any view to publication. Having lierived con- 
sidershle instruction from a pemssl of it ourselven, 
we obtained permission, from the friend to whom 
it was addressed, to make use of it for the infor- 
mation of die public. 

The partacuters of the slate of East Florida, thus 
obtamedy-are the most acceptable at tliis OMiment, 
when arumor is abroad, and slated with aouoEdenec. 
almost amounting to cerUinty. that our govern 
mept has obtained, or has an ssouranceof obtaining, 
by nrgoeiati(si»a cession of that counti*)' from Spain 
Uoweter rcn<«onabl6 and probable it appears, tha« 
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Spa^i/diould be wUUng to dhreathierself of a terri- 
tory which is not only of no advantage, but an io- 
cunibrance to her; and however willing our govern- 
ment might be to obtain on reasonable terms this 
country, continually infested as it is by wandering 
tribes of runaways and outlaws, who. hold the neigh- 
boring country in terrror of thejr niEUn vmleDcez 
aud however certain it is that this country must, at 
no distant day, enure to the United Ststes— ve are 
pretty conEdent the rumor we liave alluded to ta 
premature; and. so far from any treaty or compact 
having been conelurtcd for the cession of that coun- 
try by Spam to tbe United States, we are under thi 
impression that no official communications have pas- 
sed between the two governments on the subject. 

Memorttnda on lAe gffrapky, ft^pulutUn, Uc, Eatt 
Florida. 

With two exceptions, viz. Suarez and Fernandez, 
who have Ameriean wives and Eimilies, speaking 
English entirely, ail tbe other inhabitants of East 
Florida, who live in that portion of country ai« 
tuated between the waters of the river St. Maiy*s 
and St. Johns, within forty miles of the sea, are 
.\merieans, with a small mixture of British, or 
French, or German; but all domicUiated citizens of 
the United States. Beyond that extent thecoontry 
is either vacant, or occupied by hunting pat^es of 
Indians, without seulemret on the Atlantic sidej 
chiefly Alaehatiays under Bowlegs, who now reside 
near the mouth nfSawsnee alias Son Juan, on tbe 
bay of Aptlsche: and, leather with runaway and 
plundered negroes, exteno along the sea shore sjoH 
islands down southerly as far ss Tampa bav. 

.\fter passing the aforesatd settlement on the wa- 
ters of St. Johnt. few inhabitants ire found except- 
ingtbose immeflistely round Augustine, which they 
consider as their residence. They are poor peo« 
pie, chiefly Minoreissis or originals'from the Balea- 
ric lales, and supply Augustine market with vegeta- 
bles. IHsaing on tlie southward of Augustine, you 
End several inhabitants and some negroes about 
Matanzas, but only one cotton plantationi this 'is 
20 miles south. 

At Mosquito, which is 60 miles south, yon End 
four or five cotton plantations, and a good many 
negroes. Two or three more settlements, of little 
consequence, are about cape Florida. All these 
soulhem settlements are eliiefly from ProvideiSSl^ 
Bahamas; but. being exposed to various depi^da- 
' tions and uncertainties, the>-, as well as all the inha- 
bitants of Augustine, two thirds of whom, at well 
as Fernandez, have F.ngiith for their mother tongue, 
eagerly desiring, and would make any aaerifiee to 
obtain, security and a protective gov e r n ment. 

'rhe number of white families dwelling between 
tbe waters of St.Mary*s and St. John's, may be some- 
where about one hundred and ^y, mustering aome- 
wherc about three hundred and sixty militia, divid- 
ed into three districts, each df whicli has a captain 
and lieutenant, fcc. elected by the people of their 
respective districts, together with a judge or jus- 
tice of the peace, who tries all rauaes by an 
arbitration or jury of twelve men. 1 hey have the 
power of punishing in minor cases; but, ’when they 
com ict capitally, the prisoner, together with the 
proceedings, are remitted to St. Augustine, for ap- 
probation and execution. No military commander 
or other servant of tbe government, has power to 
arrest any inhabitant beyomt the lines of his garri- 
son, who must be proaccuted and tried by tbe au- 
tboritirs of his own district. 

Tlie inhahitanta are not bound to do nr.y militari- 
duty, to muster, nor tn p^y tax.’s: rmv observe onv 
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such repMUlioM e3icPT>t as tli»y make fop tL€tP 
own deffnce and Sf!f prc4erva»irn. 

The white populatio.» of Aa^atine it not tncltid* 
ed in the ahore, and mav eoosist of one thonaand: 
of vrhom one htindre<t and fifty may be able to bear 
arms. Add to this one hondreil and fifty whuere* 
gidar troops, and two hundred and fifty blaek or 
colored rcffHlars, besides fifty free colored militia. 

The inhabitants of Femandina, I mean freewhii^ 
people, may be about two hundred and fifty, of whom 
fifty may be able to bear arms. 

The white militia of Amelia, who do not nuiiter 
In any of the above districts, may be about fifteen 
men. The negro poptilaiion of the whole island of

All the inhabitants, even the Spaniards, are tired 
of living without a government, and of all others 
would prefer that of the United States, as past cir- 
cumstances plainly prove; among which may be no- 
ticed the snnuUaneuos effort of alt the people in 
1812 to annex the country to the United States, and 
also tlie active part they took to drive back tlie 
Knglish in 1814, at St. Msiry*s, where they had one 
man killed and oiiC wounded, and beat hack seven- 
teen hoalB filled with British troops. Under these 
circtimstances, they think themselves (as far as Is 
consistent with policy) entitled to tbe protection of 
the United States, so far as to keep them from 
being plundered or imposed upon hy any foreign 
banditti who may take advantage of their present 
helpless condition, until they can gather strength 
by increasing their population, which they are now 
eiKleavoring to accomplish by inviting emigrationi 
from the United States. To accomplUh this the 
umallesi indirect hint given to the commandant of 
the vessels or troops of the United Statea at St Ma* 
ry*s would suffice, by shewing any symptom of fa 
vor to their endeavors for self preservation. 

It now remains to shew what intrinsic value be- 
longs to tills territory, bordered on all aides by tlie' 
Atlantic, or intersected hy navigable waters, con 
necled with those of the United btateS. First, the 
timher, which far exceeils in quality any that grows 
northerly, consists of finrests of live oak, cedar, 
cypress and pine, all of inexhaustible extent. Sr 
cohdiy, may be mentioned the fertile lauds, which 
from (he cUmatc derive qualities not elsewhere to 
be found: amongst which are, a large tract near 
Augustine and St. John*s, called 12 Mile Swamp, 
containing 14, (XK) acres; another extending to Mos- 
quito, 6t> miles long; another between Bowleg’s and 
'i'ampa, 6u miles long, supposed to contain some 
hundred thousand acres. The whole interior above 
Alale'iawa, for several days ride, is excellent live 
oak and hickory bnd. I'lie interior of the CiMintn 
tMcxploretl by wbi^e people, but said to be fer 
tile an 1 hvaltliy, full of ple.tsaiit orange groves, and 
plentifully slocked witi wild cattle 

it has been observed that the inhabitants pay no 
inxes: by this is meant direct taxes. All foreign 
^oods an tving at Ameua or .\ugustine pay duties, 
(agricultural inMchines or impiemeiils of husbandry 
i-xctpied) llu , as there is no custom house o* 
Spanuii p«>st on the Main, tvhich has free conamuni 
Cation with the United States, b> means of (he Wa. 
tCiA and cliaimcls of bl. Mary’s river, these inhabi-

The town of Fernnndina is siiualed on a peninso- 
laor neck of land, the naTTOwesl part of whidimay 
be alKiiit two hundred and fifty yards, drfiendeil by 
a strong picket and Iivd block houses, wHicti enclose 
the whole town. : 

On tbe side next tlie harbor, is a fort weU picket- 
ed, mounting 8 guns, which commands the .<awebor» 
age, and reach as far as the middle line of Ute vs- 
tera or houutUrv of the United 8’ates.M;i‘*»o %•.. 

As the tohabitinls ire iftutd u» indulge .loo sta- 
guine expeclRtions of coming i’nmediaidynJndrr 
the govemmen’ of the Uni’nl Stales, they cofnidef 
it the wisest plan (o increttse dtemdnb^nf aihabi- 
tants by all possible mea:is, so as *o protect i hem- 
selves by their own force, and oonfirm their rde- 
pendence; which, by lowering the value of the pro- 
vince as a Spanish colony, would iniuce that natiM 
to part with it on easier terms.

few days on the coast, had only purdiaseil ten slaTes, , 
for which the master gave 9a rolls of tobacco, eadi 
roll worth in Uie Uraeila 2900 mill-reas, about 13i- 
■tsrking»m«king the coat of each slave lo the Par. 
tugttese merchant 51. lUsi for whidi he would re- 
ceive 4U0 dollars. These facts will sliew, Uiat wi- 
ther mountains, rivers, or deserts, wUl prmre kar- 
tiers to the slave trade, as the bl.ick chiefc will 
bring their alaves from every CTlremity of Africs, 
as long as there is a nation that will affbrl tlieei a 
slave market; and these circumstances witi, I pre* 
sume, clearly shew, that the ]iarual abolition of 
the slave trade is of little nr no benefit: but tbst, 
on the contrary, the a relchedness of the natives is 
frequently ifiet*eased by i'; and I am eonvinced, 
that the only means of promoting tlie happiness 
and civilisation of Africa, will he to annihilaie the 
slave trade tn (ots— >fbr whilst titere » aneh a ftcUitjr 
in telling slaves, there w*ill be no incentive to is- 
dustry in that quarter of the world. 

I now beg le.ave to describe our settlements in 
this country, as I saw them. Sierra l..eone is under 
the immediate control of the colonial department. 

1 ahali only remark, that after nil the sums. of mo- 
ney which have been expended on its improvement, 
it ia still in a most deplorable state; great ebuses 
and roismar.agrmeata are said to have existed; and 
certainly, to judge from its present wretched con- 
dition, the reports appear to be too wdl fmimled. 

The present governor, col. M*Carthy, appenn a 
mild, l^eTolmt, good man; but from tlie small 
proportion which the European bears to the black 
population, hu efforts lowarda civtliaition can 
make but a slow progrees, n^ticularly when we 
consider tlie great emolument^hich the merchants 
derive from traile, which induces them to oppose.

a puMage of do leagues, more than 39 died, and 
as many mure appear^ irrecoverably gone; in the 
. mid^t of tho sick lay a putrid corpse, and such s 
horrid stench, tliat captain Fisher was apprehensive 
of a plague, and ^as obliged to take not only the 
crew, but 150 slaves on board the Bann, and make 
the best of his way to Sierra Leone. And these 
powers consider themselves so safe in the trade, 
and ai-e io such perfect goorl understanding with 
The Tuiive chiefs, that on the Uann’s capturing the 
Portuguese brig Temeroire, off Whydah, which 
vessel lud purchased 60d slaves, kiit had not time 
to load them, the cfiief assured the Portugrtese 
master, who ia on shore Uiere, that be wottld feed 
the alaves until another vessel could arrive for them, 
•iihts bringing him some tobacco as a remuneration: 



Leone, arises from Us being at such a distance 
direcil/to the windward of wlierethe slave vrsoels 
arc captured, wJdch is generally in the bi^it of 
Renin and Beaffra; the vessels are always crowded 
and sickly, and the mortality in making tlie posoage

Under these circumstances, I am of opinion that 
Sierra l.,eniie ia not so well calculated for forming a 
settlement for emancipated or captured negi^ocsas 
the gold coast, which possesses every advantage; 
it ia much more temperate, the aun is more obteur- 
ed, and of course has lets power, and I am emtsia 
must be much more healthy. From the bent infor- 
mation I could collect relative to the soil. It on 
the tea coast generally light, where a cotton crop 
would be most certain and profitable. At Uiw.dia* 
tonce of ten or twenty miles inland, it ia rich in the 
extreme, and would produce sugar cone, rice and 
indigo; coffee and vegetables of every kind are in 
abundance. 1 have been some yean in the West 
Indies, and tliough it was then in the rainy season, 
and of course the worst lime of the year, yet I de- 
clare it is neiiher so hot or unpleasant as the former; 
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US » proof of which, flll the oflk:er«iafl crew of thfl 
InconftUnt complhincd »f the increased heat on 
their arrival at Barbadoea. Ilurric^nca are not 
known in thu country, and the ttmiadoes (of which 
ao much is said) are not more vnlent than the hea* 
vy squalls in the West Indies, nor have 1 seen any 
so bad; there is also a fp>od safe anchors^ on 
every psrt of the coast. Onr settlemenN on this 
cnaJt are in a very bail cnnditL*.n, and the people 
residinj^ in them little better than prisoners to the 
neighboring chiefs, who, althonjfh ifiry receive pay 
from the company, consUler it in the fci|^ht of tribute, 
and make use of our forts and to awe their 
necessitmis nci^thnrs and subjects, towards whom 
they frequently use the most violent and oppressive 
conduct.

Ashantce country, the ’capital of which 1 beliert 
rnigld be reached in the course of ten days.— The 
Fort of Uxzeove has been useful on acconnt of tbe 
q’Usntity of timber growing in its neighborhood. 

At Snecondee there it a governor, but neither 
Fort nor soldiers; it is however a good place for 
trade. Cape Coast Castle U a fine building, strong 
towards the sea, but most improperly weak on the 
land side: added to nrhich, the tosm has been allow- 
ed to approach within a very short distance of the 
Castle.— All the liouses have thick mud walla, which 
are impervious to musketry, and wo*.tld aHbrd shel- 
ter to thousands: but the filth which is allowed to 
•ecumulatr in tl)e streets is sufficient to bring a 
plague. Neither tbe country or the manners of the 
people have been improTed since ii has been iu our 
possession; tJiis f imagine is chiefiy owing to the 
want of proper authority; and there ia no doubt of 
their acquiring the qualifications necetsary to form 
good characters, if proper means were adopted 
tow'arda them. Tbe natives are at present under 
no law's but their own, nor have we the means of 
brioging a mm to justice, even fur murder; t);ey 
are tolt^bly bo.iest towards each other, but consi- 
der themselves fully authorised to plunder white 
men, having lo dread of punishment. 

To increase our trade with Africa, enlarge the 
knowledge of die natives, and promote their indus- 
try, a fVee iniercou'*te with tlie interior ia absolutely 
necessai'y — imt above all, a government must be 
established there, that will secure such property as 
may be acquired by exertion: without which, in my 
opinion, Africa will remain for ever in the aame bar- 
barous and unoivilisrd slate. 

The people of the coast, called Fantecs, have 
done every thing ia their power to prevent the 
Ashantees, natives of the interior, from having any 
communication with it, as by excluding them Irurn 
trade, they act as brokers between the .\shantre 
and llie Kui'opean merchant— they are a vile, aban- 
doned set of people, and rob boUi one and the 
other; and wlut is move extraordinary, we hsve 
countenanced them in it, although it ia both unjust 
to tlie Ashantees, and in direct opposition to our 
own commercial interests, 3S a free trade with the 
natives of the interior would be of great naliimai 
importance, and which (he king of the Astiauleea is 
nest anxious to catablith. 



AlBancea with the ekiefk, by residents in the 
principal towns, could easily be formed; a major 
whom I saw at Cape Coast Castle, Was on the 
point of proceeding to the capital of the A«h.sntees, 
when- the then governor general Torrane died, and 
this laudable undertaking was relinqoiahed. 

Their present religion has no tendency whatever 
to improve their morals, as they consider'the charms 
they purchase of tho Fentsmen, have sufficent vir- 
tue to keep them from the most serious evils, and 
as an absolution for any sms they may commit; and, 
f am sorry tossy, that the lierntious and immoral 
state in which many of the Knglish in this country 
live, not only tends to destroy ell respect for reli- 
gion in the natives, but must give them a contempt 
for the F-uroipean character in general. If we ex- 
cept the Danish eestle .Accra, there it not a place 
of worship on the whole coast; nnr do the Rnglish 
garrisons or settlers ever assemble to perform any 
religious ceremonies. The natives rniisl have a bad 
opinion also of our military character, from tJie 
specimen they have of our company's officers, who 
not only lose the character of soldiers for that of 
traders but frequently join the Fafitees in eheatiug 
the Ashantees, in consequence of tlte Utter not 
being acquainted with tlie Fantee language. 

The natives of the coast who live under one En- 
glish fort, frequently insult ihme living under ano- 
ther, and boast of the protection they receive from 
the very flag they inault, tUiui rendering our fiag 
fubservieotto a cruel and sanguinary Wki*fiirei and 
I must confess that 1 felt pain to know that tlie Bri- 
tish flag and uniform are every miiere dishonored in 
Africa. Whilst we were at Cape Coast Castle, 1 
saw several of the, Anhantee-s; they appeared shrewd, 
active and intelligent; not the least appearance of 
the common negro countenance, hut very much 
resembling the .Moors, and many of them wore tur- 
bans; two of them said the> had seen white men in 
the bark country, meaning, no doubt, the shores of 
the Mediterranean or Red Sea- and I havenodonbt, 
if tbe slave trade was aboliahed alu^ther, that 
the Africans on many parts of the coast might soon 
be induced to hire themselves on board our mer- 
cliant ships tmding there, and to and from the 
West Indies; and this would not only be the means 
of ctvibxing them, but be of great importance in a 
mercantile point of view, as the natives woutil he 
much more preferable in such a elimatc than Eu- 
ropean seamen, and their wages do not exceed 
four dollars per month; and aa a corroboration of 
U>ii statement, I had several men on board the Ii.- 
conaUnt during my stay on the coast, who, in a 
short time became as actitfe and uaefiU aa many of 
the seamen of tbe ship, and wished togo to tbe West 
Indies wiih US- 

I am strongly of opinion that aomelhing must be 
dune soon; our merchants were formerly supported 
by tho slave trade, wluch they carried on to a great 
extent, independent of their having at that time 
the whole of the gold and ivory trade in their own 
hands. 

Since the abolition, the war hat prevented eom- 
petium from foreign nations, but now the whole 
coast is inundated with French, llutdi, .American 
and other flags, and they are abundantly supplied 
with arms and powder, which enables them to un- 
deraeli our own merclianta, whose trade is folUng 
off rapidly— and the decline in the price of gold and 
ivury in Europe has also materially offected them

A1 
most a atrungcras I am amongst you, and surround 
ed by men so much more competent to the task 
my aticmpt to open the business of this meeting 
ctrlsinly iias that appearance.

Agriculture, manufactures and commerce, eip«» 
cially internal commerce, are in perfect barmoey— 
they mutually aid and support each other— MifdAw, 
they conatilute national prosperity. No one ef 
them can exiet alone— no ew, exclusive of the 
tliird, can permanently thrive. That natioo aloM 
which wisely fosters snd patronises them all,h}\m 
proportion, can continue eminently prosperous sad 
happy. No ux can be so grievous, as tbtt 
of policy which (however indirect and emiMAted 
>U operation) ultimately exhausts the sources of 
wealth— takes sway the motives for enterprue- 
and withers, even in the morning of its growth, the 
prosperity of the whole nation. We may aptly 
compare a nation to the human body, and arricol. 
ture, manufacuirea and commerce to thelhibf. 
n«c right hand may be in full health and the fcet 
strong, and for a while may vigorously perform all 
their functions; yet if even the left hand be diieu- 
ed, and the disease, tlirough improvidence or Rise 
judgment, be suffered to advance, tiie healthy limbs 
and the whole body may become infected— be m- 
du.illy robbed of strength, and sink prematureW 
into the grave. ■' 

In old and corrupt governments, political econo- 
my is a great mystery; and it is perliaps the inte- 
rest of those who mansge the machinery of state- 
craft, to keep it so, by involving it in a labyrinth 
of technical terms and intricate speculations; bat 
in a government like ours, founded in honesty, 
resting on the virtue, and having in view the hap- 
piness of a whole people, the science of polhidl 
wonomy is quite simple— “He who runs may read.** 
I hope we have amongii us but few of those political 
empirics who would endeavor to involve so simple 
a subject in ffreat myotert,, in order to aotomoA us 
poor tiattveo, and to acquire for themselves the re- 
putation of ^at otatetmen. 

It if freely granted that the farmers, thecultin- 
tors of the soil, eonstliuie the first, liie greatest 
and most valuable part of our population. If we 
rationally develope the best and surest means of 
i/iffir permanent prosperity, we shall have exhibit* 
ed a system of poli-.ical economy.

selves of, and improve, their own retovrcet) our Cur- 
mer will n.\9t (ittle ornotKng more than toe neces- 
sities of his own family require, except what he can 
sell to the merchant for exportation, which will be 
little (if any) other than wheat, heef, pork, ashes, 
lumber, flax-seed, tobacco, rice and cotton. More- 
over, we will allow our farmer all the advantages' 
of the grand canal, which will be immense, in the 
cheanness of conveyance to and from a distant mar- 
ket; but we will not allow him a continuance of the 
advantages which this country has enjoyed, for ma- 
ny years past, from the disturbed state of Europe, 
because the condition of that portion of the wocld ' 
has esaentially change<], and is still changing. We 
will suppose the village market supplies him with 
enough to repair accidental losses, wear and tear 
of his utensils, kc. and we cannot admit that it will 
do more, for it must be constantly kept in mind 
that the family we have taken is meant as an average 
of the whole agricultural class of tlie United States, 
and that where manufacturing is not supported vil- 
lagea are small and pour. 

The whole population of the United States is now 
about 9,1>),000 souls; and the classification of it 
which ia here presented, although not pretended 
to be matliematically cxuct, it it believed will be 
found sufflciently so, to elucidate fairly the princi- 
ple for which we contend.

We will even admit that there can be found a 
steady foreign market for the agricultural produce 
of the United States to the value of 7d millions of 
dolliws annually, which certainly exceeds what will 
be the fact.-— Then, one hundred dollars, per an- 
nam, will be the share of each fanner — all he can \ 
reeafoe for the produce of his fWrm. Fifty dollars, 
at least, of this he must pay to his laborer, or do 
without one — so that there will he no iiuluccment 
for the laborer, or any one else, to purchase land j 
and become farmer, and the value of Und will 
crease. Besides what the wife and elder daughters 
of our farmer can spin and weave— for we will aup- 
pose them all very industrious — He neust have 
something a little smart to clothe his family for 
high days snd holidays, and imported goods, are 
very cheap, he can buy them (per yard) for 25 per 
cent, less tivtn our domestic manur«ctures,and when 
he has laid out ail his cash, the merchant invites 
him to take more, tlie goods are so handsome and 
so cheap, and tells him be will credit him till next 
cropi — Honest farmer, beware, thou art on the brink 
of a precipice!— The sum of 50 dollars must be fur- 
ther recUiced. It may be recollected there are 
570,000 lame, poor and idle persons to be maintain- 
ed, and courts of justice and prisons to be support- 
ed for punishing some of them; for as markets fail, 
the demand fir labor will diminish; many will be- 
come idle fir want of employment; our streets and 



highways will be infested with mendicants and rob 
bers; our prisona will be filled and crimes will in. 
crease. These objects in the shape of taxrs, chari- 
ties or in some form or other, will require at lf.^st 
ten dollars of our farmer's fif^y. He has, thru, re- 
maining but J^rty dollars, which he lays out with the 
merchant, for heautiful and cheap foreign goods.

Thus our farmer, for the article which fteooU/or 
{four doUart, p-^yt to government a tax of seven dol- 
lars: To the foreign manufiieturer and for chafi^es 
of importation, twenty-oifht doB^re, a sum whicU 
out of our country, never te return. This is 
indeed a gloomy picture— -but not more gloomy 
than would be found true, were things settled in 
their regular channels on the gptiund of abandoning 
our manufacturing establishments. We should be 
unwise to deceive ourselves, by expecting a per- 
manent market, for our agricultural produeiious, 
in Mexico and ^uth Amenca, should they aohievc 
tbeir independence. In that event, we might in- 
deed share, with other nations, their m-arket for 
mmmfucturet, but instead of our euetootere^ they 
would be our rivaloin agriculture 

Let us now view t*ie other side of the picture- 
on the ground tliat we sustain and efi'ectually en- 
courage our manufacturing establishments; and 
clothe ourselves by the emi^yment of eur onm la- 
boe.

I ' in his own neigtiborhood, will raise abundance of 
articles, other than a fortign market would require 
— he will at least double his former amount— he 
will now have for hit labor on his farm hundred

•Mure you, and through you my fellow citizens ge-j 
Aerally, that in retiring from the service of %ej 
•tjte, I shall carry with me a just sense of the ob- 
li^xtiofl which their long continue*! confidence has 
laid me under, and that my gratitude will be as last- 
as my life. In the varioua imd complicated 
duties, which in the course of my public life I have 
been called upon to perform, I cannot flatter my- 
•elf, that ray conduct has been exempt from error, 
but my conscience acquits me of any iatentiona! 
departure from duty. Devoted as 1 have been to 
the service of the state, and still ardently desiring 
to aee her prosperous and happy, it is a reflection 
which gives me much pleasure, that the duties of 
th« appointment I am about to enter upon, are ao 
intimately connected with tfie interests of the state, 
that by a faithful diHcharge of the one, the other will 
be promoted. And I embrace tbe present occasion 
as a fit one, to observe, tlut Uic policy of the go- 
vernment of the United States, with regard to the 
various Indian tribes within their boundary, hsving 
for ita primary object the humane and benevolent 
purpose of melhrtting their condition, and if possi 
ble redeeming them from asavugeto civilized life, 
nucli of the success which ought to be the result 
of this policy, will depend upon the zeal and ability 
with which it is executed. In contemplating thesi 
tuation of the Creek Indians of the present day, rest 
ding within our limiu, 1 think it will be generallv 
admitted, thst their attachment and adherence to 
the United States during the late war with Great 
Britain, which not only involved them in all the 
borrora of civil war, but caused tliem tbe loss of| 
nearly all their hunting grdunds, entitle them to our 
protection and regard; and to a full sh.«re of the be- 
nefits resulting from the benevolent policy of our 
Mvemmer.t. From these considerations, and with 
^is view of the subject, it will not be expected 
that the execution of Uie laws regulating the inter- 
course with those Indiana ahould be relaxed; so far 
at least as regsnls thr agency to which I have be^n 
appointed, it wilt be underalood, that no inlereourte 
with them, which is forbidden by law, or which 
may have a tendency to deficit or retard their im- 
provement in the arts of civilized life, will be tole- 
rated. At the same time, for every legal object aiiri 
honest pursuit, every facility in my power will be, 
•Bbrded.

GOVERNOR’S MESS.^GE. 

KxecMiiTe tlcpunment, Georgia, 
MWeilgniUe,3JMovember, 1817. 
Fetlrm-citizcn* of the oenate, 

and of the hovie ^ repretentatioxt: * ... 

The late governor Mitchell having accepted tk ‘ 
apjmmiment of agent to the Creek nation of Indiana, 
ndiich had been conferred on him by the president 
of the United States during tfie last winter, did oo 
the fourth day of .March last, resign the office of 
governor of tins stale into my hands as president, 
of tlie senate. My proclamation, annouiming the 
|event and assuming the duties, was issued on ifut 
day. I was therefore unexpectedly, and after a 
short notice called from my domestic fireside t* 
discharge the funcHons of this all important statioa. 
Had not the constitution iaiperiously enjoined the 
perilous task upon me alone, the good a. use of the 
community would no doubt have justified the want 
of experience and a more enlarged capacity, as a auffi. 
Kient plea for me to have declined the arduou tniaL 
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Undtr these eircumtUnces, 1 oommeticed the du- 
ties of the office, relyinf^ on the Hber&Uly of mj 
fellow-citisens, for a generous allowance of any er* 
rors I might commit in the discharge of my o^ial 
duties. 

■ On the twenty^fourth day of February last, the 
late governor having been notified by the commis' 
sioBers of the |>eDitentiary, that the building was 
ia a state of readiness to receive convicts, issued 
his proclamation, announcing the siune, and declar* 
ing the**act to reform the penal code of this state, 
snd to adapt the same to the penitentiary system,” 
to be in force; iramedistely therefore, after 1 came 
iato office, 1 summoned the board of inspectors, snd 
proceeded to make the necessary arrangementa to 
carry the design of the legislature into opgeration, 
b^ appointing the officers designated by law, and 
directed that a guard should be enlist^ without 
delay. In a short time after, the institution was 
completely organised. Convicts began, and have 
continued to arrive from several of the counties, 
charged with various crimes, and sentenced by the 
courts to undergo different periods of confinement 
and tabor. These have been employed by the 
keeper, under the direction of the board of inspee<- 
tors, in various aorta of labor — aueb as were deemed 
moat expedient under existing circumstances. The 
completion of the building, work shops, Stc. not* 
withstanding the indefatigable exertiona of the 
cotnmiaaioners, has been greatly retarded by the 
iaclemeney of the seasons, and has rendered it ve* 
rv inconveient,and frequently hasardoui, to employ 
them as advantageously as they might otherwise 
have been. 

The act of last session, entitled *'an act to carry 
into effect the penal code of this state, and tbe 
penitentiary system founded tliereou,** hss made 
it the duty of the ^vernor to pay all the inciden- 
tal expmases that might be necessarily incurred in 
caiT)'ing the system into complete operation, but 
no fuAM was set apart on which be was authorised 
to draw. The contingent fund being unable to 
sustaio these and the usual demands tiiat are made i 
on it, I determined to issue my warrants on the 
treasury to meet these expenses, chargeable to 
the fund appropriate for the purpose of complet- 
iag the building. Whether my conduct on that 
occasion was Justifiable or not, your wisdom will 
determine. I'he progress of this infant establish 
ment, has already excited considerable feeling 
throughout tbe state. Its numerous friends have 
hailed it as the harbinger of order and peace, and 
as a place of deposite for the lawless and disobedi- 
ent; while its enemies have viewed its approaches 
with extreme regret: Many, it is understood, 
have already removed without tbe limits of the 
state, and others have avowed their intention of 
pursuing the same course for the purpose of ob 
Uinmg a situation beyond the reach of its grasp.-> 
From the experiments already made, I am per- 
suaded that, though considerable expense has, uud 
mil for some time, attend this iitstitution, yet un- 
der proper management, and the experience, 
wtddi time will naturally aflurd, it will ere long 
become a formidable engine, in tbe hands of a well 
regulated government, for the auppreasion of vice 
and the encouragement of virtue. 

For a considerable time before and since I came 
into oflice, the Indians bordering on our south- 
western fi^tiers have manifested a hostile dispo- 
sition, by embodying themselves, plundering from 
tl^ eitizens of Camden county several hundred 
head ef cattle, and on the 24th day of February 



last, a party made their appearance near Clark’s 
mills, on the St. .M;uy*s, and wantonly murdered a 
woman and her two children, set their dwelling 
bouse on fire and effected their escape with impu- 
nity, This dulresning intelligence was immedi- 
stdy communicated to this department by major- 
general Floyd, and several other gentlemen of that 
neighborhood. Wiihoui delay I transmitted an ac- 
count ot the same to tbe war department, and 
caraesUy pressed the necessity of an adequate 
force being placed on that exposed fro:itierby the 
general government, in order that protection miglit 
be afforded to the defenceless inhabitants who • 
were then flying from their homes. I alsoinstmct- 
ed major-general Floyd to order from his division 
a sufficient force to repel tliose lawless intruders, 
and to inflict suitable chastisement on them when- 
ever they might be found on our borders, until the 
pleasure of the general government should be 
known. The acting secretary of war, in reply to 
my letter, observed, that the subject was rtferred . 
to major general Jack.son, and Uiat the necestar>- 
protection might be expected; but, unfoiiunately 
for us, it has not been afforded. We have therefore 
been under the necessity of mamtaining a detach- 
ment of our militia, on the frontier of Camdea . 
county, for several months past, under the direc- • 
lion of major Bailey of that county. Some time in , 
the month of May, while the major and his party 
was pursuing a Urge number of cattle, which had 
been driven off, they fell in with two companies of 
Indians, and attacked them with great bravery, « 
killed several, wounded others, put them to flight 
and retipiied without sustaining any loss. Since 
Uiat period, 1 have not received information of any 
damage done in that quarter by the Indians. . , 

On the 8th of September, I received a commu- 
nication from major-general Gaines, dated at fort 
Montgomery on the 30lh July, calling for two bat- . 
lalionsof our militia, to be held in readiness, to 
assist him in reducing the Lower Creek or Seminole . 
tribe to order. I immediately caused the requisi- 
tion to be complied with, and the two battalions 
have been detailed and organised, and are now 
waiting further orders. 

In tlie month of April last, I was notified by Mr. 
Crawford, the secrcury of the treasury of the 
United States, that he liad issued a warrant on the 
treasurer, in favor of the governor of Georgia, for 
the sum of three hundred and seventy five tliou- 
sand dollars, in part payment of our western lands, 
whicli had been ceded to the general government: 
and about the same time tbe treasurer enclosed 
to me drafts on the Planters* fiank of this state, 
and tbe bank of New York, for ttist aum. Tnesc 
I deposited in our state bank for coUecthm, which • 
enabled ns to pay the amount of our subscription 
then due to that hank, and left a cnnsiderablr ba- 
lance which WHS entered to the credit of the state, 
subject to future appropriation. I also received 
through Mr. Crawfoni, the award and deciee of the 
commissioners appointed by virtue of an act of- 
congress, for the indemnification of certain claim- * 
anta of public lands in the .Mississippi territory, a 
transfer of tJie monies which remained in oiir trea- 
sury, commonly called tlic Yazoo deposite, amount- 
ing to one hundred and eighty-four thousiuid, five* 
hundred and fiiXctn dollars, ninety-four and a half 
cents, in pvt payment of the one million two hurf- 
dr^ and fifty iliousand dollars, stipulated to be 
paid by the articles of agreement and cession be- 
iween the United States and the state of Georgia. 
Ia the decree of the commissioners before mention*^ 
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ed the interest, if iny, .vliich may luve »ccnie l 
on the for!*sroinf? *niount, it claimed in befjtlfof 
the Uniie I Sttlrs. In a c »rre»nontlence heU’een 
the aecrelJiPY of the treasury and on liie 

•ubject, I have denied that any iiflereat has at- 
cnied to the United States. 

In the acr to approp/ute monies for the poUticat 
▼ear eighteen hundred and seventeen, it w ill be 
fecoUected, that the sum of ten thousand dollars 
was act apart, under the direction of the mvemor, 
to be equally divided between all the widows and 
children, say children under fourteen years of age, 
of those citizens of the slate who were killed or 
died in the service of this state, or the United 
States, during the late wzr between the Unit'd 
States and Great Britain and the Creek iudiansi 
with a proviso, that no more than ten dolLrs 
should be given to any one indiriflual. The lime 
limited by law for applications to be made, was on 
or before the first day of May laal, and for want of 
information of the existence of the fact, a large 
portion of that unfortunate class were deprived of 
the benefit intended by the legislature; I therefore 
thouglil proper to extend the time, by an execu* 
tive order, to the first of Septemberi during which 
period, the most of those interested, have availed 
themselves of the opportunity, and brought in 
their claims, which have been paid oft, leaving a 
cpn»ider-ble balance sulyecl to your direction. 

Tlie attention of the legislature having been so 
frcqvicntly culled to the subject of improvement in 
our navigable water coursas, our public highways, 
and sff jnlntg assistance toorir infant seminaries of 
learnittg, by my predecessors in office, I should 
dec;n it unnecessary to say atty thing at this time, 
were I ndt fully persuaded, that all the means 
whicSi may be rcqtii'ite to the accomplishment of 
©bjee s so much to be desired, are now completely 
within yotir power. Our funds arc ample and abtm* 
dant. Many of our sister states are vieing with 
each otluT in improvmenis of this description, and 
are now >haring the happy rcsul’s of iheir enlcr- 
prizing spirit. Ai.d shall we so far forget our own 
inicrcst as to neglect these laudable piirsui's, while 
we enjoy a state of peace and u'lpar.dleled prospe- 
rity? I hope not. Indeed 1 am fully persuaded that 
a more favorable opportunity to commence internal 
Mnprovmcnls upon an extensive scale, can hardly 
be expected. Their importance in m free country, 
must be evident to every thinking person in l)»c 
community, and will unquestionably command the 
early and prompt attention of an enlightened and 
patrio'ic legishiture 

The accompun) ing doctim<n‘s, relative to the 
iubjects motioned in this ci>mmunicalion, together 
with a statement ofw irraiUs drawn on the. trea- 
surer during the political year now past, and a list 
of executive appointments, made in obedience to 
the ninth section of the second article of the con- 
alitulion of this stale, arc herewith submitted for 
your consideration. 

These are the most important aubjects which 
have been acted on during the year past; there arc 
sundry others of less importance which will re- 
quire your attention during the session. 

In the conclusion of this address, permit me to 
assure you, that 1 feel gratified in believing, that 
whatever may promote the honor and interest of our 
belo^'ed coiintn.', will command your serious and 
constant attention; and that union and harmony 
nay prevail in yotir councils, is the prayer of your 
devoted fellow-citlten,

late vf*r. Hence it is intportant that this British 
principle, 111 refurdto tftemtetvei, should be well 
understood, for fu'ure guidance. 

rauM THE MAnatD oazsttb. 

7Vm«, July 26. — The ‘runisian sloop of war com- 
manded by the admiral of this regency, MusUpha 
Rlas, which went a cruisingon the 16th of March 
last, w'itli another sloop and a schooner, came back 
on the 13^b Inst, having presumed to push as far as 
the Categst, and to capture on her return two 
Hamburg ships within a short distance of ilie Bri- 
tis>* coast. The masters and six men of their crews, 
whom Miisiapha Rius kept on board his sloop as pri- 
soners of war, were immediately confined, by the 
l^«4faaw*s order, in tbe citadel of the city, called 
Ga^pa, where they remain altogether wretched and 
ibslorn. 

On tbe 22d and 24th inst. his Brit innic majesty’s 
brig Slatellite, and frigate Myemdon, from P..lermo 
and Malta, successively came in with despatches 
for the consul. On the morning of the 25lh, the 
captain of the frig.*te waited upon the bashaw, and 
in the name of the prince regent, claimed the Ham 
burg prisoners (the ship having been recaptured, 
Without the straits by the English frigate ■ - ,) 

ufion the froundf that they had been taketi within 
of the Britith couttf andf at the tame time, called 
upon to JirecI hit certairt heuceforth to ahttaiUt 
like the .ilfcrinetf from ermring in thote watert. 

Unawedby tlie»e demands, ihe bashaw answered 
the British consul, that, witli respect to the Ham- 
burg priimners, he would not release them until af- 
ter iht srrivkl of tbe ships captured by bis cniUers, 



and unjustly, detained by the British government; 
and that, as tp the UmtU which it wanted to set to. 
hU corsairs, tbev had never cruised within sight of 
the British isles, and that, therefore, th« injunetioh 
■vas . useless — an evasive answer which clonks liissW 
nis'.er intentions. 

I’be British consul, seeing the impossibility .of 
.prevailing upon the bashaw to comply with the 
prince regent’s wishes, called for an osiensivc and 
c tig l ie . I note wi.i,:h H. E. immedulely ga'*e 
.dmia>^d Uie consul delivered it to »he cominuu- 
d.int of the frigate, which directly sailed for M.sUa, 

.lufutt 4- —The day before y» aterday came in the 
otbtr TunUian sloop of war, commanded by Maho- 
met I^z, which captured, on the coast of HcrtugiiJ, 
* Hamburg vessel, laden with \iine ar.d cork. Se- 
ven unfortunate Hamburghers, detained on board 
the slf>op as prisoners, have shared the f;*te of iheiy 
countrymen, and been shut up in the dismantled 
casile of Oaspa, exposed to great hardships For- 
tunately far them, the Danish consul here has le- 
ceived orders from hit court to supply all their 
wants, by which means their situatlou is somewhat 
improved. S,

Kl'BOrK, GtXEBALLr.

European liberty. Erteact of a letter^ d.ited /Tnm- 
burffht ^uf. 6, 1817. “We Uft C.Tpc Henry, June 
27, ;<nd arrived at Bremen, July 26. Imm-^diately 
after our arrival at Bremen, we had to take pass- 
ports to permit us to proceed to thin pbce. 

“You cannot reconcile yourstlf to the changes 
which h ive t;iken place in this couT>try' these few 
years pa.st Germany now appe «r< to me as strange 
as the U. 8. did when I first visited that bxppy 
country. All the regulations of the French whtch 
were a burthen to the peo^fehave been retained — par- 
ticularly the military system and the alien oflice. 

*‘I could not get a pass on the certificate of the 
American consul, but had to get other security — 
when I received a permission for one month, and 
it was understood t'lal if I remained above a month, 
that 1 would be obUfedXo become a citizen and do 
military duly. I oatl to go huo Denmark, where 
my pass from Bremen was of no avail. 1 had to 
l^et a Danisa pass — so again a Prussian when go- 
ing to Btrlin.

The Democraiie Prete of the 21st iiwt. says— Ov 
readers are aware that in the Diet aaaembled at 
Frankfort, on the Maine, are represented not only 
the poweiful, but the petty potentates of Germany. 
Their deliberations involve the best interests of 
Germany, and engage the sermus attention of all 
Europe. We have heard, from unquestionable 
authority, thst the Diet some time since appointed 
a4>erson to come to the United States, whose in- 
structions are to travel through Uie Union, and 
make enquiry, from every person and authority, 
within his reach, as to the reception and encourage 
ment given to the emigrants from Germany, their 
situation generally through the Union, and parti- 
cularly in the several states. This representative 
of the German Diet, is Baron Von Gagem, whose 
brother is an influential member of the Diet, where 
he represents the king of the Netlicrlands. Baron 
Von Gagem arrived in Philadelphia about three 
weeks since, and is gone on to the city of Washing, 
ton. This notification is deemed of some impor- 
tance, as upon the report of M. Von Gagem, will 
not only depend the measures which shall be i^op- 
ted by the Diet, but greatly influence the opinions 
and conduct of the German people towards this 
country. 

psrssiA. 

A Berlin article of Sept. J3, states that after long ' 
discussions, it has been determined by the g^overv- 
ment to impose a duty of 30 per cent, on all Bihith 
manufactures, imported into the Prussian states. 

BLACK SSA. 

The Spanish and Neapolitan governments, as well 
as Sweden and Sardinia, have solicited of the Porte 
the liberty of navigating, the Black sea. It in said 
that the Turkish government demands a very high 
compensation for the privilege. The conferences 
w'iUi Baron Strogonoff, the Russian minister, rela- 
tive to boundaries, were still going on. 

RUSSIA. 

Gen. deTuyll de Servanskerken, has been nam- 
ed as the successor of Mr. Daachkofl*, as minuter 
near the Uniletl States— and was expected soon to 
set out on hU mission. 

Tlie emperor ha.s started on his lour throi^h his 
empire. 

Peterelnirg, Sept. 17. A deputation from the 
nobles of CourUnd, has presented a resoUuioti for 
the abolition of personal servitude among the 
peasants of that province, for wliich they have re- 
qaenied the cunfirin.'ttion of tlie emperor. 

The nobles of Esthonia were amongst the first 
of those of the empire, who had given last year 
the noble example of the abolition of slavery. 

The harvest was never more.abimclaot in almost 
the whole of tlie empire. The weather continues^ 
bcauiiful and serene, but the temperature commen- 
ces to be cold, and it announces the approach of 
winter. 

Government has organised at Odeuaan inalitn- 
tion for the edticallun of the rising generation, to 
be called the Lyceum de HidielieUf to perpetuate 
the memory of the founder of the colony. [Her- 
hsps no place in the world of so recent an origin, 
has increased more rapidly than Odessa, on the 
Black sea. It was founded after the commence- 
ment of the French revolution by the present prime 
minister of France, tiie duke of Richelieu, then an 
exile from France.] — Cen.

The ^atienallhteili^encer sayo— The revolution 
in Algiers, and the decapitation of the Dey, now 
confirmed, are events no^ muntcresting in them* 
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ftlves *nd parlicuUrly to ufl. The Ute Dey had 
esublitbed, tmoDr til our countrymen in the Me- 
diterranean, who had opporluntUet of obaerving 
hit character, a reputation of probity, elevation, 
fortitude, and intrepidity— qualitiea not often unit- 
ed in an Algerine chief of any grade, and, there* 
fore, renurcable. He had aignalized himaelf for 
the two Utter qualitiea, in a diatinguiabed manner, 
by the cool and deaperateresiatance be made to the 
di^ands ofthe Britiah admiral Exmouth, and afier- 
wards to the attack by the tremendoua force em- 
ployed to enforce them. Whenever be batydeld- 
ed, aafaraa we have observed, to the demands of 
any nation, it has been from policy, when his dis- 
criminating observation taught him it would be in 
vain to prolong resistance. He was an Algerine, 
it is true, and therefore entertained notions, and 

E ursucd a policy, when he dare, reprobated by the 
iw% of nations, and obnoxious to the advancing ci- 
vilisation of all Christian nations. But, as an Al- 
gerine, be was a great man; and bis dethronement 
msy prove the harbinger and the cause of the utter 
annihilation of the power of ALOisaa. 

Ue was detbronedi it is reported, because his 
reign had been disaairous. Disaster, then, is to be 
retrieved— and retrieved it can only by re-estab- 

iishin-g the former principles snd practices of tbst 
power, the surrender of which is the disaster of 
which the Dey was accused. Should the attempt 
be made on sar commerce, we ahall be immediate- 
ly engaged in a war with that nation. It is in this 
view we consider the revolution as mteresting to us 
—and that ws have been gratified in reflecting, 
that we have a force in the Mediterranean, should 
Uie revolution at Algiers portend a revolution of 
policy, sufficient to protcctour own commerce, and, 
keep the pirates in their ports, if not to annihilate 
their marine. 

The v\'ohana/ rfdvoeofe, speaking of the deposi- 
tion of the Dey, informs, that, thotigli the Janissa- 
ries generally agree to decapitate their 'legitimate 
sovereign,’* the choice of a successor is mure dif- 
ficult. one occasion, not being sble to fix on a 
suitable person for tliat dignity, they agreed to put 
it upon the first mun they should meet at a certain 
place, lie happened to be a grave digger; and, in 
spite of liis most earnest remonstrances, tliey crea- 
ted him dey. The poor creature did as well as he 
knew how, but they !>ooti found that he would not 
suit them, and told him that Ida power was at sn 
end. tie was gUdof it, snd would have cheerfully 
rciunied to bi» old trade — but they said that the 
At/i«r of the office would be seriously affected by 
^uch a determination, and, to preserve it unsullied, 
Uiey strangled him. 

The naval force of Algiers is given at one frigate 
of <14 guns; J corvette* from Id to '24 guns, and 5 
brigs and schooners.

Bombni/t July 18.— We learn by letters from the 
Gulpb of Persia, that a severe action bad taken 
place between the Wahabee troops, commanded in 
person by Abdelsben Soed, snd the Turkish troops 
under the command of Abraham Pacha, the son of 
Ali Pachs, the viceroy of Bgppt, in which thp 
former met with s severe defeat.

lowed up bis success the Wshsbee power will be 
entirely annihilated. 

On the evening of the 15th of June, Mr. Ander- 
son, the 4th officer of the H. C. ship Charles Grant, 
was swimming s short distance from the ship, ac- 
companied by a quarter master and forecastle man. 
Mr. Anderson struck out and swam towards a Por- 
tuguese frigate, then lydng about half a cahle*a 
length from him, and he was followed by the two 
men. As they spprosched the frigate, Mr. Ander- 
son was beard to say **don*t drown mei'* on this ex- 
clamation, the quarter master turaed round, and to 
his inexpressible horror and alarm, saw an immense 
shark darting at .Mr. Anderson — he immediately 
exerted bis whole strength for his own safety, snd 
fortunatelv succeeded in getting on board the Por- 
tuguese frigate. The alarm was pven and the 
boats of the frigate and the Charles Grant, were in- 
stantly lowered down into the water, but unfortu- 
nately without preventing tl>e fatal catastrophe.— 
The shark passed Mr. Anderson, tken turned round 
and took him under tlie water, which was instantly 
discoloured with his blood; be rose again, but was 
then attacked hv five or six more of these vora- 
cious animals and he was gone in an instant. One 
shark was observed to be making sf'.er the forecai- 
tleman, on which s sentry on board the frigate witk 
great presence of mind and coolness, levelled his 
musket and shot the fish, thereby preserving the 
life of the sailor. The next day a large shark was 
caught by the people on board the fl. C. ship Van- 
siuart, measuring upwards of 12 feet.

The Kcvfoundtand Athery, which wat Aral dit* 
covered or reaoried to for profit and merchandize 
lome adventurous French navigators, in the year 
15J4. was ao skilfully and deiiterously followed up, 
f om thence firward,by mntt ofthe civilized nati ons 
of Kurope, that it soon became an object of great 
Dali nal importance to Uiem all, and to none more 
than Rni tand. So early as 1548 the parliament of, 
BngU'id directed its attention to the sohject, and 
passed an act to prohibit the adrnir.ilty f>*om exact- 
in': eer«am tolls whirh it claimed. I‘i 1603 there 
V rc employed in this Ashery annually two hundred 
British sitips, and upwards of ten thousand men. — 
And in the year 1621 king Ja nes granted to sir 
George Calvert, afterwards lord George Qaltimore, 
that part of Newfuucdiand called Avolon, which 
he took possession of and held many years. Af er 
vsrds, in the year 1626» at the commencement of 
the quarrels ofCitarles the Arst and the parllsmem 
of England, the house or commons originated a bill 
fur t .c maintaiusnee and increase of shipping and 
n-vigation, and for the freer liberty of Aihing 
vo>mgr*a on the coast of N‘*wfoundland, Virginia. , 
and New England, which wts rejected in the house 
of lords. Ill consequence of which, a fhort time I 
gferi in a strong representation of grievances which I 
tliey presented to king Chtrlesi they insisted, **thai I 
the restraint of the subject from tlie liherly of a free 
Ashing, with all the necessary incidents, was a 
great national grievance.^ The speciAc nature and 
descripUnn of those reetraints, thus strongly con) 
plained of, I hare no where been able distinctly to 
learn, but there is every reason to believe, that, so 
far as they related to the American sliores and wa* 
ters, they originated altogether from those royal 
charters, by ▼u'tueof whicn the grantees set up a 
right, in exclusion ofthe residents of Great Britain, 
under the construction, that having an unlimited 
yoyal power over the beds of rivers and the adja- 
cent seas, they had the power to exercise an ex- 
clusive right of Ashery« and on that ground assum- 
ed in autliority to throw certain reatiuctions in the 
Way of the freedom of Ashing. 1 conclude that the 
restraint alluded to by the house of commons, must 
have been occasioned in this way, because their 
complaint seems to have been grounded on there- 
iecti m of their bill for the protection of the freedom 
w fulling and navigation in the American waters; 
and also, because if the cause of complaint had 
have originated 0-om the people of England, the 
courts of that country could, and would have inter 
posed their authority to prevent and remove this 
•‘great national grievance.” 

With the recollection of these circumstances, 
let us now lum to the sixieenth section of the char- 
ter of Maryland. After autliorisi g the lord pro- 
piueiary to erept and connUtuie p'lrts and harbors 
for the convenience of trade, it proceeds thus— 
^'Saving always to us, our heirs and successors, 
And o all the subjects of our kingdom of England 
and Ireland* of us our heirs aiul succesMirs, the li- 
berty of Ashing tor sea fish, as well in the sea, baya, 
atraits, and n^vig hie rivers, as in tlie harbors, 
bs^s, and creeka of tlie province afuresaid; and the; 
privilege uf salting and drying fish on the shores 



and pending at the time it was written, it do*« sp> 
penr to me clear, that all right to the soil ofthe 
beds of all navigable w'atern, together with all tbs 
incidents thereto, were never iuiended to be con- 
veyed to lord Baltimore as mere pr-vate pror>rrt>, 
alienable at pleasure. And the clause itself fur- 
nishes some evidence that it woa not so intenrlcd; 
for a privilege on shore is reserved as an incident 
lo the reservation of the right in the w'ater, the 
privilege on the dry land U evidenUv and from 
the very Aatiire of the thing itselr, attached 
to a more important right and estate in the sea 
or river. It eannet be, tiat one mere usufructuary 
interest is thus attached to, and uphehl by, another 
mere usufructuary interest. A mere privilege it 
alway'S considered as inferior to that to which it is 
attached. The privilege, or use of the shore, is 
here attached to the right of Ashing: the rlglit of 
Ashing, therefore, includes in it, in this case, some* 
thing more than the mere tise of tlie waters; it coin« 
prehends Ui e riglit of soil nf the bed of the waters to 
which the use ofthe s)>ore is attached as one of 
those •‘necessary incidents,** the being deprived of 
which, together with the main riglit, the house of 
commons had compUined of as “a great national 
grievance.” 

But it has been said, that this would be to straia 
the words of this clause of the charter, utterly be- 
yond their fair and true intent and meaning. It it, 
however, fair to presume, that this cliar'er w»t 
drawn by some eminent lawyer; and, tl erefore, it 
will be doing no injua’ice to its phr.«9eology to give 
it any interpretation warranled by the well known 
adjudications ofthe time. According to Plowdrn, 
then, it had been long held as the ancient common 
Uw, that by the grant of a free Ashery in a river, 
the property in the soil of its bed would, aiid did 
pass— 154- Now, if a grant of free fishery 
would pass the right of soil in the bed of a river, 
it surely would not be denied, that a rrseivstion ol 
a free fishery would prevent the right of soil from 
passing. For, it must be allowec^ that the same 
words which would operate to convey an estate, 
ifould operate with equal efficacy when used for 
the purpose of reserving an estate. Bu', when <v< 
recollect the circumstances and the feuds of the 
times, when this charter of Marj^land was granted, 
it would seem to he no more than bare ciurity to 
the grantor, bad, and obstinate, and wicked as be 
was, to allow that in this instance he nieant, by this 
reservation, to yield, so for, to the coinpUints and 
claims of the RnglUh people at to except frutn this 
grant, to his favorite Lord Baltimore, all right over 
the soil ofthe beds of all navigable rivers and ibe 
sea coasts, tc^ether with all rights which could be 
deduced t^ercA*ora. 

This saving in the sixteenth section of the char- 
ter is manifestly dictated in utter ignorance of the 
value and the nature of the fisheries of the waters 
of Maryland; for, the privileges of the use of *ht 
shores as reserved, were tlien, and are now wholly 
useless for any fishery ever known in our waters. 
But the reservation is couched in general, com* 
prehensive and popular terms, with an evident de- 
ign to catch and pacify the popular feeling, then 
so much alive; and tosnew, that there was nopos- 
.sible new danger, or grievance to be apprehended 
of the a.imeprovince; and for that cause to cut down : from the new charter, by which the fishery speci-

It is thirt view of the sixteenth section of the char 
ter of Mirvland and of wtiat appears to be its true 
intent and meaning which hat satisfied me, that the 
lord proprietary had no right to grant any land 
which was natnrally and properly covered by navi- 
g.tble water; and, iherefore, that the la’-id in ques- 
tion, which was of that character, could not be, 
itor was not embraced bv the patent fur Todd's 
Bunge, granted to James Todd. 

Before 1 take leave of this point, however, it 
teems to be necessary to notice a matter apparent- 
ly resting upon the same principles, fiar the pur- 
pose of shewing its disaimltaritv from the question 
before us, and of laying it aside — 1 allude to the 
right to grant the privilege of making wharves and 
ttf reclaiming land. The right to grant the privi- 
lege of making wharves is inoluded as a necessary 
incident to the power to create and establish ports 
and harbors which is expressly given to the lord 
proprietary by this sixteenth section ofthe charier. 
And even if it had not been thus expressly granted, 
the power to improve the navigation by means of 
wharves, grows nut uf the nature ofthings, and has 
always been recognized by the common law; for in 
■ngland, a.s lord Hale observes, Uiere are a thousand 
Snsunces of the kind. Half- tie ju. ma. 85. And in 
this country such cases sre quite common. By the 
common law also, the king may grant lands cover- 
ed by tide water for the purpose of their bring re- 
claimed; but «r the carrying of such reclamation 
into execution will injure the navigation, the grant 
will be deemed void; and if it be not actually made 
witliin treasonable time the grant of Uie privilege 
will be considered ns lapsed and abandoned and the 
right of soil will remain in the public. 

T Iiere is, however, still another very important 
question upon this part of the case, to be consi-ler- 
ed and decided; for, it is said, that the words of 
the patent ofTodil's Range are sufficiently compre- 
bensiveto embrace this land; and if so, it may be 
considered, that the patent is at roost only voidable, 
and must prevail in a court of law until it Is regu- 
larly vacated; conHequeiilly it becomes necessary 
to enquir**, whether iliis patent for Todd's Range, 
which is cuhc'ted in the pliraseology common to 
all ^ants iisu'mg from the land office, would con- 
vey land covered by a navigable water course 
which ran into tlie tract. For, if those expressions 
and that special description, required by the com- 
mon law to p tss land covered by an arm of the sea, 
be not found in the patent for Todd's U-mge, no 
right to the sod of the bed of Junes' Falls, so far st 
it was navigable, did pass, whatever might be the 
powers of the king or ot the lord proprietary over 
land so si tuated. 

As regarfls land covered by navigable water, the 
presiimpiion of the common law is, not merely, 
that it is boldeo of the king, derived from him in 
one way or other; but, that the right ie aetuall^in 
hiin, until the contrary is clearly shewn, by some 
grant or uninterrupted prescription in full force at 
the time. The maxim, that all lands are holdon of 
the king, is founded on feudal principles; but the 
maxi.n, vhat the right to the soil under the naviga 
ble waters shall be presumed to be actually in Uie 
king, is founded on a regard to the public good, and 
the interests of navigation. The ports and harbors 
ere said to he the gates, and Uie navigable rivers 



the great naturaf highways of the ntitOn, which 
the king is ss much bound, as the representative of 
the nxtion, to protect and preserve from the rage 
and violmee of the ocean, as he is to guard the 
realm against the incursions of a public enemy, 
.^nd the absolute ownership of the soil covered by 
such navigable waters is, ofiener than otherwise, 
C'lsentially necessary to enable the chief magistrate 
effreiually to discharge this hlgli and important 
duty. Hence the correctness of the maxim, thxt 
he shall be presumed in all cases to have rttalned 
'he ownership of such soil uni# the contrary is ex- 
pressly shewn There is solid setfse and reason in 
the maxim, which presumes, that neither the re- 
public, nor their accredited agents have parted with 
any of the means necessary to enable them to per- 
form their duty to society until the contrsi^ is dis- 
tinctly msde to appear. And it is this very impor- 
tant diffrfcnce between the principles of law, ap- 
plicable to land covered with navigable water, aft/l 
that situated in the common way, which has given - 
rise to the necessity of a more accurate, special 
and specific description in a grant for the former 
than for the latter kind of land. 

It does not appear, that the common law recog- 
nizes Ar requires any peculiar set form of words, 
as necessary to be used in a grant of land covered 
with navigable water, nor is itsny where laid down 
what expressions shall be deemed eufficient in such 
a grant; but, it is clear, that its phrassology must 
be very descriptive, strong, unequivocal, and dis- 
tinct. 

"But it seems, sayslord Hale, tlie grant ofinrre- 
menta maritima will not pass lands that often hap- 
pen to be relict by the sea; because, that is not so 
properly mari/im«ai incrementutn. And besides, the 
soil itself under the water is actually the king's, 
and cannot pass from him by such an incertain 
grant as maritima inertmenfa/ but must pass a pire* 
sent interest.** 

**But if the king will grant land adjacent to the 
sea, together with a thousand acres of land covered 
with the water of the sea, as usual of the same Und, 
&c. adjacent, such a grant, as it may be nenued, 
will pass the soil itselfi and if there shall be a re- 
cess of the sea leaving sucli a quantity of land, it 
will belong to the grantee." Male deja. ma, 18.

It was 
not usual until sometime about Uie commencement 
I of the last century’, and af^er the greater part of 
the lands in the province had been granted, to in- 
clude contiguous marshes; in consequence of which, 
after that period, we find applications for warrants 
of resurvey for the purpose of mcluding such lands, 
In order, as it is stated, **to prevent evil minded 
persons from encroscb'ng thereon to the prejudice 
of the holder of the upland’* — /wine/, H A. 147.— 
And by the land law of 1699, it was declared, that 
‘*8uch adjacent marsh shall be deemed and adjudg- 
ed absolutely to belong to the land to which it is 
adjacent, and be bounded by the same courses 
! drawn from llic firm land into such river or creek 
; as the firm land is bounded by, except in Somerset 
; County, and upon Delaware and the Ocean”— 

A. iipp IX. It also appears by all the lord 
proprietary’s instructions, that in laying out lands 
the surveyors were to make actual surveys bypass- 
ing over the ground, and in their descriptions of 
ihe boundaries to refer to some visible and tangi- 
ble object on dry land, as trees or tbe like; aad it 
is observable, that a similar reference to visible asd 
tangible otdecis is made in all the examples of de- 
scription of boundary put in the land law of 1699; 
and the 17th example concludes m these words, 
•‘yet, if any of tbe former courses come to the ri- 
,ver, branch or cove, the courssH shall there deter- 
mine, and thenCe by the water be b^ninded and 
thaU noi potj oT*er, but the owner shall be conteit 
with wlikt land IS between such lines and the wa- 
ter, be it never so little ” — IximU H. A. app.

It likew’isesppears by the repeated instruelioDS 
of the lord proprietary, that the lands were to be 
so laid out as not to permit any one to have more 
than a certain extent u|>on anavigible river, so ss to 
give access, and the ailvantages of such water 
courses to as great a number of settlers ss possible 
— Land, H. A. 55, 63, 157. And it moreover ap- 
pears by the^application lor the first ^va^^lntofr^ 
survey found on record, dated 26th October, 1658, 
*Hhat upon scrutiny it is found a considerable part 
thereof is nm into and taken away by setierol cneetx 
and covet of wnter- it is therefore prayed, that s 
warrant lo resurvey the sameal\er such mannerss 
shall leave out the said water, and if vacant Isml 
shall be found contiguous to include the same,”— 
Land, II A. 148. 

Hence, it is clear, so far as tlic rules and proceed- 
ings of the Und Uw and Ute Und office c«st any 
light upon the subject, tlmt no portion of the soil 
under any navig.ible river ever was understood or 
intended to be conveyed by a patent in the ordina- 
ry ftirm, in whatever way it might he located, or 
howsoever the confines or Doundarics of such tract 
might bo dc:>cribed. 

Hill, in addition to tliese evidences derived from 
the old acts of asserubly, and tbe rules of the 
land office, as fortified and explained by tliem, 
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of the Mate of \I«nl<ntl at the rehi»tnn 
Yatea affinal Smith and Purvunce— 2 Ha U M H 
S4^ia conclusive to she w» that no part of any Ian i 
covered by a navigable siream could, or did, in 
any case, pass by a grant which contained no other 
than the usual words of canveyance of land. Th» 
case was this; the state, at the relation of Yates, 
filed a bill against Smitli and Purviance, for llit 
purpose cf vacating a patent which they had ob 
tained for % tract called llrindV marsh re^turv^’yed; 
b'.'cause, among other reasons set forth in Uie infor- 
mation, the ‘‘vacant land, added to the original 
tract aforesaid, now is, and at the lime of obtaining 
the said warrant and grant, was part of the waters of 
the lu^rth west branch of Patapsco river,” which 
the defendants admitted was “at some tides co- 
vered with water, and at other tides uncovered by 
water and muddy ground, and in some parts cover 
ed with flags”— and it was proved, that the surve) 
tgas made the Ice, and that it could not have 
been oth•r^memade but by wading or having the 
assistance of boats, and that there was a Urge 
space of water between the shore and the land in- 
cluded in such survey, llic patent was decUred 
void Ti»ere is nothing in the case, ss reported by 
Harris and M'Uenry, which declares the reasons 
and grounds on which the decision of the court 
Was founded; but from the manuscript aotes of the 
late Mr. Jennings, who was of counsel in the cause, 
it appears, that its beings grant for the bed of a 
navigable river was one of the obj«^lions made, 
»nd much relicfl on against the validity of the pst- 
ent; and his notes arc endorsed tlms, “bill in chan- 
cery to vacate a patent, which included navigable 
water, patent vacated by decree.” Whether the 
reason of the decree was, that the land under navi- 
gable water was not the subject of a grant, or that 
it would not pass by the usual and general expres- 
sions does not appear; but whether founded on the 
one ground or the other, in point of principle, it 
applies with equal force against the patent for 
'I'odd’s Range, which must in like manner be held 
to have no operation, so as to convey any land 
which was covered by the navigable water of IhU 
same stream called Jones* Falls, or Ibc north-west 
branch of Patapsco river. 

The chief point, and great difficulty in this case, 
being thus dispos^ of, another enquirv, having an 
incidental bearing upon it, seems to itivitc some lit- 
tle atteiuion before we leave iliis pari of the inyes- 
gallon; that is— In whom is the right of the soil of 
• the bed of that part of the present passage of this 
stream e:illed the canal of Jones* Falls’ 

If the canal be still private properly; if the state 
has no legal claim to it, I upprcliend that it might 
be at any time closed by its owners. And if as lias 
been contended this ancient deserted bed has now 
become the vested private right of the pUintiH or 
the defendant or of bq*h, the public might be pla- 
ced in a most singular dilemma. The public, it 
would appear, were originally eniitled to a free pas 
for a very copious and valuable stream of wa- 
ter, part of which was navigable, which navigation 
the public might have coniiuued or might now find 
it ver>* advantageous to restore; but, owing lo the 
ingenuity of some individuals and the industry of 
others, in acccirraiinp the operations of nature, the 
public now (inds itself loially d prived of a passage 
for its river, and ulso of u valuable part of il-s navi, 
gation. 

It, therefore, occurred to me, that In tliiscuse it 
was not enough for tltc plaintiff to shew, that he had 
Acquired a nglil in the old bed, without sliewiiig, 
that the state bad acquired a rigul to the new pas- 



sage; for it would be difficult, in a ease like this, 
where there is a manifest natural necessity to have a 
passage for this stream in one way or other, to esta> 
blish the position, that the state had lost its right 
to the old channel, and yet might have acquired no 
right, whatever, to the new one. A case like this, 
of imperious natural necessity, admits of no possi- 
ulity or doubt; the right of the stste to a free pas* 
«;tge for this stream in one way or the other is con> 
elusive and absolute: and, therefore, it would seem, 
(hat its indubitable right to the old passage cannot 
he lost or at all affected until it has acquired a title 
to t}>e new passage altogether as clear and incontro- 
vertible. 

It is a principle of the common law, that the state 
as well as an individaa), may acquire ah absolute 
right to property, or to certain uses of it by pre- 
scription, custom, long usage or by a tacit derelic- 
tion of the property or the use, and a dedication of it 
by the original owner to the use of the stale. Thus 
if a citizen have a public wharf unto which all per- 
sons who come to that port mwt come and unlade or 
lade their goods; in that case there cannot be taken 
arbitrary and excessive duties, but they must be 
reasonable and ntoderate tlinu{^ settled by license 
or charter. “For now the wharf, says lord Hale, ia 
affected with a public interest and it ceases to be 
the ju.s privatum only; as if a man set out a street 
in new buildings on his own land, it is now no long, 
er bare private interest, but it is affected with a 
public interest, fhUe de Ju. JHa. 77% 78. 

And, with regard to such usufructuary rights, 
claimed by an individual, the courts have, in con- 
formity to tbe period of limitation established by 
positive law, laid it down as a rule, that tlie person 
claiming such right must either produce a grant, 
or shew an enjoyment for twenty years at least un- 
iiiternipied by the owner of the inheritance, 11 
Eattf 374; but the right of the state or the public 
to such property or use, has been held to he estab- 
lished by a much shorter period of prescription sr 
limitation. Thus, In a controversy about the right 
lo the passage of the public along a street leading 
lo the Foundling llospiial in it appeared, 

that the street had been used for fifty years, but 
for the bst eight years only, the owner had permit- 
ted the public at large to have the free use of the 
way without any impediment whatever. Lord 
Kenyon said, “This is quite a sufficient time for 
presuming a dereliction of the wayio the public.— 
In a great case which wa.s much contested, sis ye:.va 
Was held sufficient. If it were otherwise in such a 
great town ns this, it would be a trap to make peo- 
ple trespassers.** II nefe. iiu on the other 

Imnd, it is laid down, that after a street or public 
liighwMV has been laid out, over lands, uhich are 
the property of the slate, and dedicatetl to the pub- 
lie, the right to such highway canimt be sHVeted 
or closed by any subsequent grant of the right of 
soil over which the hignwjy parses, Hurr. 

On these principles of common law, it is, iljfrc- 
fore, my opinion, that the canal of Jos-.es’ I hIU has 
been lotig enough dedicated to the puMic for pre - 
suming a JcrHiciion of all right of its foi*me;* ou ner 
lo the public; and also, that the s'.rt vls and higi;- 
ways, that have been Uid •uit over tl’»: nUl l;;;t cf 
Jones' Falls, s<i fop :».s it -.vas navigable, rod .’oosi-. 
<|uenily, as I l»ave befor- showti, i.<i the piupe of 
tlie stale, has been ru.nciruMy dediculetl 'o tin- 
public, lo prevent .uu ftiluee grantee of the j*:sie 
from nosing up, or lo „iiy maimer RfiV-c’u.j, vx • 
r.gi’l of u u\ h) any tide or p.ite.’il cm.*naii ^ f. j.u 
the land office. 
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f Upon the whole, therefore, 1 am of opinion as to 
tfiis first point, that the soil of the bed of tliis nari* 
gable water course now claimed by the parlies to 
this action, never was conveyed by the lord proprie- 
tary to James Todd by U»e patent for Todd*s Range, 
becau-ie king Cliarlei tiic A’ st could not, consistent 
ly wi;Ii the provisions of m tgna charts, make such 
an alienation, and therefore he could not, nor has 
not by the charter of Ma-^ land, conferred upon the 
lord proprietary the power to make such an aliens* 
tioni bcci'ise whatever the king of England’s pow* 
er might have been, the lord proprietary had no au- 
thnriiy to make such an alienation, the right to 
land during its submersion under navigable water 
having been expresuly reserved to tbe king or for 
the benefit of the British empire by the ch:jrier of 
Maryland; and because wh. tever might have been 
the king’s or the lord proprietary’s power in this re* 
apect, yet land so situated under a navigable river 
could not, nor would nut pass by mere general ex- 
pressions, without being specifically and specially 
4c‘scribed. 

Having thus established this first position, at to 
the manner in which the land covered by this river 
was held, what remains of this case is plain and may 
be condensed into a very amtU compass. Tiie on- 
ly question yet to be decided is, does tliis land, 
which was once covered by the navigable water of 
Jones* Falls, belong to the state, to those who 
claim under Todd or to either of them’ This will 
be determined at once by ascertaining what is tlie 
true legal character of Uiis new formation of dry 
and. 

Ii ia no less curious than agreeable and satisfactory 
to observe, what an entire uniformity of principle 
bas existed at all times, and is now to be found, in 
the code of all chritized nations upon this subject. 
They all recognise the distmclinn between tbe allu. 
vion, and the dereliction of a river or of the tea from 
its bed, they all make the same dutinction between 
tlie gradual accretions to the banks, and the fornna* 
tiona O’.), or desertions of the bottom; and they all, 
thence, deduce the same rights to Uie new forma- 
tiona. 

Alluvion is, as the etymology of the word, from 
ad and foe, imports a washing to the bank by the 
waters. Ii must be gradually produced by the act 
of the waters themselves; for, if it proceed from any 
other cause, or instCMd of belig a gradual washing 
to the shore, it be an entire mass tom fVom one 
place and cast on to anutlier, it may be followed, 
and sliall continue to belong to its original owner. 
Alluvion ia given as a perquisite to the ripart* 
ouf holder to whose bank it ia waslied and at 
lached by tlic waters. The land in question, is 
this case, is not, however, claimed as alluvion; all 
pretensions to it, as such, have been totally and ab- 
solutely abandoned by tlie counsel for the plain- 
tiff; and in my opinion very justly, for it certainly 
•annot be considered in any respect as what the 
•alls alluvion, (icologists, it is tme, give to the 
word alluvion a more comprehensive sense, they 
treat of aituvta/, as contradistinguished from prim' 
fivf formations, a»d in that sense alluvion would 
comprehend not only what the fow deems to be al- 
luvion, but all the derelictions of the waters, as well 
as all insular formations. 

It would seem, accordi ng to the most respectable 
authorities, that by Uie Roman Uw, the aoil of the 
beds of all rivers, whether navigable or not, iagiven 
to the owner of the banks; like ihe soil covered by 
those small private streams, the middle of which, 
according to the English Uw, it is decUred siiall 
be the line between the property of tbe riparioua 



’holders. By the civil lew the toil of the bed of 
Inavigadle rivers is not held as a nationaf domain, 
but by the Common law it is atwnys considered at 
, such, until tbe contrary can be expressly shewr^ 
.\nd tliis, aecorriing to all wri*er« upon the subject, 
is the only diflerence between the two codes; in 
all other respects, and in every other princijUe, si 
regards this subject, they are precisely alike. 

It is a principle of the common Uw, and I be- 
lieve i might add with safety, of all civilized na- 
tions, that all derelictions, or inauUr formations of, 
or upon the bed of any water course Whatever, 
shall accrue and belong to him, or to the ttatewbo 
Was the owner of the bed when covered with wstw. 
In England, as we have seen, the derelictions, die 
insular formations, vid the wreck Aoating over the 
bed of the Severn iti some parts, were held to be- 
long to lord Barclay; because, he was the owner of 
the aoil covered by the waters of the Severn In that 
district as parcel of hia manor. And in all other 
eases, we have seen, that such derelictions, kitn- 
lar formationa and wreck are held to belong to tbe 
king or to the atate upon the same principle, that 
the soil covered by the water was royal or nation- 
: al domain — **and, as lord Hale espresoes it, by 
way of consequence or concomitance, the land r«. 
licted will belong to the former owner of sucb 4i» 
tHetu»m(vru*''--'Hah de jn. mar. Olt. Alluvioo tkdi, 
is a perquisite given to the ripartoua holder; sad 
derelictions, and insular formations, are perquisitM 

J iven to the owner of the toil when it shall be abtn- 
oned or arise above the waters with which it vu 
covered. If land covered by water be the proper- 
ty of the atate it shall, when uncovered and tbe 
waters are removed, continue to be the property of 
the state. 

These principles of law, it appeara, are univer- 
sal; and, it is believed, that whether our attestioa 
be directed to the waters of the Tiber or the 
Thames, the Rhine or to the Ganges, Gent— lavi 
163, tlieir alluvion, their derelictions, and their in- 
sular formations will be found to have been dis- 
posed of according to the same rules and pnnciplet 
of law. The canal cut by Dniaut, the adop-edson 
and the virtuous and distinguished general of the 
emperor .Augustus, from the Rhine to tbe Itsd, 
which laid bare many miles of tlie channel previoss- 
ly occupied by the former of those great rivers, sad 
gave to modem Holland many thousands of aerei 
of its most fertile fields; and the circumstance of 
the insular formation in the 1'iber, began moi*ethaa 
five hundred years before the Christian ara, when 
the Roman people expelled the proud Tarqtui, 
consecrated his field to Mars and threw the cit^ 
they found lying on it into the Tiber, where it 
lodged and formed that fine island called the /snh 
ia iVoera, which the republic adorned witli so many 
temples, alike indicate how extensively these prin- 
ciples may have operated in some countries, sad 
how solemnly they have been aanctioned by the 
lapse of ages, and the most venerable aritiquiiy. 

In this case, the bed of Jones* Falls, so far as it 
was navigable, never having been granted to any a- 
dividual, the right still continues in tbe slate to 
tlie land where this dereliction baa taken place; aid 
therefore, neither of the contending parties now 
before the court, by any tldng yet ahewo, have any 
claim to it whatever; and consequently, it is my 
opinion, that tlie plaintiff cannot recover. 

(X;^Judge Hanson then, immediately after, dsU* 
vered hU opinion at large, in which he differed in 
all respects from the foregoing. D<uvey,eluerjadfe, 
having been counsel in the case did not sit.

This d^y at 12 o’clock, the president of the Unit- 
ed States transmitted to both houses of congress, 
the folutwing message, by Mr. Joseph Jones Mon- 
roe, his secretary— I 

/> /oTP cititeus of the ienatf 

and ffthe hun*e of repretfntativ^.v. I 

At no period of our political existence had we. 
so mtich cause to feliciute ourselves at the pros-' 
ptroi:* and happy conffition of our country. TiiC: 
abund-mt fntits of the earth have filled it with plcn-. 
tv. An exicnsive and profitable commerce has: 
greatly augmented ♦ur revenue. The public credit [ 
has attnined ah extrjordlnaiy elevation. Our pre | 
paration for defence, in case of future Wars, from* 
which, by the experience of all nations, we ought] 
not to expect to be exempted, are advancing un-. 
der a well digested system, with all the de-tpalch I 
which s«> important a work will admit. Our free 
government, founded on the interests and aHt’ctionS| 
of the people, has gained and is daily gaining 
strength. Local jealousies are rapidly yielding to 
more generous, enlarged and enlightened views of 
national policy. For advantages so numerous, and 
highly important, it is our duty to unite in greatful 
xcknowledgementa to that Omnipotent Bemg.from 
whom tliey are derived, and in unceasing prayer,, 
that he will endow us with virtue and strength to 
maintain and hand them down, in their utmost pu . 
ri;y, to our latest posterity. I 

I have the sitUfaction to inform yon, that anar-i 
ra»>gemeni, which had been commenced by my pre- 
decessor, with the British government, for the re-' 
diiction of the naval force, by Great Britain and Ihej 
United States, on the lakes, lias been concludeds byj 
v.hich it is provided, ihatn-ither party shall keep, 
in service mi lake Ciiuniplain more than one ves- 
sel; on lake Ouiaiio, more than one; on Uke Kric 
#n<lthe upper lakes, more than two; to be armi^d. 
each with one cannon only, and that all Uie other 
nrme<i vessels of both parties, of which an exa^-t 
iial is interchanged, siutll be dismaiuled. U is also 



agreed, that the force retained shall be r««tricted, { 
in its duty, to the internal purpnaea of each party: i 

and that the arrangement shall remain in force ua- 
til six months shall have expired, xfier notice htv. 
ing been given by one of the parties to the other 
of it desire that it should terminate. By this ar- 
rangement, useless expense on both sides, and 
wh it is of still greater importance, the danger ^col- 
lision, between armed vessels, in those inland ^ 
waters, which was great, is prevented. 

I have tbe satisfaction also to atate, that the com- 
missioners under the fourth article of the treaty of 
Ghent, to whom it was referred to decide, to vhidi 
party the several blands in the bay ofPassamaquod- 
dy belonged under the treaty of one thousand s^ 
ven hundi^and eighty three, having agreed in s 
report, by which all the islands in the possession of 
each party before the late war have been decreed 
to it. The commissioners, acting utider the other 
articles of the treaty of Ghent, for the settlement of 
boimdaries, havealso been engaged in thedischarge 
of their respective duties, but have not yet com- 
pleted them. The difference which arose between 
the two governments under that treaty, respeetbw 
the right of the United States to take and cxrefi^ 
on the coast of the British provinces, north of our 
limits, Which had been secured by the treaty ofoae 
tlio'isand seven hundred and eighty three, is still io 
negociation. The proposition maefe by this govern- 
ment, lo extend to the colonies of Great Britain tbe 
principle of the convention of London, by which tbe 
commerce between the ports of the United States 
an t British ports in Kuro^e had been placed on a 
footing of equality, has been declined by the Bri- 
tish government. This subject having been thus 
amicably discussed between the two governments, 
and it appearing that the British government is un- 
willing to depart from its present regulations, K 
remains for congress to decide, whether they wUl 
make any other regulations in consequence thereof, 
lor the proteciiun ami improvement of our naviga- 
tion. 

The negociation with Spain, for .spoliations on our 
commerce, and the settlements of boundaries, re- 
mains essentially in Uie state it held in :he commu- 
nications that were made to congress by -my prede- 
cessor. It has been evidently the policy ofihe Spanish 
^vemment to keep the negocia.ion suspended, 
in tills the United Stales have acquiesced, from so 
amicable disposition towards Spain, and in the ex- 
pectation that her g >vernmenl would, from a sense 
ofjHslire, finally accede to such an arrangement as 
would he equal between the parlies. A disposi- 
tion has been lately shewn by the Spaniib-govem- 
ment lo move in the negociation, which has been 
met by this government, and should the concilUto- 
jy and frimdiy policy which has invariably guidel 
our councils, be reciprocated, a just and satisfac- 
tory arrangement may be expected. It is proper, 
however, to remark that no proposition has yet 
been made from which such a result cao be pre- 
sumed. 

It was anticipated, at an early stage, that the con- 
test between Sp un ami the colonies would become 
highly interesting to the United States. It wasna- 
lural that our citizens should sympathize in 
events which aflVcied their neighbors. It grenied 
probable, al«o, ih*l the prosecution of the coiiflict, 
along our coast, aii'! in con iguotis Countries, would 
■ >cca»'n»i;i»!ly inteirupt our conimerce. and other- 
wise afioci thu persons and properly of our citizens. 
These anticipat ioiiH have been realized, bucli injuries 
have been received fi-om persons acting under the 
authority of both the parties, and for which redrexx 
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has, in moat insUncea been withheld. Tliroujfh 
every of the conflict, the United States have 
fliainUined an impartial neurrality, giving aid to 
neither of the parties in men, money, ships or mu- 
nitions of war. 'riiey have regarded the contest, 
not in the light of an ordinary instirrection or re- 
bellion, but as a civil war between parties nearly 
equal, having, as to neutral powers, eqtial riglils.-— 
Our ports have been open to both, and every arti- 
cle, the fruit of our soil, or of the industry of our 
citizens, which either Wiis permitted to Uke, has 
been equally free to the other. Should the colonies 
establish their independence, it is proper now lu 
state, that this government neither seeks, nor would 
accept from them any advantage, in commerce or 
otherwise, which will not be equally open to all 
other nations. The colonies will, in that event, 
become independent states, free from any obliga- 
tion to, or connection with us, which it msy not 
then be their interest to form on the basis of a fair 
reciprocity, 

In the summer of the present year, an expedition 
was set on foot against East Florida, by persons 
claiming to act under the authority of some of the 
colonies, who took possession of Amelia Island, at 
the mouth of St. .Mary's river, near the boundary of 
tiie state of Georgia. As the province lies east- 
ward of the .Mississippi, and is bounded by the 
United States and the ocean on every side, and has 
been a subject of negoeiation with the government 
of Spain, as an indemnity for losses by spoliation, 
or in exchange for territory, of equai value, west- 
ward of the Mississippi, a f»cU.wcl) known to the 
world, it excited surprize, that any countenance 
should be given to this measure by any of the colo- 
nies. As it would be difhcult to reconcile it with 
the* frieu<ily relations existing between the United 
Stales and the colonies, a doubt was entertained, 
wheilier it had been authorized by them, or any of 
them. This doubt has gained strength, by the cir- 
cumstances which have unfutded themselves in the 
prosecution of the enterprise, which have marked 
it as a mere private, unauthorized adventure. Pro- 
jected and commenced with an incompetent force, 
reliance seems to have been placed on what might 
be drawn, in dtflance of o»ir laws, from within our 
limits; and of late, as their resources have failed, 
it has assumed a more ntarked character of un- 
friendliness to us, the isUiul being msdeachaunei 
for the illicit iniroduption of slaves from Africa in- 
to the United States, an asylum for fugitive slaves 
from the neighboriiig states, and a port fur smug- 
fling of every kind. 

A similar establishment was made, at an earlier 
period, by persons of the same description, in the 
Gulpb of Mexicb, at a place called Galvezton, with 
in the limits of the United HUtes, as we contend, 
tnder the cession of Louisiana. Tbit enlerprizt 
has been marked in a more signal manner by all tiie 
objectionable circumstances which characterized 
the other, and more psrtictilarly by the equipment 
of privateers, which hsve annoyed om* commerce, 
and by smuggling. These csfciblishmcnts, if evti 
sanctioned by any authority whatever, which is not 
believed, have abused their trust, and forfeit^ all 
claim to consideration. A just regard for the rights 
and interests of me United S ates required tha 
they should be suppressed, and orders have accord 
inglybeen issued to that efl’ect. The imperious con- 
siderations which produced this measure will be ex- 
plained to the parties whom it n>ay, in any degree 
coicern. 

1'oobtiun correct mf« rma'io on every subject in 
which tlie UniteJ Sutet are udercoteti; tosaspire 



jiiat sentiments in all persons in authority, on either 
side, of our friendly disposition, so far as it may 
comport with an impartial neutrality; and to secure 
proper respect to our commerce in every port, and 
from evei7 flag, it has been thought proper to send 
a ship of war, with three distinguished citizens, 
along the southern coast, with instruction to touch 
at such ports as they may And most expedient for 
these purposes. With the existing authorities, with 
those m the possession of, and exercising the sove- 
reignty, must the communication be held; from 
them alone can redress for psst injuries, committed 
by persona acting under them, be obtained; by 
tliem alone can the commission of the like, in fu- 
ture, be prevented. 

Our relations with the other powers ofP.uropehsve 
experienced no essential change since the last ses- 
sion. In our intercourse witli each, due attention 
continues to be paid to tb^ protection of our com- 
merce, and to every otli»*r object in which the Unit- 
ed States are intereateu. A •crong hope is enter- 
tained, that by adhering to the maxims of a lust a 
candid and friendly policy, we may long preserve 
amicable relations with all tbepowers of Europe, on 
conditions advantageous and honorable to our 
country. 

With the Barbary states and the Indian tribes, 
our pacific relations have been preserved. 

In calling your attention to the internal concerns 
of our country, the view which they exhibit is pe- 
culiarly grati^ing. The payments which have 
been made into the treasury show the very produc- 
tive state of the public revenue. After satisfying 
the appropriations made by law for the support of 
the civil government and of the military and naval 
establishments, embracing suitable provision for 
fortification and for the gradual increase of the na- 
vy, pa>ing the interest of the public debt, and ex- 
tinguishing more than eighteen millions of the prin- 
cipal, within the present year, it is citimaied that 
a balance of more than six millions cf dullan will 
remain in tlic treasury on the first day of Janusrv, 
applicable to tlie current service of the ensuintr 
year. 

The payments into the treasury during the year 
one thousand eight hundred and eighteen, on ac- 
count of imports and tonnage, resulting principally 
fi*oni duties which have accnied in the present ) ear, 
may be fairly esunialcd aUtwenty mtilkms of dol- 
lars; intern^ revemies, at two millions five hun- 
dred thousand; public lands, at one million five 
hundred thousand: bank dividends and incidental 
receipts, at five hundred thousand; making in the 
whole twenty-four millions and five hundred thou- 
land dollars. 

The annual {lermanent expenditure for the sup- 
port of the civil government, and of the armv and 
oavy, aa now eatablUbed by law, amounts to eUven 
millions eight hundred thousand dollars; and for 
the sinking fund, to ten millions; making in the 
whole, iwenty-one millions eight hundred thou- 
•land dollars; leaving an annual excess of revenue 
!>e>ond thq expenditure, of two millions seven 
hundred ihousMid dollars, exclusive of the balance 
estimated to be in the treartiry on the first day of 
January, one thousand eight hundred and eighteen. 

Ill the pi tsenl state of the treasury, the whole 
of the Louisiana debt may be redeemed in thryear 
■ne thousand fight hundred and nineeen; after 
which, it ti e public 'ebi continues as it now is, above 
par, there w lU he annually about five millains of the 

'liking finul im# xpcmlfd, un'il the year one thou- 
s nd eight hundred md iV'en*y-fiv% when the loan 
of one thousand tight hucdrul and iweive and the 
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stock erected by fundu>|^ treasury notcdi will br 
redceTnable. 

It is also estimated that the Mississippi stock 
will be discharged during the year one thousand 
tight hundred and nineteen, from the proceeds of 
the public lands assigned to that object, after 
which the receipts from those lands will annually 
add to the public revenue the sum of one million 
five hundred thousand dollars, making the perma 
pent annual revenue amount to twenty sii millions 
of dollars, and leavings annual excess of res’enue, 
after the year one thousand eight hundred and 
oineteen, beyond the permanent authorised expen« 
ditiire, <ir more than four millions of dollars. 

Cy the last returns to the department of war 
the militia force of the seveml stales may be esti- 
mated at eight htindred thousand men, infantr)*, 
artillery and cavalry. Great part of this force is 
armed, and measures are taken to arm the whole. 
An improvement in the organization and discipline 
of the militia, is one of the great objects wbidi 
olaims the unremitted attention of congress. 

The regular force amounts nearly to the number 
required by law, and is stationed along the Atlan- 
tic and inland frontiera. 

Of the naval force, it has been necessary to main- 
tain strong squadrons in the biediterranean and in 
tl>e Gtilph uf Mexico. 

Frum several of the Indian tribes, inhabiting the 
country bordering on lake Krie, purchases have 
been made of lands on conditions very favorable to 
tbe United Suits, and, as it ia presumed, not leas 
00 to the tribes themselves. 

By these purchases, the Indian title, with nu>dc- 
rate reservations, has been extinguished to the 
whole of the land within the state of Ohio, and to 
a great p.«rt of that in Michigan territory, and of 
the stale of Indiana. From the Cherokee tribe a 
tract has been purchased in the state of Georgia, 
and an arrangement made, by which, in excitar.ge 
for lands beyond the Mississippi, a great part if not 
the whole of the land belonging to the tribe, eatt- 
W'ard of that river in tlie slate uf North Carolinj, 
Georgia and Tennessee, and in the AUbama terrl- 
tor)', will soon be acquired. By these acquisitions, 
and others that may reasonably be expected soon 
to follow, we shall be enabled to extend our settle* 
ments from tlie inhabited parts of Ute state of Ohio, 
along lake Erie, into the .Michigan territory, and to 
connect our settleme- ts by degrees, through the 
atate of Indiana sud the lilmuts territory, to that of 
Missouri. A similar and equally advantagt'^us I'fTict 
Will toon be produced to the south, throtigii the 
wliole extent of tlie states and territory w hich border 
on the waters emptying into the Misrisiippi and the 
blubile. In this progreas, which the rights of na 
ture demand, and nuitii>>g can prevent, narking a 
growth, rwpid and gigantic, it is uur duty to make 
new efihrta f>r the prtservuiinn, improvement and 
civilization of the native inhabitant. The hunter 
Stale can exist only in the vasi, uncultivated desert. 
U yields to tlie more dense and compact form, and 
greater force of civilized population: ^nd of right 
it ought to yield, for the eartli was given to man- 
kind to support the greatest niimber of which it is 
capolile, and no tribe or people have a right to with 
bold from the wants uf others more than is neces 
sary for tiieir own support and comfort. It is gr.. 
tifying to know that the reservation of land mudt* 
by the treaties wiJi Uic tribes on lake Eric, were 
made witli a view to individual ownership among 
tlient, and to the culilvation uf the soil by all, and 
Dial an annual stipend hui been pledged to auppty 
Ulrir 9ibei: wants. U will meru the considenusoA of 



congress, whether other provision, not stipulated by 
the treaty, ought to be made for these tribes and fw 
*he advancement of the liberal and humane pulley 
of the United States towards all the tribes wiMili 
our limits, and more particularly for their impruv* 
ment in the arts <if civilised life. 

Among the advantages incident to ttiese purcHa* 
set, and to those which have nreeeded, tbesetu* 
rity which may thereby be xfTorded m our inland 
frontiers, it peeiiliarly important. With a !itrof)g 
harrier, consiating of our own people, thus pUniH 
on the lakes, the .Mississippi and the .Mobile, wHk 
the protection to be derive ' from the regular forte, 
Indian hostilities, if they do not altogethtr eea<e, 
will hencefortli lose their terror. Fortifications ia 
those auarters, to any extent, will not l>e neerMa* 
ry, and the expense attending them may be saved. 
A people Bccui*omed to the use of fire arms oslv, 
as the indi'in tribes are, will shun even mnderate 
jvorks, whirh are defended by cannon. Great for* 
tifiralions will, therefore, be requisite only, in fii* 
ture, along the coast, and at some points in the 
interior, connected with it. On these will the safe* 
tv of towns, and the commerce of otir great rivm, 
from the bay of Fundy to the Mississippi, depend. 
On these, therefore, should tbe utmost sttentkn, 
»kill and labor, be bestowed. 

A considerable and rapid augmentation in the 
value of all the public lands, proceeilingfron ’hrse 
and other obvious causes, may hrnceforwanl ben* 
pected. The diflicultiea attending early enriiyrs* 
tiona, will be dissipated even in the most remote 
parts. Several new states have been admitted isle 
our union, to the w*est and south, and lerriiorid ^ 
vemments, happily organized, established ove 
every other portion in which there ia rucant bnd 
for sale. In terminating Indian hostilities, as imuC 
»oan be done, in a formidable shape at least, the 
emigration, which has heretofore been great, will 
probably increase, and the demand for land, and 
the augmentation in its value, be in like proportios. 
The great increase of our population tlirouyhout 
the union will alone produce an important raect, 
and in no quitrter will it be so sensibly felt as in those 
in contemplation. Tbe public lands are a piAlie 
fiotk, which ought to be disposed of to tbe best 
udvi.ntage for the nation. The nation should, theret 
f>rr, derive the profit proceeding from tbe contiavil 
"ije in their value. F.very encouragement should be 
given to the emigrants, cursistent with a fair eoov* 
petition between them, but that competition alamld 
operate in the first sale to the advantage of rhe os- 
ion rather than of imlivlduaU. Great capitalists 
will derive all the benefit incident to their superiar 
wealth, under any mode of sale which may be ^opt- 
ed. But if, locking forward to the rise in the value of 
the public lands, they should have ’he opporttmity 
r.f amassing, at a low price, v.tst bodies in thrir 
hands, the profit will accrue to them, and notfo 
tne public. They would also have the power, ii 
Uiat degree, to control the emigration and settle* 
ment in such a manner sa their opinion of tbeff re- 
spective interests might dirtate. 1 submit ibis 
Kubp’Ct to the consideration of congress, that suck 
further provision may be mode on the sale of the 
publie lands, with a view to the public interest, 
dioiildany be deemed expedient, os in iheir judg- 
mem may be best adopted to tbe object. 

When we consider ihe vast extent of terril«T 
within the United States, the great arorumt and va- 
lue of i«a prodiicliona, the coi nectioii of iii p^ta, 
iiul other circumstances, on u hich their proaperity 
.•nd happiness d«^eiu), we cannot fail lo enterUtfl 
high aensv of the advantage to he derired (sem 
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course between them by mHns of good roads andu 
csnaU. Never did a country of such vast eztcnt|| 
offer equal inducements to improvements of thisi^ 
kind, nor ever were contequeoces of such fiiagni*’ 
(ude involved m them. As this subject was acted 
on by congress at the last session, and there may be 
a disposition to r;vive it at present, I have brought 
it into view for the purpose of communicating my 
sentiments on a very important circumstance con- 
nected with it, with that freedom and candor which 
t regard for the public interest and a proper respect 
for congress require — A difference of opinion has 
existed, from the first formation of our constitu- 
tion to the present time, among our most enlight 
ened and virtuoua citizens, respecting the right of 
congress to establish such a system of improve- 
ment. Taking into view the trust with which I am 
now honored, it would be improper, after what has 
passed, tl?at this discussion should be revived, with 
an uncertainty of ray opinion respecting the right. 
Uisregafding early tmprcssionB, 1 tiuvc bestowed on 
the aiibject all llie deliberation which its great im- 
portance, and ajosL sense of my duty, required — 
sod the result is a settled conviction in my mind, that 
congress do no', possess tlie right. It is not con- 
tained in any of the specified powers granted to 
congress; nor can I consider it incidental tu, or a 
necrcsary mean, viea*e<l on the most liberal seal*-, 
for carrying into effect any of the powers which sre 
sp'?cificslly gr:uued. lit cummanicating this result, 

1 cautiol resist llic obligation wliicJi 1 feel to sug- 
gest to congress the propriety of recommending to 
tbe states the adoption of an amendment to the 
eoustituiioo, which shall give to congreas tbe right 
in question. In ctises of doubtful conslruction, es- 
ptaally of such vital interest, it comports with the 
nature and origin of our insiUutionH, and will con- 
tribtUe nutch to preserve them, to apply to our con- 
stituents for an explicit grunt of the power. tVe 
may confidently reiy, that if it appears u> their sa- 
tis^cium tliat Uie power is neccssar}, it will be 
granted. 

In this case I am happy to observe, that exj^- 
rience has afTordCsl tlie most ample proof of i\» 
utility, and that the benign spirit of conciliation 
and harmony, which now manifests itself through- 
out our union, promises to such a recommendation 
the most prompt and favorable result. 1 tliink pro- 
per to sugg<*st also, in case this measure is sdopted, 
Liat 'll be recommended to the states to include, 
in tlM. amendment sought, a right . i congress to 
iustitutc, likewise, seminaries of learning, for the 
ail important purpose of diffusing knowledge 
among our fellow civizens throughout tlie United 
hiaiea. 

Our manufactories will require the continued at 
tention of congress. Tbe capital e.itploycd i»: 
tJiem U coiuiderabie, and the knowledge required 
in the machinery and fabric of all the iiiost useiid 
manufactures, is of great value. — rheif preserva- 
tion, which depends oil d-ie encour:<ip-meul, is con- 
nected with the high interests of »hc nation. 

Altiiotigh the progress of the puiilic buihlings 
has been as favorable as circuinsuinces have per- 
mitted, it IS to be regrtUed the Cipiiol is not yet 
hi a aiate to receive you. I'here is gooil cause to 
presume, that tbe two wings, tliconly parts as yet 
co.iiiucttced, will be prepared fortnav purpose ine 
next acasion. The time seems now to have arrived, 
Wiiea U*i» «ubj.ct may be dcerneil worthy the at- 
teutiua of coijjrcss, on a scale adequate to natioual 
purpuaes. T le cunipletion of the middle building 
viJii aeceasary w Uie aouvanlent accemmudauon 



belonging to it. It is evident that the other public 
buildings are altogether insufficient for tlie accom- 
modation of the several executive departments; aome 
of whom are much crowded, and even subject to the 
necessity of obtaining it in private buildings at some 
distance from the head of the department, and with 
inconvenience to the management of Uiepublic busi- 
ness Most nations have taken an interest and a pride 
in the improvement and ornament of their metropo- 
lis, and none were more cniispinioiis in that respect 
than tbe ancient republics. The policy which dic- 
tated the estxbUshment of a permanent residence 
for the natioral governtnen’, and the spirit in which 
it was commenced and has been prosecuted, show 
that such improvement was thought worthy the at- 
tention of this natioB. Its central position betwcea 
the northern and southern extremes of our union, 
and its approach to the west, at the head ofa great 
navigable river, which interlocks witli the western 
waters, prove the wisdom of the councils which 
established it. 

Nothing appears to be more reasonable and pro- 
per, than that convenient accommodation should 
be provided, on a well digested plan, for the heads 
of the several departments, and for the attorney 
general; and it is believed ibat the piilic ground in 
the ci‘ 4 . applied to these objects, will be fbund am- 
ply sufiicie.n. I submit thU subject to the consi- 
deration of congress, that such provision maybe 
made in it, as to them may seem proper. 

In comemplating the happy siluulionofthe Unit- 
ed States, our attention is drawn, with peculiar 
interest, to the surviving officers and .soldiers of 
our revolutionary army, who so eminently contri- 
billed, by their services, to lay its foimdation. 
Most of those very meritorious citizens have paid 
the debt of nature and goi^c to repose. It is be- 
lieved, tliat among the survivors, there are some 
not provi<!ed fur by existing Uws, wlio are reduced 
to indigence, and even to real distress. 'I'he&e 
men have a claim on the gratitude of their country, 
and it will do honor to their countr) to provide for 
them. — ’I’he Upse of a few y^ars more, and the op- 
poriuniiy will be forever lost; indeed, so long al- 
ready has been the interval, tliat the number to be 
benrfitted by any provision which may be made, 
will not be great. 

It appearing in a satisfactory msnner that the re- 
venue arising from imposts and tonnage, and from 
tlie sale of the public lands, will be fully adequate 
to tlie supporlof the civil govenunent, of the pre- 
sent military and naval establishments, including 
tbeanual augmentation of the latter, to the extent 
provided for, to the payment of the interest on the 
public debt) and to the exti ignuhnicnt of it at the 
times au'iior'zfd, without tlie aid of tlie internal 
uxes, 1 consider it my duty to rccorqmend to con- 
gress their repeal. To impose taxes, when the 
public exigences require them, is an obligation of 
the must a.icrr<l character, (Specially with a free 
pe »plc. The faithful fulfilment of it is anif rg the

Since the new order of things U\e Russians hare 
borrowed from Europe not only its higher sciences, 
but all the familiar means diffusing just such 
kno\ricdge as the government miglit find to be 
profitable. The Petersburgh Gazette, the oldest 
in Iluasia, luis been publishrd in Russia, and Ger- 
man, under the academy of sciences, embracing ail 
foreign affairs, and such commercial notices sttbe 
interest and convenierce of commerce might re- 
quire. The Northport or New Gazette, twice i 
week, began in 1809 under the minister of the inte- 
rior, f<»r tlie purpose of the police, and for such 
other objects as the tranquility of Knssia miebt 
admit. The Russian Invalid, which had as iis&t 
object military affars, appeared in 1813, continued 
till 1815, and contained all tbe militarr arrange- 
menu and documenta of eke aspire, whn such «se 
of the papers of Hamburg and Berlin as might fill- 
fil its purpose. To this was added tlie Patriot, which 
appeared in 1812, and continued till the end of 1811 
Its editor belonged to the Petersburg school esta- 
blishment, and its object was for political, histori- 
cal and literary information. It contained many ar- 
ticles which might assist the history and geography / 
of Russia, as well a.s of the state of the press in tbit 
country. The Spirit of the Times, was also another 
pnper which appc:»red weekly in 1815, of wbicli tbe 
object was geiuTtl, but it U said to hare conuined 
inieresting original documents, 'flic persons to 
whom these papcr.-> were committed, were persons 
of reputation, and under protection of the goverr- 
mcui. Such publications were not confined lo Pt- 
ier>»burg. At .Moscow in lbl5, several paper* a|v 
peared. Alrea !y in 18u2 had been published tbe 
European Herald, from Ki>ran*zin, ibe celebrated 
poet and traveller, and afterwards by oUrt haitdi. 
—In this work was much Ituralnre, hUtory sod 
11*1011 information. Besides this, at thesamsplace 
was the Russian Herald, under major Clinks, con- 
taiuipf^ much domestic infomation, with all tbe ar- 
dor ot national attachment. The Moscow Nes's- 
puper, a common paper, twice a week, was under 
the dii eclion of the University. In Astracan, twice 
a week appeared the Oriental Advertiser, a poliii- 
cal and literary p..per in the Russ and .Armenian. 
I'he Cason Advertiser was well conducted, and a]»- 
peored ivnce a week, and wa-s under the auilu riiy of 
the University at Hetersburg. In Cliarkow waslthe 
Ukraine Herald, a literary paper from the yottli of 
the Utiivei'stty. Another p^per also appeared in 
this p!. ce called Democriius iu Charkow, a month- 
ly satirical paper from a tt;«ciier in tiiat place. In 
Riga was a Buss weekly p per, imdt r the direction 
t f some distiogfdahed ]ier>>ims in Out pl^ice, direct- 
d to all the onjeci- of the common uewapaperii n 
oUicr pans of Europe. 
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Q^The congrets of the Uniletl States appears 
redly to hive met for the **detfK^tck 0/ lnmne»$V — 
Nerer before, perhaps, at so earlv a period of the 
session, and in such a time as tlie present, were 
their proceeding so interesting as 90W. We shall 
take care to keep a correct journal of affairs trans* 
acted at Washington. 

The momentary pressure of documentary arti- 
cles, with the proceedings of congress, messages of 
governors of states, &c. excludes several things of 
<ntr irwn manufacture^ and a very considerable maaii 
of Biiscellaneous matter. But, it is our frtt pur- 
pose to preserve such articles; and, assisted by a 
supplement or two, we shall soon relieve our files 
of them, and find room for those alluded to.

In discharge of my duty in conformity to the es 
tsbiisbed custom of al) my predecessors in ofRce, I 
irenture to address a few remarks to you upon the 
commencement of your legislative labors. The 
happy constitution under which we live has most 
wisely tmivided against the innumerable evils which 
would have resulted from blending executive, le> 
gislative and judicial powers and duties.

Resolved, That the president of the United States 
be requested to lay before the house of representa- 
tives such information as he may possess and think 
proper to communicate, relative to the indepen- 
dence and political condition of tlie province* of 
Spenish America. 

The resolution having been retd~ 

Mr. Robertson said, tliat he supposed there 
would be no objection to the adoption of tiie resolu- 
tion which be had just submitted to the conside- 
ration of the house. He found, from the late mes- 
sage of the president, that the attentioii of the 
h<mse, as well as of the nation,, had been, in a gene- 
ral way, directed to the situation of the provinces 
of Spanish America. The president bad observed 
too, and very truly that the citizens tif the Unit- 
ed Slates sympathized in the events which,' uf- 
fected their neighbors. Mr. R. said, that, as far 
back as the year 1811, tltis subject had excited 
considerable interest; that a committee bad beta 
rabed; the declaration oflndcpendence and the cu.i 
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ilimUon of Venezuelt, with other iiifornution, 
liid before it by the then president, and a report on 
them submitted to the bouse. TUe report, among 
other things, capressed much good will towanla the 

Venezueleans, and an intention to acknowledge their 
imlependence whenever that independence should 
be achieved. From tliat time till Uie present, si 
lence had been observed in regird to the sff.irs of 
that part of the continent. The reason was obvious; 
we were soon afer engaged in war willi England, 
and since the peace our own pressiug concerns bad 
occupied our attention. 

The president has spoken, air, of the intereat and 
the sympathy we feel in the aOsirs of our toutbem 
neighbors. Perhaps it roav be said with truth, that 
no subject excites throughout the civilized world a 
stronger interest than the contast in which the 
provinces of Spanish America are engaged. Every 
wind that blows waPs to our ahores the schemes 
and speculations of European statesmen and poli- 
ticiansi from the frozen rej'ions of the norlli to the 
milder clim»*s of the peninsula, it elicitn remark 
and commands attention. Even Alexander, he who 
indites epistles about peace and bible societies, 
while he whrts ll e sword ofhaltlc and prepare* the 
weapons of destruction, he, it is said, is about to 
ftimish his Cossacks to add to the horrors of, as it 
is already called, the war ofdeatli. The thunder* 
of the pope too, the head of the Christian church, 
began to ne be.4rd, and no doubt we shall soon set 
his anathemas giving up the pe^le of Souih Ame- 
rica, body and soul, to the punuhmenU due here 
and hereafter to the crimes of rebellion and repub 
licanism. Tf, then, to governments across the At- 
Untie, the situation of this people be thus interest 
ing, surely it is not a matter of surprise that the 
citizens* of the United Stales should with some so- 
licitude turn thrir altenlion toward* iJiem. Every 
repubFican in the United SUtca must lament their 
disasters and exult in their triumphs: they do but 
follow llic example wc have set them; wc owe our 
glory and mir fame to resistance to arbitrary pow- 
er, and the people of Spanish America,, and all 
Olivers growing under oppression must owe th«r 
elevj*tinn and worth of character to the same cir- 
cumstance. They do but f.Uow in our fooUteps; 
it i* in vain to deny or diguisc the fact; it U known 
throughoulthe world— whateverofinj my despotism 
or priestcraft have stislained, whether from the re- 
volution of France, or that whicli now, 1 hope, Bou- 
rishes in our hemisphere, is laid to the account of 
our glorious revolution, and the excellent princi- 
ples of our constitution. 

It is to be regretted, Mr. Speaker, that our ac- 
quakiUnce with Uie people of Spanish America ia 
not more particular and intimate than it ia: we en- 
terUm but one sentiment abonl them— our feelings 
are all in unison; yet we differ and dispute on a varie- 
ty of points which it is desirable should be no longer 
suffered to remain in doubt.

Every community hat Its general and focal m* 
tercftSi and they are so intim.iteiy connect'd, that 
if the one be neglected, the oUicr wilt he eff'ectHI 
by it. This remark seems to be fully exemplified 
by the course heretofore adopted by tlie legihlaiurU 
of Oliio r^alive to the public roads of the sUic. 
Nothing is more evident, than that permanent roads 
from the river Ohio to the L.k-, and from ca.nt to 
west titrough the state, would be of great tmpin*t> 
ance to the whole suiw— }ot the funds and lsb<j? 
of the xtate lu>w bqeo applied tp local pui 
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and many road* opened wluoh are uoi only uaolean 
but burdensome. If ilie money and labor thus loai 
to the community* had been applied to Uie con- 
filrticUon of permanent roads in proper directions. 
We should now feel the good efTocts of such an ex- 
pendi’nre. 

Wi'h thit riew ofthis important subject* 1 should 
not discharge my duty if I did i<o‘ ag.-iiti recom- 
mend most earnestly to your co .siJ -raiiun the pro* 
priety of changing tme manner of appropri ttiiig Uie 
Arec per cent fond -nd that il» with sucu other 
flmds as the legisUture may deem proper* be ap*

To de 
pend on those of others* wnen bv the exercise of 
feotKimy and industry we have the means of sup- 
plying O'tr own wsn'.si-'Uever fails to produce the 
Worst ertects. Since the Uie War the natioti has 
been inundated with the manufactures of foreign 
eountrles. It' in our intercourse with oilier nations 
we could on our pari give in exchangeauch art idea 
^ we can grow ormaiiufacUtre most advantageously* 
&r such others as our comtori And eoovenience 
may require;— such a course of rxrhange would 
Operate beueAcially.— Bui if for the solid products 
And labor of the country expurted, and far 6sya/u/ 
fr* articles of luxury and siipei fiuity are introduced 
into the countryi — the necessary tendency is to im- 
poverish and weaken it. 

In A newly settled country like ours* where 
Agriculture nmy be carried on to so much advan- 
tege* and where labor is so much in aemand* it 
•Aonot be expected that manufactures can be car 
ried on generally to the same extent and airanuge 
As in other countries long settled and very popu* 
lous( yet experience pros'cs that manufactming in 
arany branches is carried on with success and great 
advantage to the country, and what we do manu- 
Ikcttire ts belter genci-ally than that which we im- 
port. Ihsiaat ax tliia state is from the seaboard— 
Abounding with the means of producing moat of 
the raw materials out of which a gtral proportion 
•T the ankles wtiich either uur convenience or com- 
fert requires* can be manufactured. And when wi* 
Aonaider further that whatever is maniifuciured 
among oiiraelres* U free of the expense of duty 
Aiid transportathn, H is our duty at all times* hut 
aspecially at the present* to ezumine our own re* 
sourcca and bring mem into action and use. Willi 
these impressions I considc'r it my duty* gentle- 
men to Call yonr attention to this imporuiit subject* 
ami fo recommend to your cousuuiira'ion the pro- 
priety of giving by TW-r own example in the use ot 
Vie niaiiufaciured aruclea of the state, and by suc:> 
•wthfar means us in your wisdom you may deem ex- 
'dient* the fir- per eneouragaoent to nianufactur* 
g in the sta;e. 

Siitce the Uat session of the general assembly 
Aoinmissloners appointed for toa purpose by Uie 
presiJent of the United St*les, have, it is said* 
, concluded a treaty with Uie Indians who claimed 
Uie north western comer of the stale; by whicJi it 
.ia unders^oo 1 that nearly ail the lands Maimed by 
them NriihiA the limiis-of Ohio have been ceded 



to the United States. So soon as (his treaty ig 
ratifted, the jiirisdiclinn of the state will be ex- 
tended and require legiaUtive provisiens; ss there 
is every reason to believe that so sooo as this bed 
I* brought into market it will be setUed with great 
rapidity. 

T..e constitution of the state has been m oper»> 
tion for fifteen year'; and most of its general pro- 
vi'ikxis in favor of equal rights and for the perpetoa- 
tion of a free government* are such ax we* and these 
who come after us I sincerely hope, will always 
support. When it mm adopted oor popolalion did 
not exceed' eighty thousana* and there were only 
nine counties. The Increase of the population since 
to St least half A million, and the counties lofcr^ 
eiglit, have exceeded all catculaiioni and expan* 
enee has clearly proved that some of its provisioni, 
thought well e.tfcuUted fbr a populatiorvless numei« 
out, have become burdensome and indeed cannot 
be ez*cuteH, in consequence of our ^reat inei'caiA 
of populatiun. Keiihrr c<in it be disguised froM 
even a co tmron observer that (o support the staid 
gL^vemment is so e.rpensive fbr the want pf A ^nfe 
of some of the provisions of the conftltut!ei| 
to make it necessary ta continue a rate of tataiM% 
whioli is not only becoming burdensome to us s8» 
but prevents the representatives of tlie peopl e Iky 
poxiessinr the iTfeaus of m.iking internal impru^ 
meiits ann adopting other reguiotionA for the con> 
mon benefit of the state. 

Believing as I do, that with the ezteflflaA if

It is truly gratifying to the American tol 
contrast the situation of the United States and 
of the several states, with the condition ol 
tilings that exists in the foreign countries with 
whicn we a e tiest acquainted, and to whose 
“ancient and venerable institutions," (as the 
kingcraft and priestcraft that abound in them 
have been ludicrously called) some are arcus- 
tomed to look for example and comparison.

How differently are tee conditioned.’ Thel 
pi'csident, in his late message, recommends 
t!ie abolition of the internal toasts, and yet the 
secretary of the treasury seems doubtful as toj 
the manner in which he may apply a surplus 
revenue to the best advantage — seeing that 
there cannot be any regular demand for it, 
that the public debt is above par, and tliat the 
public creditois cannot be compelled to re- 
ceive their money for seve-al years to conie. 
&c. But It is probable “something may turn 
up” to relieve us of this burtlien! 

The messages* from the governors of the 



• riiesc mcKS.ges are generally very interesting 
for their correct reasonings and truly republican 
simplicity. But on this occasion — on ptiblisliing the 
last message that we ever expect to receive from

tlieir abode and all the Virtues flonrish — be- 
cause moil supports the dignity that beloi^ to 
his creation after (iod's own ims^i' and re- 
spect is tendere.1 only to superior uiteUiaeke 
and goodness: no kissing of the bloated faaadt 
of kingly debauchees, or licking. of the feet nf 
pamperM priests — the sceptre is broken, and 
the mitre rent; but civil orJc: reigns and IhiIt 
I Religion has her honest votaries.

Trb committee, to whom were referred so much 
of the president's message as relates to roads, 
canals, and semmaries' lesming, respectfully 
repertf in part that they have taken into considers* 
tion the subject referred to them, and bestowed 
on it that attention to which, by its importance, 
it is so eminently entitled. Involving, as it is sup. 
posed, a great constitutionsl auestioo on the one 
hand, and intimately connectea, on the other, with 
the improrement, the prosperity, the union, and 
the happiness of the Uni'eil States, it presents the 
fairest elnims to enndid and diligent investigation. 
Xor it it without additional interest from the 
division of opinion to which it has heretofore given 
rise between the • xectitivc and legislative branchea 
of th^ govemmem; a diffVrerce, which in the in. 
dulgenee of the rights of free opinion, will be still 
i>u^ to exist between the sentiments promulgated 
in the message of the president, and theme which 
wiU be advanced by your committee in this report; 
nor .do th^v conceive, that the expression in the 
foessage of^ the president of an opinion unfavorable 
to the constitutional powers of the general govern- 
ment should be permitted to have any Influence on 
the disposition congress to legislate sn this m* 
tercsting subject For, if the eonstiittttoaal ma. 
jority of the two housea should differ with the 
executive department, the opinion of the latter, 
however res|^etabls, must yield to such an ex. 
measion of (AetV will. On the other hand, if from 
de£erence to an opinion promulgated in an execu- 
tive eommitnication, congress should refrain from 
entering upon the eonsinfration of a question in. 
voWing constitutional doctrine, it might happen, 
tlat the opinion of the president would prevent 
the enaction of a taw, even though there should 
be the constitutional majority of two tbirds of both 
housea in its favor- Thus, by the introduction of 
such a practice, the presidential vets would ac- 
quire a force unknown to the constitution, and the 
legislative body would he ahorn of itsfmwers from 
a want of confidence in its strength, or from India- 
position to exert it. Wliilsl your committee are 



prrft-ctly aware that nothing like this is contem* 
plated by the executive branch of the government 
they presume the house of represcniatives wil* 
scrupulously avoid a course, which may be con' 
•^tnied into a dereliction of their privileges. They 
deem it, therefore, not improper to offer some cotK- 
siderations upon the question of the constitutional 
powers of the getieral government to pass laws for 
the improvement and conatruction of roada and 
C;u).-.1s, with the consent of the states. 

As it is obvious, however, that these several sub- 
jects of legislation do not rest upon the same 
foundations, and that one of these may be within 
the sphere of the constitutional powers of congress, 
wdiilst the others may belong exclusively to the 
states, it is proposed to treat them separately, and 
the subject of die improvement and construction 
of public roads, which appears to your committee 
moat clearly to be reducible to the powers vested 
in die general government, will be first taken into 
consideniti<>n. 

An accurate attention 'o the real pehti of differ- 
ence on this subject will ^ealh' contribute to free 
the controversy from unimportant and irrelevant 
ctmaiderations. To attain this, we hxve only to 
compare what is manifestly ailmitted on the one 
ihand, with what is claimed and contended for on 
tilt other. 

The laws of antecedent congresses, apprpved by 
successive executive magistrates, snd the sets of 
the executive mAgistrates themselves, will be 
resorted to, as affor'ling evidence of whst may be 
regarded as conceded to be within the powers 
of the general guvernment. The commend ibic 
jealousy which Uiey have manifested of all enoro.icb- 
ments on stite power, and their scnipulous adher> 
ence to 'he roost rigid principles of construction, 
in the interpretation of the constitution, affords 
a sure guarantee, that more has not been admitted 
than may fniriy be assumed to be within the pro- 
visions of that instrument. Taking, then, the acts 
of both of the legislative and execut ive branches 
of the government for our guide, wc sliall find it 
ciearlpr admitted that'there are tome eatet at leatt, 
in which the general government possesses the con- 
stitutional prmlege of constructing and improving 
roada through the several states. 

Thus, by the act of the 39lh of March, 1806 
confirmed, amended and enlarged by snbaeqiieAt 
acts, a road was directed to be laid out and con* 
Btrueted from Oimberland* in the state of Mary*- 
land, to the state of Ohk>, opon obtaining the con- 
sent of the states through which it should pass. 
The fund provided for this noble undertaking, waa 
to consiat of the proceeds of the sales of certain 
lands, the property of the United States, in the 
state of Ohio; so that this act furnishes the double 
silmissinn, tlut **roads may be laid out by con- 
gress through the several states, with their con- 
sent;” and Uiat the expenses of constructing such 
roads may eonstiiutionally be defrayed out of the 
funds of ^e United States. The act was approved 
by the president in office, in 1806, and other acts 
confirming, amending and enlarging it, were pats,, 
ed by subsequent legislatures, in the years 1810, 
1811, and 1815, and approved by the president, in 
jflUce. at those periods: nay, more, the three last 
acta contained appropriations to the amount of 
310,000 dollars, payable out of any moneys in the 
tr*-HSUty, but rtimbursableout ef the Ohio fund — a 
fund which might or might not prove adequate, and 
which, in point of fact, is believed hitherto to have 
been insufficient.

Nor is there uny danger that such a power Will 
Se 'ibused, ^hile the vigor of representative respon- 
Mbility remahit unimpared. ^ It is on this princi- 
ple that the framers oftbe constitution mainly 
hml for the protection of the public purse. It Wks 
i s.ife reliance, ft Wai manifest that there was no 
'(her subject on which rcpresonfktive responaibni-^ 
y would be so great. On the other band, while 
this principle was calculated lu prevent abuses In 
the appropriations of public mouey, it waa equally 
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to give at eitenslve diacretioa to the le- 
giflative body in the dispoal’ioo of the revenues; 
Mnce no buanan foresight could discern, nor humar. 
indiMtry eminaerate, the infinite variety of purposes 
to vhich the public money ru>ght advanugeuusly 
and legitimately be applied. The attempi would 
bivebeen to UgUUuet not to frame a ee/utitutiom to 
t l)resee and provide apreificsdly for the wants of 
future generations, not to frame a rule of conduct 
for the legislative body. Hence proceeds U*e use 
ofthia general phrase in relation to the purposes to 
which the revenues may be applied; whilal the fra- 
mers of the instrument, in the clause which con- 
eludes the enumerati 0 n of fttv/ert, acrupulously avoid 
the use of so cnnipreheosive an expression, and 
con6ne themselves to the grant of such incidental 
power as might be both **necessary and proper** to 
the exercise of the specified powers. 

Nor is it conceived, that this construction of the 
constitution it calculated to give that unlimited 
extent to the powers of the f^eral government, 
which ^ some seems to have been apprehended. 
There iS'a distinction between the power to appro- 
priate money for a purpose and a power to do the 
aet for which it is appropriate 1: and if so, the ati- 
thorky to impropriate money **for the general wel- 
farr** doesnot by foir construction extend the spe- 
cified or incidental powers of government. 1 hus, in 
tlie esse under censideradon, if the power to make 
eroad ordiga canal is not given,the power of appro- 
priatiog money cannot eor.fer it,however generally 
it may ne expressed. If there were no other liipi 
tstfcm, the rights of the respective states, over 
their toil and territory, would operate as a rcalric- 
tion. 

Whilst this appears to be a safe as well as fair 
oonairuetion of the coiMtitution, it is also that 
which bat been practically given to it since the 
origin of tlie government. Of this, the instances 
already mentioned furnish some evidence, and it is 
apprehended that, npon the rigid principles of con- 
struction, taaerted both in regard to the enumera- 
tion. of powers and the appropriation of revenue, 
the jgets of the federal guveniment, including all 
Its brsDohes, will exhibit a continued aeries of vio- 
lationt of the constitution, from the first session 
after Uaadoptbn,to the present day. 

U would behove us to turn over the sUtuU book 
and deliberately examine, how, upon tliese prin- 
ciples, the laws giving bounties to fishermen, en- 
cours^ing manufactures, establishing trading boos- 
es with the Indians, erecting and coostruoting 
beacons, piers, and light houses, purebasing libra- 
rieSf fdomii^ with paintings the chamber of con- 
greaa, giving charity to suffering foreigners, enn- 
stn|cting roads through the different stales, and 
establishing banks, can be reconciled to the pro- 
visions of the constitution. If as has been remark- 
ed by hi^ authority,* the constitutional questioii 
cui be *‘precluded by repeated recognitions, under 
varied circumstances of the validity** of tlie exer- 
cise of power by congress, **ln acts of the legis- 
lative, executive, and judieiki br^ches of the go- 
vernment, accumpanied by indicatioiis, in different 
modes, of a dopcurrencc of the general will of the 
nation,** the advocates for Uiese powers in the 
general government con find little difficulty in sup- 
porting the pretension.

o'her national improvements, which may be found 
to be within the constiuitional p iwere of the govern- 
mcnr, they titink it advisable that the interest of 
the government in the bank af the United States 
should be appropriated. They forbear to give great- 
er length to this report, by enlarging on the im- 
portant s^lvantagea to be derived from these na- 
tional improvements. They also forbear at this 
time to offer the details of any plwn upon the sub- 
ject, pr'^stiming it most propes to obtain the s^se 
of the House of Representatives,in the first instance, 
on the general propoaitinn. For this purpose they 
respectfully siibmit the following resolution: 

That in order to promote and glee 
security to the internal comawce among the ae- 
verml states; to facilitate the safe and expeditious 
transportation of the mails, by. the improvement of 
post roads, with the assent of the rcepeotive state*; 
to render more e«sy sod lees expensive, tbe means 
and provisions neceaeery, for the common defence, 
by the conairuction of military roads, with the like 
^sent of tbe reapectuie aUiet, ai^ for such other 
internal impr<)vements Its may be witl|ui tbe conati- 
totiunal powers of the grneral government, it is ex- 
pedient that the sum to be paid to tbe United Sutes, 
by the 20th aeolion of the act to incorporate the 
subscribers to the bank of tlie Uivited States and the 
dividends which shall arise from Uieir shares in its 
cspiul stock, be coostituted aa s fund fur mten^ 
improvement.

(Ute Calypso, of Baltimore) enclosing a duplicate 
of a letter, which it appears he had thought pro- 
per to write to me on the 38tb of the same month, 
(the orUinal of which has never come to band.) — 
In this Utter he gives me a kind of ofiicia} infor- 
mation, that it Hm been determined to abandon 
Galvezton, and that he had taken with him the 
judge of the admiralty, the collector, and all his 
othef constituted authorities, and that, whatever 
may be done at the place, after that date, will be 
wittioat bis approbation or consent, and any clear- 
ances, or other ofTioial acts, at that place, illeg,:! 

I h-tve no doubt, however, but that a new establish* 
■lent will be soon made there. l*he advantages 
are too great to be. voluntarily abandoned by per* 
sons who have to long enjoyed the profita. Early 
jn September two veasels, the Carmelite, belong, 
ing to B. Lafon, and the Franklin, belooging to J 
B. Laforte, (both unregistered vessels, formerly 
prises) cleared at this office for Laguna, but really 
bound to Galveston, with provisions, and materiaU 
for erecung buildings. On their arrival they found 
the place deserted, and the Franklin has relumed 
to this port with her, outward cargo. By her, ac- 
ro'inU have been received Uut the Carmelite was 
lying there, and that Lafitie (who had been par- 
do'^ed for the Crimea committed at U^rraUru) aad 
Lifon had arrived tliere, with about forty other per- 
sona, and it is believed intended to form an es- 
tabliahotent, aud will, no doubt, soon replace the 
judge, and other authorities, carried off tw Aury. 
Wivate armed vessels, under the .Mexican flag, and 
one or^two under tliat of Venezuela, continue to 
frequent this post; and uniformly report in distress, 
(one case only excepted) make protest, and obtain 
a certificate from the wardens of the post, that 
there it necessity to unlade their arntsment and 
heave down. They have thus been admitted to an 
entry, free of any charge, oUier than the fses to the 
officers of the customs, under the sixtieth section 
of the collection law. This course seems to have 
been adc^ted by my predecessor, and has been 
folldVed by me, in compliance with the iosinic* 
lions from the department of third July, 181j. 
These armed vessels being admitted, gteat care 
has been taken not to permit mv violation of tlie 
acta, of 5tb June, 1794, and 3il March last, by 
augineotiug their force, or enlisting American ciu- 
sens; W, in defiance of ev^ry vigilance, on the 
part of the officers of the customs, they violate the 
law, not whilst they remain in port, but before tlicy 
leave pur watsri. Nothing is easier| when the 
pri\*ateer n completely r^ired and ready for sea, 
than to send both men and guns, if they need them, 
to Barraiaria, or any other convenient place where 



it is universally reported and believed many of 
these Tesseli (under the Mexican flag, and com- 
missioned by Aury) are owned by persons resident 
here, and enjoying the privUegea of American oits- 
zens. At Oie end of the eruiac the same farce is 
played over agains and it may with initb be taid, 
tbat each cruise commences aiMl ends at this port* 
VUempls have been made to oonviot diero, but sa 
yet witliout aiiccees- I’hey easily exculpate them- 
selves. Witneaaea, on their part, are never dif* 
ficult to procure, in a place where there are a vast 
number of people with wtioos the soleinnity of an 
oath haa little weight. This you will believe, when 
I add, tbat two witiiessea were produced in the 
United States district court, in the month of May 
last, wiio swore that Galvezton was a oonaiderable 
and well built town, with coffee bouses, shops, &o.

Uueoing, Ksnanol, Bco.) bad been appointed and 
commissioned by Aury. I'be testimony of the two 
latter, as well as aaay other persons now here, will 
fully refute that falsehood.

Our southern Iwriler has been dis-l 
tmbeii bv an Indian war, which, probably, had 
its origin in the vile intrigues of pretended Hri- 
fish agents located in the Floriaas, and against 
which we never can lie secured until we obtain 
possession of the country. The territory is of 
no value to .Spain, but to us is very important;

not immediately changed. Fornearly six years 
past they have been as an enemy’s eountri/, fur- 
nishing the points from whence murderous ex- 
peditions were marched, snaring neither age 
nor sex: forbearance must have an end in re- 
pented injuries, and the time has nearly arriv- 
ed when force will seize what justice has vainly 
requested of tipain, as well in regard to the 
money that she owes our citizens, for spolia-I 
tions committed on their commerce, &c. asto^ 
that which it was "erdutyto perform asa neu-| 
tral and friendly nation. Ithas been said, that, 
(ireat Hritain is opposed to a transfer of tliel 
t'loridas. and that nei minister near the Unit- 
ed ' tates has remonstrated against it — this has 
given rise to a waggish repo- 1 that onr govern- 
ment had also protested against the occupancy 
of the Ionian islands by tlie British!* If the . 
former is true, we sincerely hope that the latterj 
is true also; it would be degrading to make a 
serious answer to such a remonstrance. The' 
possession oftlie Floridas, by treaty or by force,' 
will probably be among the interesting events j 
ol the new year.t

Official Compatibility. 

Amonj; the things that ahuuld he carefully 
euarded a;^inst, is the heupins of several pul>- 
hc offices upon one IndividuaT; as thciehy an 
influence may be created that must always be 
considered as dangerous, until we shall have 
".angels in the form of men to govern us” — a 
circumstance that is not immediately expected! 
One question has been sla ted in the house of 
representatives of the L'niteil States, and ano- 
ther in the legislature of Ohio, whose decision 
must have a tendency to deline some interest- 
ing points as to what is compatible and what 
is incompatible, in respect to the holding of 
oflices. 

It appears tliat present sitting members of 
congress, at the time of tlieir election several 
inontlis ago, and, until a few davs before they 
took tlieir seats, held amt continued to hold 
offices uiMlcrthc United States. The following 
is the clause of tiie constitution that touches 
upon tlic subject: 

"No senator or representstive shall, diiring the 
lime for wliich he is eU-cLeti. br appoi.tlc i to any 
civil oRiee, mvler the luUmrity of ttie United Stairs 
whicii shall iiave been created, or tlie rmoinmenl, 
of which shall have been incecaard. doring s.ich 
time; ami no person holding any office under liie 
United States, aliall be a member of eiiher house, 
a— i-.,r l.ia eon*miiafw.S ia •fficc.” 

Nuw~-tlid these gentlemen hold two oJJSees 
at the same time? True, tiiey were to serve two 
years fm;n tlie 4th of Marcii last — but can they 
serve until they are qualified, ;tnd can they 
^lifted until a session of congress is held? 
Can t'.icy be members be^ure thqy take their 
seats — is their e/ref ion valid until It is tested by 
tile houst, wliicli is sole judge uf the election of 
its own members? And ifnutqualiCed toactin 
onec,apacity, may they not act in another until 
they can be' so qualified? We think that they 
can, tliough it would be better if it were other- 
wise — ami tliat every one, befo e lie should lx- 
considered as eligible to be elected, should also 
be eligible to ocf. The period lor which lie is 
elected, ‘■•two tjears," is of no importance; o 
tlie representatives from several of the stat"S 
are not Irgalhj chosen. Those from Virginia, 
for instance, though considered as serving from 
tlie 4th of ,Miirch last, were not elected until 
'he following ,Vm/. But their right to a seat 



has not been contested on that account — the 
constitution seems entirelv satified if when 
cuDgress is required tube m session, its mem- 
bers are p<eparcd to take tlieir seats. 

In Ohio a memorial has been presented to 
the legislature, setting forth that no person, 
acting as a director of a chartered bank uf tliat 
state, or of tlie bank nf tlie United States, can 
constitutionally liold a seat in eithei brancli of 
the legislature ur act as govemur nf tlie state. 
"On this memorial a committee of five members 
of the house of representatives was appointed, 
by ballot, which committee made a report, giv- 
ing it xs tlieir opinion, that any person Imlding 
an office ufdirectorofastntebauk,isdiBqi>alifieu 
from executing the office of governor; tliat no 
person who is a director in a branch of tl.e U. 
States bank is eligible to a seat in tlie house of 
representatives; and furt'ier presented a reso- 
lution, recommending that a committee be ap- 
pointed to enquire whether Ids excellency tlic 
governor is adircctor of any bank, and w liether 
any member of tlic house of icpresentativcs 
exercises the office uf a director uf a branch of 
the United States bunk. The report of tius' 
committee was referred to a committet; of the 
whole liouse.” 

The adoption nf sucli a principle would ex- 
tend tlie doctrine of inrumpatibility to a great 
length, .and ouglittobe cautiously considered. 
But it will probably receive a strong support 
from the sense of tlie people and their repre- 
sentatives of the danger to be apprehended 
from the eontinually increasing power .and in- 
Hueiice of the hanks: ivliich, indeed, are cal- 
culated to have a most seiious effect upon tiie 
political riglils and private iidt rests of tlie 
people at large, by raising up an aristucraci/ to 
stand in the places of the dukes, earls ami lords 
of the old world; to dispense or wituliold their 
pvrnosAOE as m.ay suit their private views. — 
•‘Kiclies grow ipto, luxury, luxury into despot- 
ism,” or, to express tlic idea in a better aplior- 
isai of domestic pniduct, “iiieUifecl power and 
forget right.” 

We have examined tiie constitution of Ohio 
to ascertaio on uhicli ul its provisions tlic re- 
port alluded to is foiiuded, and only see that 
no person holding an ••njj^e" under the United 
•■States or of that st.atc can execute tlie duties of 
a legislator, governor, &c. and it woiiid seem 
to us that tlie clause must be mucii strained, 
indeed, to extend it to tiie directors of compa- 
nies incorporated by that state or the United 
dates. Yet there is some plaiiiihility in iv; 
and, ill tlic present instiiice, piv haps it »nw he 
I ighU'ol. But a tiling that is abstr.ic tedly ■■ e. g-'it 
in itself” mav be so far iii-ged us to make it a 
oroag — ami the subject is exceeding! v deli- 
Ciite, view it anv way that we can. Fo , ai'C 
not the siw/.-'ndd' rs in all iiicorpoiatccl coin- 
jianies as well iiUerested persons as tiie direc- 
tors of them: ami sliould a man wlio i.ays out a 
part of Ids money to make a road, dig a canal 
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tcc. uniler (h« authority of a Btato. tn«r any 
hiii ri^ttU iir privilrwa for hia public apirit ? 
Local, partial conaiueratioBa uu^ht not U> in- 
fluence a i^micral priaci(>le. t is in tbe cer- 
t.iiury ol tile law that tliere is safaty.

M.iny eatruortliiiary tltiiip,a hapfieii to us in 
our (Jreums.

The graceful gestures 
of the orator, his fine and venerable fiu'ure, 
interesting countenance and locks “white as 
wool,” formed a taut ntsemblf that rivetted me 
to tlw chair witli adminitian. His delirium, if 
it may be So called, lasted nearly half aniiolir, 
when it was interrupted by one of die family 
entering the room. He stopped instantly with 
a word half- finished on his lips, and sat down 
in great confusion — apolngi'/.ed for his strange 
behavvmir and entirely droppeil the subject. 
Mr. Dirletnson was an elegant speaker and one 
of the most accomplished scholais that our 
country has produced; but, perhaps, he never 
pronounced a speech so eloquent, so chaste, 
and an beautiful as that which he delivered 
before me as stated. It was hia noul rather than 
his person that acted on the occasion, and a 
ni«.sfer-sj)fr« it was.

SiH— On the 9 h inslai 1 1 sent a boat out to board 
a vessel from sea. The officer had not been informed 
to take charge of her, until 1 had tlioroughly over 
hauled her, if slie was u slave vessel. He was .at 
Savannah when the ir^tructions were issued. Mci 
returned, and reported it was a slave vessel, prize 
to the Brtilus privateer. 1 despatched a boat to 
brii>g her in fur examination The officer, acting 
Sailing master M'Cuiny, met her coming in, and, as 
it was dangerous to heave her to, rt m iined o i his 
oars, and dropt alongside. I'h y pretended t ' g.ve 
him a rope; hey did not, hui passed hi'H;he caught by 
a boat astern. 'II 10 prize master threatened to fire 
on him, if he attempted to board; and, when mus 
ketry was fired under his stern, it was returned. 
The alarm was given by the boat. I unfortunately 
Was on Cumberland Pi'int, where only one gun was 
mounted, from which we fired two shot to bring her 
to. The first lieuten .nt fired tV.ree from the brig 
Two of the five ii uck her, but :he succeeded in; 



getting into Feniandina. Although irritated at the 
i isutt, I did not conceive it correct to attempt 
force, to have hep driven from neutral w.Tiers, but 
proceeded as I thought most correct; and the en- 
closed correspondence has passed between general 
\tiry and myself. *Tis true, shot was fired at her 
when clos«* 'to Amelia, but the officer assures me 
she was on the northern paiu of the channel when be 
attempted to board. If half the depth of water is 
allowed tis, she was on our side- I have informed 
ynu that the channel over the bar was on their side, 
or to the southard of a direct line drawn between 
the islands to the sea. I never have been instruct' 
ed on that head, but I really think they hold the 
island by too precarious a tenure, to be yet so very 
tenacious of tlieir rights. A verbal answer was re- 
turned, at first, to my application, that they would 
protect her. Not knowing how the United States 
wished to view these people, 1 did not think proper 
to attempt to destroy the establishment, but sent 
out lieutenant commandant E. U M'Call, to bring 
back the privateer Jupiter, to remain as a pledge 
until I liciird from government. It ha.s excited con- 
siderablc feeling, and no other privateers attempted 
to s.iK. Tlie slave vessel was brought over last 
.ight, but every thing but slaves, and a small quan- 
tity of rice, was taken from her, and she appeared 
in a very filthy state. 'I*he prize master tvas not 
sent, neither any of the prize crew. I have written 
for the former — whether he will be sent 1 cannot 
vouch. Yet, as rttribiitlon could so soon be had, if 
force was authorized, and wishing not :o interrupt 
harmony, if it is wished by the United States, 1 
have released the pntatecr Jupiter; and the High 
Flyer sailed immediately on a cruise. 

A prior correspondence took place, as r^arded 
capUiin Farnham. U was represented to me that 
he was a cidaen, and only went there to trade. U 
appears he has been in the service of the patriots 
f.tr some time. The appllQtion wa.^, of course, 
dropped. 

I shall send the slave vessel to Savannah for ad' 
judication, and if the prize master is found, shall 
send him also. He U an old offender, by tlie name 
of Austin. 

'fhe situation of .Amelia it, by no means, a quiet 
one. Tlio'jc at present there act very strangely 
Therehas been a French party and an English p.<rly 
->they have been in constant alarm of each. The 
Frmch party is now tr/ing as many of the English 
party as possible, and strangely are making a Botany 
11 ly of the United Slates, us you will perceive by 
the proclamation enclosed. So much discontent 
prevails, ihat I should not be surprised to see them 
engaged in civil war. Tiie slave vessels that have 
hi herto entered Frrnamlina, I have no doubt have 
smuggled all their sUves to the United States. 
Small boats are permitted to pass and repass; as 
t!‘.ey are lowcd by slaves, they can smuggle one or 
two at a time without detection. Anollior mode ot 
smuggling is, tliat the Uw makes no provision hott* 
to consider boats of less than five tons. I sent one 
of that description to the collector. Slic w.aa filled 
with provisions and naval stores from Savannali to 
•Amelia — s'lc had no clearance — the law requirts 
none; but from a passenger on board, 1 had no doubt, 
i.i my own mind, it Wos to fit out a former slavi» 
ves’iel as a privateer. She was released by the col- 
lector.

FrIIVDS aid rBLLOW CITUEHS— > 

In entering upon the discharge of those duties 
to which I have been called by the voice of t!ie 
people, I avail myself of the opportunity now pre- 
vented, to return to them, through you, my wc- 
kiiowledgmentN for this disiinguished mark of their 
favor and oonfideace.

Copy of « letter frtm »rt«;or tfenei'al KJmunii P. 

OaineMt to j»ovrr/iar U .&un of Georgia, (" received 

kit e.rpret* J dated <’^«or/er#, Fort Hcott, 

bee. 2. 1817.* 

Sir — 1 have the honor to acknowledge the receipt 
of your excellency’s letter of the 20ih of last month. 
*rhe detachment of militia, I have no doubt will ar- 
rive in due time to enable me to put an end to the 
Uttle tear in thi > quarter, in the course of this or the 
next month. 

With a view to ascertain the strength ofthc hos- 
tile Indians in the vicinity of Fowl Town, and to re- 
connoitre the adjacent counirj’, I a few days past 
detached lieut. col. Arhuckle, with 300 men. I'he 
Heut. col. reports, that a party of Indians had pla- 
ced themselves in a swamp, out of which about 60 
warriors approached him and with a war-whoop 
commenced a brisk fire upon the detachment. They 
returned the fire in a spirited manner. It continu- 
e.l not more than 15 or 20 minutes before the In- 
dians were silenced, and force<l to retire into the 
swamp with a loss which lieut. cul. Arbuckle esti-, 
mates at from 6 to 6 killed, and a much greater 
number wounded. We had one man killed, and 
two wounded. 'Phe enemy have since succeeded 
In an affair in which the real savage character has 
been fully exhibited- A Urge party formed snam« 
buscade on the JOth ultimo, up<)n the .VppHUciiico. 
la river, a mile below the junction of the Flint and 
Chattahooebie, attacked one of our detachments In 
a boat, ascending nearshore, and killed, wounded, 
and took the greater p-rt of the detachment, con- 
listing of 40 men, commanded by lient. K. W. 
Scott. There were also on board the boat, killed 
or taken, 7 women, the wives of soldiers; six men 
only esc.*pcd, four of whom were wounded. They 
report that the strength of the current at the point 
of attack, had obliged the lieut. to keep his bo.it 
near the shore, h hat the Indians had formed along 
the bank of the river, and were not discovered un- 
til tlicir fire commenced, in the first volley of which, 
lieut. Scott aiid his most active men fell. The lieut. 
and liis party had been sent from this place some 
days before, to assist major Muhlcnbnrg in ascend- 
ing tiie river with three vessels, laden with mililar) 
aupplies, brouglit from furl Montgomery and .Mo- 
bile. The major, it seems, deemed it proper to 
retain only about 20 men of Uic party, and in their 
place put a like number of sick, with Uie women, 



and some reglmenul clothing. The boat thus laden, 
Was unfirtunatelv dstached alone fur tils place. It 
is due to major Mnhlenhurg to observe, that ui 
the time he tletjc!»ed the boat 1 have reason to be- 
lieve he was not anprisedof ary tecenl acts cf has- 
tility having taken place in this ipiartcr. It appt-avs, 
Iviwever, by a leitcrfrom llcil, Srolt, received about 
the hour in wliich he was attacked, that he bad bee i 
warned of the danger which awaited him: I iint-.t, 
thcrefire, conclude, that he felt it to he his il’t'y 
to proceed. Whether he had received from mnj »r 
Mnhlenburg a positive order to this efTect, I have 
not yet learned. Upon the re.-.eipt of 11 ut. Scou*s 
leiler, 1 had two boats fitted up with covers of 
plank, port holes, kc. f >r difcnce, ami detached 
them under cap». Clinch, with a subalteiTi olficep 
and 40 men, xvith an order to secure the movement 
of lieut. Scott, and then to assist major Mnhlenburg 
'Hiis detachment emburked U‘e in the evening of 
the 30ih uU. and must h\ve passed the ^ene »f 
action (15 miles below tins placed at night knd 7 
hours after the affair had terminated. 1 have not 
yet heard from captain Clinch. 1 shall immeclistcly 
strengthen the detachment under major Muhlen- 
burg with another boat, secured against the ene- 
my’s fire. He wiil, therefore, move up safely by 
keeping near the middle of the river, which, with 
, his vessels and force, is quite practlc:ibln. I shall, 
iTioreover, take a position, with my p.-tncipal force, 
near the junction of the rivers at the line of dem.<r- 
kation between the United S.ates und Spain, and 
shall allHck any force near that place, or that may 
attrmpt to iiitercept our ve>sel» or supplies below. 

The wmmJed men who made their escape, con- 
cur in the opinion that they had seen upw.utds of 500 
[Warriors (supposed to be hostile) at diffcrint pla- 
ces on the river below the point of attack: of the 
force engaged they differ in opinion; but i ll agree 
that the number was very considerable, latendoig 
about one hundred and fifty yards along xjte sUon-, 
at the edge of a swamp, in a thick wood. 

1 am assureil hy the friendly chiefs, that the hns- 
tile Warriors of the town on the Clialtahoochie, have 
been for sometime past moving off down the river, 
to join the Seminolea. Tiioac now remaining on 
t!ie river, are believed to be well disposed. U.ie of 
the new settlers there, however, has been recently 
killed; but it ha.s been already pmven, that the per* 
patrator of this act, together with most of the war- 
riors of this town (High Town) belonged to and 
have joined the hostile party. The friendly chief 
in the neighborhood, promptly dispatclied a party 
in pursuit of the ofTemlef, who marie his escape tc* 
wards the Mickasnkee town. Oniskays, and srve- 
ral other friendly chiefs, have tenders to me their 
serv'ices, with their warriors, to go against the Se- 
minoles. I have promised to give them notice of 
the time that may be fixed on for my departure, 
and then to accept of their services. 

The encloscil paper contains Uie substance of 
wlut I have said to Uie cliiefs who hsve visited mc; 
several of whom resida south of the Appdachico-s. 

Tiie chiefs were desirous I should communicate 
to Uiem iny views and wishes. I felt authorized 
to say but little, and deemed it necessary in wUit 
I stiould say, to counteract the erroneous im}>res 
biotis by which they have been misled hy pretend- 
ed Urilisb agents.

m«; If you di» not accept, I wish you to drop me a 
fevt* lincb; it you accept 1 wish no answer. 1 hope 
you will see iny view on this subject; that it is for 
•xtra trouble. 

1 will make out a statement, and present the 
same to th e committee, which will be supported by 
gen. Harrison, col Johnson, Mr. Hulbard, Mr. 
Meigs, post master general, goven or Cass’s report 
as commissioner, and others. Belying on your ho- 
iwr as keeping this a secret, and your t X"riioi!S i 
passing these claims as soon as possible, 1 need 
iwt inform you, that we are as poor unforiunate 
orphan children, having no representation in con- 
gress— so must look on your honorable body as 
our guardians. Pardon this liberty from a stran- 
ger.

After breakfast this rooraing, George, a servant, 
came into the dining room, and toU me that a gen- 
tleman was in my room, wailing to see me.

He handed me a letter, of).sei*ving at the 
same time, that he had prepared that letter for me, 
anti tliat perhaps it wouhl require same eaplnnatiop. 

I read over the IcUer with altcniion; and, having 
done so, observed to col. Anderson it was a verv 
siii^rizing communication. I then sUirted to Mr. 
Wilson’s room, immediately ad|oining my own. 
When in the act of opening tny own door, he begged 
I would not show the letter. I made no reply to 
this, but stepped into .Mr. \Vilao:i’s room, and ask- 
ed him to do me the fovor to walk into my room. 
This Mr. Wilson did, fidlowing on imme<liately 
behind me. After we liad mi into mv room, in the 
presence of col. Anderson I handed the letter to 
-Mr Wilson, and, obsc:*\ing that it was a very ex- 
traordinary communication, requested him to read 
it. When .Mr. Wilson hod read, or was nearly dofie 
readiug the letter, 1 told col, Anderson that I re- 
pelled with indignation and contempt the ofTer lie 
made to me in the letter. Col. Anderson said, he 
asked my pardon; that it w.is designed only as a 
small compensaiion for the ex’ra trouble he expect- 
ed to give the committee c/ claims in examining 
the claims from Michigan lerri'ory, and exposing 
the conduct of the nritisli during the war; that it 
was foreign from his intention to attempt any thing 
like a brib-*; and requested me to burn the letter, or 
togiveitlo him.

I replied that I should do neither, and 
again ordered him to leave my r. om. Whereupon 
he did leave my room. .Mr Wilson, afur talking 
on the subject of the letter for some time, suggest- 
ed to me the propriety of cidling in Mr. Win. P. 
MacU\; but, as Mr. \V^n. P. M . clay was not in, I 
Hslced Mr. Willijm Miiclay, the room-male of .Mr. 
William P. Maclay, to come to my room, lie com- 
ptied with my request; and, shrmly after he arrived 
m my rmim, Mr. Willi im P. Maclay also stepped 
in.

the roads without repair; the bridges fallen in, and 
not a new path, bridge, or road repaired: the ne- 
groes indeed go on and delve, and woik as well as 
they can, the soil is fine, and it requires only a fos- 
tering eye to the improvement; but the ovarseer 
knows this, and knowing attends to his farm; he re- 
ceives all the correspondence and answers letters, 
and what the negroes earn is paid in; hut as to any 
care about the rising family of the owner of the e.s- 
tate, the steward cares very little; he must surren- 
der his stewardship: and let those who .sre to follow 
repair the fences.

SENATE. 

Jnn. 9. Mr. Promonthif of Louisiana, appe;ired and 
took hU seat. 

The resolution offered on a former day, by Mr. 
Campbell, respecUitg the nomination of certain of- 
ficers to the senate, was taken up, modified by the 
mover so as to include the superintendant of Indian 
trade; aod, af’er some conversation between Messrs 
CampbcB, King, Tait, and Morrow, on the most 
proper mo<le of attaining Uie object, the raaolutioo 
was pas8e<l in the following shape, the last clause 
thereof being added on the suggestion of Mr. .Mor- 
row: 

Uetolved^ That the committee on military affairs 
he instructed to inquire into the expediency of re- 
quiring by Uw the nomination of .superintendant of 
Indian trade and of agenla to Indian tribes, as also 
of agents for trading house establishment!^ to be 
submitted to the senate for their oonaent and appro- 
bation, in like manner as thenorouialion of ether offi- 
cers now are; and generally to enquire whstber any 
and what amendments are necessary to be made in 
the laws regulating intercourse, and for estabUhUuig 
trading houses with the Indian tribes. 

Jan. 12. The following resolution, offered tosc 
day* since, by Mr. BurriUt was taken up for censi- 
deri.'ion: 

licf^lved, That the committee to whom was reftr- 
red the petition of the committee of the 
meeting of the Rociety of friends at Batiictioce, be 
instructed to enquire into the expediency of lO 
amending the laws of the United States on tbeibb- 
Ject of the African slave trade as more effeciuaUy 
to prevent said trade from being carried on bycin- 
tens of the United States under foreign fisgR» m 4 
also into the expediency of the United States tak- 
ing measures in concert w'ith other fiatiotis for the 
entire abolition of said trade. 

After debate, the question was taken by yeas sad 
nays, and agreed to. 

The hill from the house, making oompeMstiea 
to the members of congress, was taken up in coat- 
mittee of the whole, and an amendment made In 
the phraseology, which was sgreed to by the seealei 
when, 

Mr. fFiVeen, after observing, that he aboald eater 
into no discuKsion of a question on which every 
memberhad unquestionably madeuphiamiad,bst, 
in order to take the tense of the senate, movM to 
strike out eight and insert ai'x dollars^ as tba daily 
pay, and also as the allowance for ev'ery twenty nilts 
travelled. 

ThU nnotion was negatived, without debate, by* 
large majority. 

Mr Tiicketton^ then moved to strike out eifh 
and insert oix, as the allowance for every twenty 
miles travelled, and made a few observations in sup- 
port of hi* motion. Mr. briefly repliet. 

Tiie question was taken, the motion lost, the ver^ 
bal amendment made was ordered to bo engreaied, 
and the bill to be read a tlitrd timei ahd 
The senate adjourned. 

Jan. 13. The president presented a memorial 
from tlie pre.iideni and directors of the bank <^tke 
United States, stating certain ineonveoteoc es 
•xperienced from the provision in the charter r e- 
qiiiring the president and cashier of said bar^ to 
sign all the notes issued by the several branches of 
said bank, and praying relief— which Wat read, and 
referred to the committee of fiminoe. 

The bill providing compens.’ition for members of 
congress, was read a third lime and passed.

titled.

Mr. ffnrriteUt from the select 
committee appointed on tliat subject, reported a 
bill to provide for organising, arming and dis- 
cipliii^ the militia; which was twice read and com- 
mitted, 

Afr. //(irrieon offered a joint resolution, proposing 
to the states an amendment to the constitution of 
the UnUetl States, to give to congress, concurrently 
with the Slates, iJie power to provide for training 
the militia according to tlic discipline prescribed 
for llic purpose, Wr. and to provide for teaching in 
the primary schools and other seminaries of learning 
in the several states, the system of tactics prescrib- 
ed for the militia: which resolution was twice read 
and conamitted. 

(In offering bis resolution, >fr. Harrison remark- 
ed, that it w'ould be recollected, he presumed, that 
a similar proposition had been laid on the table by 
him at tlie last session. lu doing so then, it was no: 
with an expectation that any thing would be done 
on tlie subject at that time, but it was to draw the 
public attention to the subject, and prepare the 
way for a decision at the present session. The bill 
wiiich Iiud been reported ou the subject, embraced 
all the provisions within the power of congress re 
specting it which the committee had thought ne- 
cessarv; but as the constitution hud expressly re- 
served to the states the right of training and dis- 
ciplining the militia, the a<luption of Uie resolution 
might be deemed neeessury: and he wi.shed there, 
fore that it migtit be committed to the same com- 
mittee to whom the bill had been referred, that the 
whole subject might thus be pre&etiied to itforde* 
liberation, Stc. &c.] 

-Mr. of New York, then presented to 

the house the following preamble a> d resolutions:

AMKLiA Island. 

Mr. M-tdleten, fiom the committee on so much 
of the message of the president of Uie United 
States as relates to tiie illicit introduction of slaves 
from Amelia into the United Slater, made the fol- 
lowing report: 

The cummittce to whom was referred so muob 
of the president's message as relates to the illicit 
iulrriduction of slaves from -\melia I.-iUni, having 
c«rcfully lolcen the matter committed to Uiem into 
cousitleration, resp'^lfully report: < 

Th.al having applied to the dcparlmont of state 
for iuformaiion respecting the illicit introduction r.f 
slaves into the United Slates, they ‘..’epe referred by 
the secretary of Slate to the Uoouinent:* Ir.msmittcil 
to tljis house by tjtc president’s message of the 
lath December last, consiitiug of various extracts 
of papers on the files of the Jeparlmrnts of st.tlc, 
of the treasury, and of the navy, relsiive to the 
proceedings of certain pcpaons wha took 
sion of \melia Island in the summer of the pxst 
year, and also relative to a similar establithtnent 
previouHly made at GalvezU a near the mouth of the 
river Trinity. 

Upon a full investigation of these papers with a 
view to tlie subject committed to them, your com- 
mittee are of opinion, that it m but too notorious, that 
numerons infractions ofthe latrprohiluting the im- 
portation of slaves into the United Slates have been 
perpetrated with impunity upon our southern fron- 
tier; and they are further ot* opinion, that similar 
infractibus would have been repeated with increas- 
ing activity, without the timely intei*position ofthe 
naval force under direction ofthe executive of our 
govcrnnieut. In the course of the investigation, 
your committee have found it difficult to keep sepa- 
rate the special matter given into tlitir charge, 
from topics of a more general nature, whicli are ne- 
cessarily interwoven tlierewith: they therefore crave 
the indulgence of the houne, while Uiey present 
some general views, connected *'ith the subject, 
which have developed themselves in the prosecu- 
tion of their enquiry. 

It would appear from what had been collected 
from these papers, that numerous violations of am* 
lawshavebeen latterly commit’ cd by a combina- 
tion of freebooters and smugglers of variotis nition.s, 
who located themsalves in the fii-sl instance npo-i 
an uninhabited spot near the mouUi of the river 
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Trinity within the jiirUdieiionai limtU nfthe Unit- 
ed Sintra, as ciaimed in virtue of the treaty of eea- ; 
•ion of Louisiana by Prance. This as'tocial'.on of 
persons ornoized a system of plunder upon thr 
high aeu, directed chivfly against Spanish proper 
ty. wliicli consisted frcqu<»iuly of slaves fr:»m the 
coast of Africu; but tlieir eotidnct appears not al i 
ways to have been regulated by a strict regard ta 
(he national character of vesaels failing into their 
hands, wkien specie or other very valuable articles 
formed any part of tlie cargo. Their vessels gene- 
rally laileil under a pretended Mexican flag, al- 
though it does not appear that the establishment of 
OftWezton was sanctioned by or connected with any 
govcTHmant. The presumption, too, of any autho- 
rity ever having been given fur such an establish- 
ment, isatrongly repelled as well by its piraiical 
eharaeter, as by its itinerant nature; for the flrs. 
position, at C.ilvezum, was abandoned on or about 
the 5th of April last, forone near Matagorda, upon 
the Spauis'i territnr) ; and at a later periixl this Iasi 
was abandoned and a transfer made to Amelia Is- 
Uiid, ill Kast Piorida; a post which had been pre- 
Taousiy seised by |ir*rsans, who appear to have been 
equally unauthorized, and who were at the time of 
the said transfer, upon the point, it is believed, of 
Abandoning their enterprize, from thefailttreof re- 
fourees, which they expected to have drawn from 
within onr limits, indifiance of our taws. There 
e.Xfs.s, on the part of these sea i\>vers, an orgamz 
eday.stemof da: ing en-erprize, supported by force 
of arms; and it i» o dy by a correspondent system 
of coercion tlut mey can be met ami conslroined 
to respect thr rtg^ita of prijprrty and the bwa of 
oations. It is deeply to he regretted that practices 
of aaeh a character, within our immediate neigh 
borhood, and even wivhin our jn ir,d^ciinnal limits, 
ahould have prevailed unchecked fur ho long a time; 
more especially, as one of their immediate conse- 
quences was to give occasion to the illicit intro- 
duotion of slaves from the coast of .Africa into these 
United Slates, and thus to revive a traffic repug- 
nant to humanity and to all sound principles of p<.. 
licy. as well as severely punishable by the laws of 
the land. 

By the Tth section of the act prohibiting the im- 
portation of slaves, passed in lfl07, the president 
IS fully auUiorized to employ the naval force to 
cruise on anypurt of the coast of the United States, 
or territories thereof, where he may judge attempts 
will be made to violate the pmvisiuns of that act, 
in order to seize and bring in for condemnation all 
vessels coatratemng its provUiona, to be proceed- 
ed againat according to law. 

By the joint resolution of the senate and house 
of repreaenlatives of I5th January, 1811, and the 
act of the same date, the president is fully empow- 
ered to occupy any pari or h- whole of the temlo- 
ry lying east of the river Perdido, and south of the 
state of ft ‘orgU, in th*^ event ofan at tempt to occu- 
py the sawl territory, or aoy p*ri th^^eof, by any fo- 
reign government or power; and, by the same reso- 
lution awl act, he may employ any part of the army 
and navy of the United SUtes, which he may deem 
nt-cessary, for the purpose oftskiug pYssesshui and 
occupying the territory aforesHid. an 1 in order to 
mamtam therein the authority ofth'* United btates. 

Among Uic avowctl projects of the persons who 
have occupied Amelia Island, was that of making 
the coi.quest of East and West Florida, professed 
ly for the purpose of esiabli’.hing there an iwlepen- 
dent goveruiiiem; and the vacant lands in those 
pruvfi.ees have been, from the origin of this under 
taking down to the latest period, held out as lures 



to tlie cupidity of adventuVers , and ax reaourccs ftw 
defraying the expenses of the expedition. The 
greater part of West Florida, bring in the xetiiel 
possession of the United State*, this project invt^v* 
ed in it drslgna of direct hostility against them; 
and as the express object of the resolation and act 
of 15th Jamiar)*, 1611, was to authorise the presi- 
dent to prevent the province of Bast Florida frooi 
passing into the hands of any foreign power, it be- 
came the obvious duty of the president to exercke 
the authority vested in him by that law. It does 
not appear that among these itinerant eslabiisbeis 
of republics, and distributors of Ploridn tand^ 
there is a single individual inhabitant of the eon- 
try where the republic was to be constituted, snd 
whose lands were to be thus bestowed; the prefect 
was therefore an attempt *o occupy that ti^hory 
by a foreign power. Where the prafessioii is in 
such direc* opposition to the fact; where tbe vene- 
rable forms, by wdijch a free people Constfttite a 
frAine uf government for themselves, tert pToiriUi- 
t«:d by s horde of foreign fraebootrrs, for purposes 
of plunder; if, under co'or of nuthortty from any 
ofthe provinces cor.ttuding for tlieir mdepeudcnca, 
rhe Florid:it, or eit!*er of them, had been pemut- 
ted to pass into the hands of such a powtf, the 
committee ar# pcrsua<lrd ill's quite unnecessary to 
point out to tlic discernment of the house the p*r- 
niciuiis i; fliience which such a destiny of the ter- 
ritories in question must have had n|)on the securi- 
ty, tranquility, and commerceof this union. 

It is a matter of public notnriely, that two ofthe 
persoi.s who have successively held ♦he c^msudid 
at Island, whether aiilhorizcil themselves 

by any government or not, have Issued commississs 
for privateers, as in the name of the Venezuelitn 
and Mezic.m covenimenla, to vessel* fitted ouim 
the ports of the United States, and chirfly tnannsd 
and officered by our own couMrymen, for the pur- 
pose of capturing the property of nations with 
which the United Slates are at peace. Ones^ the 
objects of the occupation of Amelia Island, it ap- 
pears, was to possess a convenient resort for pri- 
vateers of this description, equ«Uy reprobated by 
the laws of nations, which recognize them only 
under the denonrination of pirates, and by several 
of tile treaties of the United Spates with differmt 
E'lropean powers, w hicb expres.sly denomtnate them 
as such.* It was against tiir suhj> cts of Spun, o*ie 
of the powers with which the United States have 
entered into stipulations prohibiting tlieir ciltieus 
from taking any commission from any power wtUi 
which she may be at war fur arming any ships to 
act as privateers, that these vessels have been com- 
missioned to cruise; ihuugh, as the committee have 
observed, no flag, not even that of ouroWn cwio- 
iiy, has proved a prottfcilon from them. Tbeixit 
mediate tendency of suffering such armaments, m 
defiance of our laws, would have been to emtouil 
the United States with all the nations whose eom> 
mcrce with our counsry was suffering under th^ 
depredations; and, if not checked by all themeias 
in the power of the govemment, would have eu- 
Uiorized claims from the subjects of fbrei^ «- 
vernments for indemnities, at the expense of iw 
nation, for captures by our people, in vessels flttedi

necessary means for snppresstng them. The pos- 
session of Amelia Island as a port of refui^ for 
such privateers, and of illicit irafoc in the United 
States of their prizes, which were frequently, ss 
before stated, slave ships from Africa, was • pow. 
erfol eneonra^ement and temptation to multiply 
these violations of onr laws, and made it the duty 
of the i^ovemment to use all the means in its power 
to restore the security of our own commerce, and of 
that of friendly nations upon our coasts, which 
could in oo other way more effectually be done than 
bjf taking from this piratical and smuggling com- 
buiation their place of refuge. 

In order, therefore, to give full effect to the in- 
tentions of the legislature, and in pursuapee of the 
provisions of tlie above recited resolution and acts, 
it beeame necessary (as it appears to your commit 
tee), to surpreas all establishments of tbe hostile na< 
ture of those above described, made in our vicinity, 
the Ejects of which appear to have beeii the occu- 
pation of the Fluridas, the spoliation of peaceful 
commerce upon aiM near our coasts by piratical 
privateers, the clandestine importation of goods, 
and the sUicIt introduction of slaves within our li 
mils. Sueh establishments, if suffered to subsist 
and stretiglhen. would probably have rendered nu- 
gatory all provisions made by law for the exclusion 
of prcdiil)ited persons. The course pursued on 
tins occt-aion, will strongly mark Uie feelings and 
intentions of our government upon the great ques« 
Xion of the slave trade, which is so justly consider- 
ed by roost civilized nations as repugnant to jus* 
tice and humanity, and which, in our particular 
case, is not less so to all the dictates of a sound 
policy. 

Your committee anticipate beneficial results from 
the adoption of these measures by the executive, 
in the promotion of the security of our southern 
foontier and its neighboring seas; and in the dimi- 
nution of the evasions, Utterly so frequent, of our 
revenue atid prohibitory Uw!>. The experience of 
ten years has however evinced the necessity of some 
new regulations being adopted in order e^ectuslly 
to put a stop to the further introduction of slaves 
into the United States. In the act of congress pro- 
hibiting this importation, the policy of giving the 
whole rorfeilure of vessel and goods to the United 
Stales, and no part thereof to ilie informer, may 
justly be doubted. This is an oversight which 
should be remedied. I'be act does indeed give a 
part of the personal penalties to the informer, but 
these penalties are generally only nominal. As the 
persons engaged in such traffic sre usually poor, 
the omission of the states to pass acts to meet the 
the act of congress and to establish regulations in 
aid of the same, can only be remedied by congress 
legislating directly on the subject themselves, as it 
ia clearly within the scope of their constitutional 
powers to do. 

For these purposes your committee beg leave re- 
spectfully herewith to report a bill. 

Mr. JUiiUUtivn also reported a bill in addition to 
the former acts prohibiting the introduction of 
slaves into the United States; and the bill was twice 
read and committed. 

The report was not read, but ordered to be print- 
ed.

^Ir. Johnson, of Kv. from the romnwtlee on mill 
lury affhirs, reported a bill proYidinp for half pay 
pensioni, invalid penaionere, and for other pur- 
po«a; which vea twiee read by ita title and core- 
mltted. 

[The provisions of this bill are substantially th^ 
fcllnwinp: 

The first sectiort ffiVes to the secretary of war 
the power of placing: upon the pension list all offi- 
cers and soldiers of the revolutionary war, who are 
enti'ied to such hy the provisions ofthe act ina1tfn|f 
provision on this subject, in the year 1816. Hides 
and rejfulatlons in force, or hereafter to be made, 
And put in force, as to the admission of the officers 
and soldierB ofthe militia, and the re^pilar soldiers, 
or. the pension roll of the ftrited States, are made 
appticuMe to the invalids of the revolution, and of 
the lndi..»n wars, placing all entitled to pi;P*ionS W> 
an equality. 

Second seetimf extends the half pay pensions of 
five yea-s to the widows and arphans of the officers 
and soldiers of the militia, and others, now entitled 
by law, fora further term of five additional years, 
which Skill make the pension if adopted, equal to 
half pay pensions to widows and orphans of ten 
years. 

Section third provides half pay pensions, for the 
term of five years, for the widows of the soldiers 
of the rertilar army, who were killed in battle, or 
who died in the service, during: the late war. 

Section fburth extends half pay pensions to all 
well widows as lust their husbands after their re- 
turn home from the military service of the United 
States, provided they died within six months after 
Audi return, and of diseases contracted in the ser- 
vice. 

By Uie fifth section, iodig^ent mothers, who have 
Tost 'an only son in the military service ofiht Unite<l 
l5Utee, provided such son died without wife or 
children, are to be provided for. 

Section sixth provides that every widow, whose 
husband was killed in battle, or di^ in the service 
of his country, during the revolutionary war, shall 
receive a half pay pension for five years. 1 

The speaker laid before the house a letter fVom 
the secretary of state, trammittinf: a list of names 
of such persons as have obtained patents during 
the last year; which was ordered to be printed. 

.>fr. Ifopkimm moved the adoption of the fol- 
lowing resolution: 

Resnlvtil, That the committee of the judiciary be 
instructed to prepare and report a bill of fees for 
the officers of the United Htates, in the courts of 
the United States. 

Mr. llopkinson, observed, in offerinff this resolu- 
tion, that it was well known there was no unrforvi 
rule on this subject in the difTerent courts of the 
United Stales. It was not, however, to establish 
unifornuty only, but aomethm^ like justice also, 
that he offered this motiim: for, if his information 
was correct* there were in some of the states im- 
positions practised which were s dtsfpsee to the 
United States. . In one whiciihe would mention, hi 
the state of New York, a degree of outrageous im- 
positions existed which would shock every mem 
her who heard him. In that state, Mr. H. said, if 
he was truly informed, there had been one thousMd 
prosecutionK upon (tlie reporter understood him) 
license bomN; upon each of these cases, untried, 
the fees of Uie district attwmey were sixty dollars, 
amounting to the sure of 60,000 dollars ia the w'hole.

Pension oflice, Dec. ?3. 

Tlie following evidence will be required in all 
militia cases, und in cases cf the regular army, 
where the di^^charge and surgeon’s certificate have 
been lost or destroyed, or where they have never 
been ort|^aHy granted, to enable the secretary of 
of war to grant pensions, viz: 

in cases where the regular discharge and the 
aurgeon*a certi6cate for dUa^lily, cannot be Iiad, 
the applicant for a pension, whether he has been a 
soldier of the regular army, or a militiainan in the 
service of the United States, must produce the 
sworn ceriificatp ofhis captain, or other officer un. 
rlcr whom he served, stating distinctly the time 
and place of his having been wounded, or otber- 
wfsc disabled, and that tJie same woiuid or disabili- 
ties arose while in the service of Uie United Slates, 
and ui tkie line of his duty, with the ^fRdavit of 
one or m ore surgeons or physicians, whether of 
the army or citizens, accurately describing the 
wound, and stating the degree of di^abillly to 
which the soldier may be entitled under it: these do> 
cunienta to be sworn to before a jiulge of the Unit- 
ed States* court, or somesiate judge or justice o** 
the peace; and if a state judge or justice of the 
peace, then under the seal oftbeclerk nftlic coun- 
ty in whidi such judge of justice may rc.side, and 
the name of the paymaster who last paid the sol- 
dier a.s belonging to the service of the United States, 
to be in every instance furnished by the applicant, 
in order to determine the date of commencement of 
his pension.

-the I7tb July last, it becomes necessary that the 
receipt of this should be acknowl^gcd, and that yon 
also advise tiiis department regularly ofyroujr more, 
nents.

Aury can 
withdraw his fbllowers, but I have taken every 
measure to ensure tranquility, by or d ering all hia 
black soldiers to be embarked on board one of tbe 
sliips iybig in the port, and by not sufTtrifig any 
person to appear in the town with arms, but his 
officers; and the moment their vessels are prepar- 
ed to receive the whole of them, they shall depart. 

Most of the Inhabitants of this place, at tbit time, 
are followers of Aury, and those persona who have 
been drawn here from motives of apeculattoo, who 
are, | inspect, of that profligate character general- 
ly engaged In the violation or evasion of our reve- 
nue laws. I shall, therefore, consult with commo- 
dore Henley, and srill enforce suc^ regulations as 
may he most likely to preserve ordcf, until 1 receivo 
orders from government. 

Until this place Is completely evacnated bydiis 
band of negroes and privateersmen, I have deemed 
it prudent to keep the whole of my fbroc here. Oq 
their departure | iball more all but one eoiopany to 
Point Petre.

'goes, which the owners are desirous to land, Mit 
might be Improper to permit it without obtaining 
«-curity for the duties which the laws of the ITnh. 
ed States require; and other vessels loaded In this 
port h:ive met with some delay in clearing fbr meir 
desiination; but the counsel of gen. Games, whotr? 
riveil here last night, will jugulate my conduct, 
ami will, in a great measure, rriie^ iny Anxiety.

ry to the eaUling lasvAi and farther attempts at il- 
licit trade in smuggling goods in violation of our re* 
venue laws. 

You are hereby directed to detain and search eve 
ry vessel, under whatever dag* which may enter 
the river St Mary's or be found hovering upon 
the coast tinder suspidous circumstances* and seize 
every vessel frelghteu with slaves, or whose doubt- 
ful char-icter and situation siiall indicate an inlen 
tion of smuggling.

Sib— S ince nw arrival.Tiere 1 have been so much 
engaged that 1 nave not bad one moment to write 
to my friends. You no doubt,, however, have aome 
idea of my situation! and from my ciRclal reports 
know that the American flag is now flying oo Ame- 
lia island. As there are many novel cases whicli 
must present themselves, 1 should have been better 
pleased had my instructions been full;but we are now 
left to act as circumstances may require; and I am 
fearfcl that Auryand his followers will give us much 
trouble before they quit the island. 1 am sorry to 
#dd that the Americans appear to be much worse 
than any oihers. Should we be able to get through 
^ie business eo as to meet the approbation of the 
department, laball feel much graiified; but 1 trust 
that should 1 err in any etepe that I may take, it 
will be considered by .the president at an error of 
iudgmoni; for I do assure you that nothing wuuld 
ue ao pleasing to me as to have my conduct here 
approved by the executive. I have endeavored to 
keep at close to the letter of my instructions aj 
possible, and bare avoided every diiBcuUy that 1 
possibly copld. I repet very much Uie difBculty 
of eommunicaling with the government. We have 
only oQt mall per week, and that does not remain 
in bt.

. After the evacuation of C.»rthage, 0. A.) by the 
few repuSUcana, who prefer, ed forcing their wiw 
through the Spani»h fleet, or peris!) swor<l in bana 
rather than surrender to general Morlllo; I pro- 
ceeded with like »]uadiim under my command to 
the island of St, Domingo to obuln provisions.— 
My brave followers heeiug all !)opes lost of repdec- 
ing any assistance to ll.( cause of Kew-Qrenada, 
whose liberties were crusUeJ in the fall of Cartba- 
gciia* now looked around wliither to dir^t their 
steps to offer their services, and to splUtheir blood 
in the cause of American independence and fbe>^ 
dom. I'he patriots under generals Cadenas and 
G'lticrreZfW'bo were at that lime struggling fortheiy 
rights, in the province of I'exas, attr*ACtea their at- 
tention, and it w'as determined ihut we .alioiild pro- 
ceed aa toon as possible to the bay of Oalvexton. 
where wc arrived with several jirixe.s some time in 
July J immediately wrote I). Manuel deMerrera,

swered me, and bailed my arrival as the means ofj 
accelerating the execution of plans fbr establisblng 
forever the independence of Mexico. Mr. Herrera 
shortly after arrived, and at a mcMingof theoffi 
cers, to whom he exhibited Im credentials from the 
congress of Mexico, an act or convention was sign- 
ed on the 13th of September, 1816, and Galvezton 
was declared and acknowledged Aie/e Jlaldlhtailo 
of the republic of Mexico. 1 was appointed civil 
and military governor, ami instructions were left 
me to be observed unless contrary orders weie given 
by tlie congress itself, with whom I was to commu- 
nicate monthly or as often as ! possibly could. Mr 
Herrera, after having established the government, 
appointed a court of admiralty, named an adminis- 
trator of public revenues, and collector of customs, 
&c. &c. — and duly sworn all the officers, civil and 
military, sailed in the armed schooner general Mo- 
relos, captain Bougier, for Boquilla de Piedras, 
from whence he w;»a to proceed to meet coiictcss, 
report his proceedings, and concert plans mr Bi - 1 
Ture operations. This vessel, a private armed one, I 
was lost in the service of the republic. In the be- j 
ginning of Uecember, 1 despatched the private | 
armed schooner, the Galvezlon, captain Salain, with i 
colonel ftarcin on board, with instructions to lay 
himself personally before the executive my trans ! 
actions, and receive further instructions; alio to i 
report the arrival of general Mina, with several] 
vessels, arms, ammunition, troops, &c. &c. tbedls- 1 
tressed situation in which he was placed from want ‘ 
of funds, and ^that I would continue to supply him ^ 
witli what he might require os long is at lied in my ' 
power. This was effected, although at that time 
I had made considerable advances to the Mexican 
government. The Galverton convoyed a scliooner 
with arms and ammunition, Which 1 sent over, hav- 
ing contracted in the name of the government for 
the same, conformably to my P.structions. Tliese 
vessels found Hoquilla de Ptedras, and all the coast 
in possession of (he royalists, thereby cutting off'all 
communication between this new establishment and 
the other Mexican chiefs, with whom alone a cor- 
respondence could have beto held, as the general 
cohgro&s had been dissolved some thne be^ire byj 
general Teran, and the new one >;ad not as yet met . ' 

explain Hoguier with the existing part of bis crew, 
arrived at Galvezton some time in January from I 
Nautla, taken by the republicans under general 
Victoria, and gave uiformation of the loss of Bo-; 
quiUa, where colonel Villaplnto was killed at the 
commencement of the action, which ottasibned 
his troops to disband, leaving captain Bdguier 
with hia crew to defend a small battery. Overpow- 
ered by numbers, wounded himself, his first omcer 
killed, and thirty of his men either killed or 
wounded, he was compelled to retreat to the head 
quarters of general Victoria, who upon ’hit safe 
arrival prepared an expedition against Nautla: that 
fell into Ills hands. Upon this, a vessel ^as imme- 
diately sent to inform general Victoria of the situa- 
tion of things, of the number of troops 1 hadttnii^ 
togetlier, &c. The place had once more fallen into 
the hands of the royalists, who took two men and 
the captain, wlio had gone on shore in the boat.—

M’Gregor waa tO come to .Xmclla,! rteterhiin- 
ed upon coming here, eml In oaiie lie wa's not in 
possession, to take Ferrrandina with the force uifdcr 
my command. 

On the passage I touched at Galvei'oo to join 
other vessels that had sailed before me from .Mrita 
gorda, to whom I intimated my intentions of ubslt- 
douing that establiihment, giving them orders tu 
follow the division to Amelia. I wrote ri conee- 
quenee to com. Patterson at New Orleans, and to 
the collector of the custom house, giving them 
timely no. ice, that any transactions in Galvezton 
after the SUtorJuly were uuauihorized by me. 
On my arrival gen. M*Gregor bad abandonim the 
place attacked by the enemies, and the garriuon 
harassed by fatigues, waa on the point of evacua- 
ting, if some arrangements could not be made or 
any affectuol measures taken. An agreement was 
entered into between the late governor Hubbard, 
col. Irwin and hit officers, and myselfi under the 
express c-indition that the Mexican (lag should 
fly, being authorized to hoist the same as a eliief of 
the ^lexicon republic. This was effected. 

Whkt could have keen my motives in coming to 
the Floridas? Those that always guided my con- 
duct as a superior officer in Ihe Mexican service. 
Unable to give any immediate aaaistance to the 
other republican chiefs, I came to aasiat gen. 
M*6reger in liberating the PioridaSr thereby draw- 
ing the attention of our common enemy, and aueek- 
ing the tyrant in hia other po-ssessions; cortvinced, 
that the indepeodence of the two Floridaa once 
occurred, forces could be raised, which united 
with those of the other ebiefimoigbi strike a de- 
cisive blow te tyraony. My oonduct since my arri- 
val at Amelia is so well ^own to you all, geuile- 
men,tliat it requires no aieniion tu be made of it.

sdec'ed as a specimen of the geo«r4 tenor of Uio 
evidence. 

Mr. /eAnro/^ having been celled on by the pri- 
soner to give to the house any informstaon in \dn 
pussession, toucliiug bis charsoter and condwec, 
testified to this effret: that his knowledge of the 
character of cul. John .Anderson was not derived ma 
much from personal intercourse as from the infor* 
maiion of others} but, au far as big peraiMial infojs 
matinn extended, was corroborated by k. When 
col. J. was on the nortb-weatem fVofiUer, calonel 
Anderson was a fugiiive from l>etroit, on the River 
Kaisin, as cul. J. had miderstoodi and being vet) 
acquainted with the frontier uf that part of tho 
United ritatea, attached bintscljf to the momittU 
regiment. Ifow long be acted in that capacity, Mr* 
J. did not recollect. As for, said .Mr. J. as bss con- 
duct came w ithin my own knowledge, 1 considered 
him i very gallant and a very brave man. lo rela- 
tion to the information he had from odier quarters 
there was agtacralco^^t:ut oi'opir.icu during 
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Ibc WBry-eal. Anderson Ind be«noon*idtf ed not only 
a gallint and patriotic man, but a mim ofinte^ity, 
who bad made uncommon saorificea, of nearly all 
bis property, from bb detotion to the cause of the 
counliy. 'Mr. J. said he did alno understand, from 
several souroe<i, that col. Anderspa, at the risk of 
hts own life did, at the river Raison, rescue indivi* 
duals from the hands of the savages. Coh J. had 
further understo<xl, he said, 'that col. Anderson bad 
refused tbe coremattd of a regiment, offered to him 
by the British commander, when the enemy had 
imeseasion of that oeantry; and col. £lHot, on being 
pressed to repeat the oiler, answered, that he knew 
the character of col. Anderson fuUy, and that he 
knew he would as soon submit to luive his head 
chopped efl'ae to*aeo«)ft of it. (If John Anderson, 
ssid, Mr. J. in relation to hU conduct to me at the 
]asl session audat this, 1 can aay, without prejudice 
to the merits of others, 1 have never known an in* 
diridtu), whose losses were so great, and who knew 
1 wav disposed to advocate hra claims, to take tip 
so little of my time, and to be as modest in urging 
hit claims. All titese circumsWncea together had 
given to Mr. J. a liigh idoa’wf ‘the integrity, of the 
gallantry, iiid ofthe patriotism df cdl Anderson. 

Other fMts tlvan those above mentioRed were cs 
toblished by ample testimony, descriptive of the 
suderings and steadfastness of John Anderson in the 
cause iJT tbe country during the war, 
fn the course of the examinations of witnesses ih 
the sitlliig of this day, in the case of col.

dollars per acre, with a , credit, after the payment 
of one fourth, of two, three, and four yeai's; the 
efieeu of this part of the lystkm has been hereto- 
fore, deemed beneficial, both to the public and to in- 
dividuals. It is beneficial to individuals, because 
the price is so moderate, that the poorest citiaen 
may place himself in the most useful and honora- 
hJk situation in society, by becoming a cultivator 
of his oum land: and the fixed value is so high, 
coooected with the abundance of our vacant terri* 
t6ry, as to prevent individuals from ptirchasing 
with a hope of advantage, unreasonably extensive 
and immeroua tnicts, to be held for purposes of 
spcculaiionj that this is the case, that lands sold 
by the United States, are not held by speculators, 
may be fairly inferred by a cpoaideration of the fol- 
lowing facts: 

From the opening of the land offices in the north- 
west Urrilory, as it was then called,, to the 3Uth 
September, l8l0, 3,167, 8S0 acres ofland were soldi 
this amount, compared with the population in 1310, 
is in the ratio of something less than 12' acres for 
each iiulividual; the free white inhabitants of Vir- 
ginia in 1800, amounted to 518,674, the lands ofthe* 
state, valued in 1798, amounted to ^,458,644 seres; 
this divided among the inhabitants, gives to each 
individual, upwards of 76 acres ofland, but it will 
not be contended, that the la>ids of Virginia are 
held by speculators; and with much less truth can 
it be so said of the lands northwest of the Ohio. 
Again, to show by inference, that the public lands 
are not disposed of at too low a price, thecomm.it* 
tee have tlmnghtpropcr to inquire into the estimat- 
ed value of the lands in several of the states, and 
they find, that In the year 1786, the lands of New 
Hampshire, amounting to 3,749,061 acres, were 
valued at 19,038,108 dollars, or g5 7 per acre. 

In PennsyWaiiia, 11,959,865 acres were valued at 
g63, 824, 83*2, or ^69 per acre. 

In Maryland 5.444,272 acres were valued at 
521,634,004; or S3 77 per acre. 

1» Virginia, 40,456,644 acres were valued at 
$9,976,860 dollars, or 48 cents per acre; and 
finally, in the sixteen stales, at than ime compos- 
ingthe United Stales, the land amounted to 163. 
746,686 acres, v.tlued at 479,293,263 dollars, or g2 
92 cents per acre; now ifilie lands oftlie U. States, 
settled and peopled as they were have been thus 
valued, it may safely be concluded that the unin- 
habited V ilds of our forests arc not disposed of at 
too low a price. I 

Indeed the committee feel somewhat spprehen-' 
sivc that the United States, so far from being ena- 
bled to jnci'eaae, will find themselves compelled 
to lessen the price of the public lands, or to forego 
the golden dreams they indulge in, of mormouH 
revenue to arise from their sale. It will be recol- 
lected by the house, that heretofore, the public has 
been the monopolist of land— that, .‘.otwithstanding 
this ad/antage, not more than eight or nine mil- 
lions of acres have been disposed oti for a sum less 
tlian 19,000,000 of dollars, and that too, during a 
j;pacc of 18 or 20 years.

Tiut they have asaturely considered the subject 
referred to them, and have adopted snbstantully, 
Uit report of the committee, to whom was re fer re d 
Uiesame eubjeet, at the last sedston of congress, 
as forming a part of this report. 

1 he committee arefully persuaded that the form 
sel^ted for the American flag, was truly etnble- 
matical rf oar origin, and exisienee as an indepes* 
dent nation; and that as sucli, it having met tbe 
approlratioo and received the support of the citi- 
I union, it ooght to undergo no ehetwe 

I that would decrease its cdnspicuKy, or tend to de- 
prive it of Us representative character; ttieooie* 
miUee however believe that an incresiaevnthefnan- 
her of the states in the union, since tbe 
tered by law, sufficiently indicates Ae propriety of 
such a change in the arrangement of the flsg u 
shall best accord with the reasons that led ts its 
original^ adoption snd sufficiently point toippor* 
tant perils of our national history. 

The original flag of the United States was com- 
posed of tiiirteen stripes, and thirteen stars, sad 
was adopted by a resolution of the continentil con* 
gress on the 14lh of June, 1777. On the 13th of 
January 1794, after two newsutes had been admit- 
ted into tbe union, the national legislature passed 
sn act, that the stripes and stars, should, on iday 
fixed, be increased to fifleen etch, to comport with 
[the then number of independent states. These* 
cession of new states since that alteration, and the 
certain prospect that at no distant period the ntim* 
ber of states will be considerably multiplied, ren* 
der it in the opinion of the committee, highly inex- 
pedient to increase tbe number of stripes, as every 
flag must in some measure be limited in its riee^ 
fram the circumstance of convenience to the place 
on which it is to be displayed, while an increase 
would necessarily decrensc their magnitude iind 
render t^m proportionably less distinct to distant 
observation. This consideration has induced ihimY 
to retain only the general form of the flag, whfic 
iheroactiially exists a great want of uniformity m 
Its adjustment, particularly when used on small pri- 
vate vessels. ' > 

The national flag being in general use, by T^els 
of almost every description, it appears to the com- 
mittee of considerable importance to adopt acme 
arrangemmt calculated to prevent, in future, great 
or ox(>ensive alteratioiis. Under these impressions 
j fod to believe no alteration could be made 

more emblematical cf our origin, and present ex* 
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ifteice. M cniDposed of a mtoiber Af 
•aid united- 8tAl^ than to tedsce^e at^ipM In the 
flaf^ to the orifrinal mimber of Airteen, to reprC’ 
•ant the nombo of atatea (ben eontendiag Ibr, ihd 
happUy aohieviofi’ their independence* and to in* 
crease tlie atan to correspond widi the ntimber of 
Atatea now in the imton: imd hereafter to add one 
•lar to the flag, whenever a new aute abdl be ftilly 
admitted. 

V Tbeseelight alterations will, in the opinion of 
the committer, m<5et the getteral approbation, aa 
well of those wlto may have r^retted a former de* 
partiire from the original, and such as are aoUcitous 
to see in it, a rtpreaentaUon of every atate in the 
union. 

The oommitiee cannot believe that, m retaining 
only thirteen •>tripes, it neoeaviarUy follows, they 
should he disUoetly considered in reference to cer- 
tain individisal atatea, inaatmich aa nearly all the 
new states were a component part of and represent* 
od in, the original »tmles*~and inasmuch, also, aa 
Ute Aas ia intended to signify numbers, and notlo*

. tion, and beg leave to report: • 

That the oonstitution grants to congress the fol- 
lowing powers in relation to the militra, to vnt: To 
provide for organising the milkint for arming^cm; 
for disciplimng them; for caUhig them into ue ser- 
vice of the United States: for governing them there- 
in; and for compensatio|^ them for their services, 
which powers the comiuutee have considered sepa- 
raicly. 

1. The committee are of opinion, thst in organiz- 
ing the militia, it would be a great improveinent to 
divide them into two classes, with a view toinin 
diligently, Aind to provide (o arm immediately, the 
young men, and exempt the cldet-ly men from -that 
sacriHce uf time which eiFecuve training would 
rec^uire— -the organization of the militia might re- 
main in allotber respects nearly as hbretofore estab- 
lished. 

% Tlie constitution having made it the duty of 
congress to provide for arming the militia, this 
power ia not only exercised bv merely enacung that 
Uie militia shall arm themseires. A taw to that 
efl'ect, UDsanctioned by penalties, will be disregard- 
ed. and if Uius sanctioned, will be unjust, for it will 
operate os a capitation tax, which the opulent and 
the needy will pay equally, and which will not he 
borne by the states in the-proportiott fixed by the 
constitution. The commiUce do not approve of 
putting public arms into the hands of the inilitta, 
when not necessan*. Thalmode would exp^iae the 
arms to be lost anddes'royed. They conceive that 
congreas should provide arsenals, from which the 
milUia of every part of the United States cotrid 
draw arms when necessary, which would he asufli 
cient exercise of the power to provide for arming 
the militia ; 



3. Congress having poorer to provide for govern- 
ing the militia only when they are in the srr>*!ce of 
the United States, and the authority of training 
them belonging to the state gnvermnents, the com- 
mittee have not deemed it proper that congress 
should prescribe the lime to oe devoted to training, 
or the manner in which that object will be best 
effected. It is the doty of the state legislatnrev 
to enaet the necessary laws for that purpose. I'be 
committee deem it a sufficient exerrtse of the pow- 
er to provide foi* disciplining the milltii, to direct 
the appointment of the necessary officers, to pre- 
scribe their dnties, and to provide a system of dis- 
cipline, comprehending the camp duties, ihstnic- 
tion, field exercise, and field service, for the militis. 

4. The committee are of opinion, that the regu- 
lations for calling fbrth the milHia may remain sub- 
stantially as at present existing: that the president 
should, in all eases, address his orders immediately 
to some officer of the militia, and not to the exe- 
cutive of any state. The governor of a state is 
not a militia officer, bound to execute the orders 
of the president; he canno\ be tried for disobedience 
of orders, and punished by the sentence of a court 
martial. 

5. In providtrtg for s^verning the militia'm tlic 
service of the United States, it has appeared to 
your committee, that the senior class might be ex- 
empted from being marched out of the state to 
which they may belong; that the yum'sf class, com- 
posed of ardent and vigorous men, the efficient force 
of the nation, should, when called into service, con- 
tinue therein some time afler having acquired tbv 
knowledge and habits of soldiers; that the officer* 
should, by their own consent, he continued still 
longer in service, aa military knoa-ledge, principle* 
and habits, are most essential to the officers, who 
who are the souls ofaa army. It has also Mppeored 
to >ouT committee, that those principles would be 
best acquired by the officers of the militia, in sers*- 
ing with officers of the re^ilar troops on courts 
martial, for the trial of oTiendera cither of the 
regpilar troops or militia. 

6. The compensation to the militia for their ser- 
vices, consisting of pay and allowance for clothing, 
and of pension* in ca.se of disability by wounds re- 
ccived in the service, the committee would allow 
to remsin nearly as heretofore fixed by law. 

The committee acting According to the foregoing 
principles, report a bill to provide for organizing, 
arming, and disaiplining the militia; fhr calling ibem 
h»to w service of the United States; for governing 
them therein; and for compenaaling them for ihcir 
aervices.

The language of this note. Captain Perry consid- 
ered disrespactfni. and summoned captain Heath 
intohis cabin. tVitlingly wouldyoor memorialiits 
draw areil over the transaction. w6ieh then and 
there took place; mostwUliagly would they bury in 
oblivion a transaction so disgraceful to the okarac* 
ter of an American officer. But justice to them- 
selves forbids it. It appears by the statement of 
Captain Heat!) and the acknowledgement of captain 
Perrr. that, after'some eoUversatinn had passed, 
captain Ferry, from (as he skys) **a disposition to 
chastise insolence on tlie spot,** gave to captain 
/hath a blow, and after having committed this out* 
rage on hi* person, with mtich abusive language, 
ordered him to be confined to his room, and a cen- 
tinel placed over him; a measure which hitherto has 
been omuidered justifiable in extreme cases only. A 
littlercdection convinced capt. Perry of the impro- 
priett of biscondact.and alarmed him for Its conse- 
qiien'-es; he according, through the medium of ano- 
ther post captain and the first lieutenant of the Java, 
made an overture to captain Heath of reconcilia* 
lion, and through them tendered an apedogy. but 
iitsisted otvterms ofhb owndictating. litis, capt H. 
having a duereptrd for his own reputation, for the 
commis!»ion which he has the Itonor to hold, and 
for the respectability of his brother officers of the 
same rank, positively refused lo accept, and in his 
turn preferred charges against captain Perry. A 
court martial convened, and as we have been unof- 
ficially informed, for tl»e trial of both; but captain 
Perry remained in the exercise of the functions of 
his office, wliile captain Heath was in close confine- 
ment. Of the proceeding* of this court j'our memo- 
rialist know butlitlle; they have ere ibi*, the)- pre* 
^ume, been laid before the lionorabic aecretary of 
the navy. Hut they know that captain Peny has 
sailed for tlie Uniletl States, in command of the 
Java, with the sanction of a court m.artlal, and that 
of the commander in chief to support his conduct.

Public Education. 

Jnthe oemue of J’ennayfoamo, Der. 11. Mr. Aertf, 
of Westmoreland, from the committee of ecliica. 
cation, made report, which was read as fbllowa, to 
wit; 

In a government where the public are the fb«n. 
tain of all power, a general diffusion of knowledge 
is essential to a proper and permanent exercise of 
it. The benign influence of religion, which f orms 
the basis of every good govcmoicnt, if uiuupport. 
edbyan improvement ofthenobiefaculticsofmiiid 
with which the Creator ha* endowed the cr ea t ur e, 
will be but partially frU In society. And those 
moral principles which dictate the reciprocal dti« 
ties of individuals, grow in strength, m the same 
ratio with the progress of learning wuLciviloatioci. 

The system of representative government pre. 
supposes anaMUty in the constituent to direot and 
control his agent, from which it kaotieipated that 
the desire of the people may be always effectuated 
through their representatives. But if through <n« 
attention or for want of competent intelUgenee^ the. 
people are unable to judge of the measures best 
calculate to promote their happiness and pro^ri- 
tv, the spirit of representation ia lost.— And although 
tKe fom may be preserved, yet an isability in the 
public to sanction or disapprove the measurca of 
their sgents, converts them from representatives to 
aristo'erats, and thus the vital principles of our 
eunstitutlon virtually become obsolete. How'et- 
sentially important is tt therefore for the repfe. 
smtsfive to suggest, and the constituent to embrace 
every reasonable means of intellectual improve* 
ment. The wise framers of the constitution of this 
commonwealth were aware of its importance, and 
erjoined it on the legislature to "provide ftir die 
rst;4bli«hment of schools throughout the states wad 
in such manner that the poor might be taus^t gra> 
tis,” and that "the aUs and sciences should hepro* 
jfioted in otic or more seminaries of leaHiIng’,**— 
The general dissemination of useful learoing, b of 
more interest to the state than the p r onafot l y of 
"arts and sciences;” yet the Utter has in^crlous 
cl'timsto liberal attention. 

The extent of the permanent revenue of the atate 
points this out as a fit time to encour.age, through ^ 
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it* menn9» i general «y«tcfn of ecl*icati(Mi. Befide* 
the difficulty of procuring an education at all, there 
are various evils of most pernicious tendency exist- 
ing in the manner of educating youth at present in 
Vennsl} Vania. The incompetency of teachers is 
among the first. This proceeds from two causes. 
From the want of a board of inquiry to ascertain 
and pass upon the qualifications of applicants for 
employment in e*ery county, and from the inability 
in many parts of the state the scattered coo. 
dition of the population to afford a competent sa- 
lary. From these causes persons totally unqualifi- 
ed, assume the task of teacliing, from which the 
profession is injured in its reputation, and persons 
who are capable, become unwilling to be associated 
in the same emphqrment The professlonofteacli- 
ing would be restored to a respectable standing by 
appointing a test forttie committee ofteachers, and 
by offering some pecuniary inducements under pro- 
per regulations out of the state funds. The com- 
mittee submit the following plan. 

1. That the respective courts of common pleas 
in the several counties in this commonwealth, at 
their first term in every year, or at any subsequent 
term when occasion may require, shall appoint five 
competent persons aS a board of trustees, who shall 
have authority to examine any teacher who may 
propose to take the superinteiuUnce of any school 
in any such county, for the instructing of youth in 
reading, writing, arithmetick and grammar, in 
English or German; and if tiie said trustees, oc a 
majority of ibem, upon such examtnalion ubaU ap. 
prove of pud) applicant, they shall certify that such 
person is competent to discharge the duties of a 
teaclier. 

3. If any such teacher shall produce a certificate 
from a majority of hU subaeribers to aasd board of 
trustees, of having diligently taught a school con- 
sistii^-of at Icust pnpilsfor montbodnany 
term -of twelve, the aaid trustees ot a majority of 
them shall draw their warrant in bis favor oa the 
state tre asurer for dollars.

“Contempt of the House.” 

The late famous ease of John Andtrsm is { 
known to every borly. 'Hie decisioa upon it 
does nut appear to have pleased anybody; and, 
had he resisted the arrest and claimed a re- 
lease by habeas corpus, a very unpleasant co- 
lision might have taken place between the le- 
gislative and Judicial auUiurities. 

An affair of “contempt” has also occurred 
in Virginia. The legrslsitare raised a commit- 
tee for the purpose of e^uiring into certain 
reports of mal-practiceg in the management of 
the funds of the Farmers bank of Virginia; ii 
iKiog Insinuated that those funds were used by 
certain directors fur what 'is technically call- 
ed "shaving,'’ or usuiy. A Mr. Carter B. 
Page, being brought before the committee, re- 
fused to answer the question, “do you know 
that any director of tlie Farmers bank has, 
witliin tlie last year, been guilty of usury or 
shaving?” — saying, he was advised that he was 
not bound to ahswer any questions which called 
upon him to disclose information touching anv 
twsactionin whicli he himselfbure a part, and 
which may be held toviolate any part of the law 
of the land, &c. The committee reported the 
case to the house — were the proceedings of the 
legislature to be arrested by an individual? A 
resolntibn was offered to put Mr. Page m the 
custody of the sergeant at arms; this produced 
» long and very interesting debate, which was 
esumed and continued several days. Finally.

it was agreed that Mr. Fage’s refusal to an- 
swer the question proposed by the coiiiinittee, 
ivas not a contempt of the house; anil, by ano- 
ther resulutioii, tlie committee was discharged 
from a furtlier consideration uf the subject 
that had been referred to it. 

A third affair of ‘-coutempt” has happencil 
in Marylanil. 'Hie house of del^ates took it 
up witK closed doors, but, thi iojuiictiun uf 
secrecy being removed, it appe.nred that a 
resolution had been carried directiug the 
sergeant at arms to take a certaia Gemm 
Keatinge into his custody, for having pubiidh- 
ed ill his paper, issued at Westminster, in 
Frederick county, called the “Observer,” an 
article directed to the “hon. James Nahb, a 
delegate to the general assembly from Talbot,” 
said to be of a “malicious ami scandalous na- 
ture,” &c. The resolution was assented to 
by yeas and nays— yeas £7, nays £d. But on 
the following day, to wit, Saturday last, it was 
agreed that as the said George Keatinge lived 
at too great a distance from the seat of go- 
vernment to be brouglit to trial durinz the pre- 
sent session, ordered, tliat the resuuition re- 
specting him be rescinded — ayes 34, nays 46! 

'fhe repeated agitation at tlie doctrine of 
“contempts” renuires some specific pnirisions 
respecting it. 'Hie liberty of the citizen is 
not to be sported with at the whim, passion, or 
caprice of a legislative bod y — he has a right td 
knou’ the fair; and, tlien, if he violates it, iid 
ought to be punished, 'fhe legislative body 
should be protected from insult, hut it seems 
that they ought not to he judges in their owif 
case; and it is better to have a licentious press 
than one subjected to any other regulation thaA 
that which is imposed hy public opinion. Truth 
is not a libel in Maryland; hut an editor con- 
victed of a “malicious and scandalous” false- 
hood, maybe punished bylaw — not by jiriri- 
lege. We have not seen the article that gavd 
rise to the proceedings in our legislature— but 
venture to say that those proceedings havd 
given it a degree of importance that it was not 
entitled to — as is generally tiie case of sucll 
wise interferences.

Kosciusko, the matryr of 
liboriy, it no more! We are informed that he died 
at butcuro, in kVanee, some time in October Ust. 

In tracing the creHts of this great mati*s life, we 
Hul tn him that consistency of conduct which is the 
rt}wrc <u be admirt-d as it is so rarely to be met witJi. 
He wa-s nut at one lime ibv fiiend of mankind, and 
at another the instrument of Uteir oppression; but 
he preserved ihtoiighuat his whole career those 
noble priociplrs which distinguished him in its 
comn:f ncetnent — winch influenced him at an early 
prrii.d ofliis life to leave bis country and lua friends, 
aiul ui another hemisphere to fight for the rights, 
of humanity. 

^ Kosciusko was born and educated in Poland, of 
a noble and distioguUhetl family— a country w here 
the disiiiiciions in society are perhaps earned to 
Kreater lengths than in any other.— lUs Creator 
iiad, itowever, endowed him with a soul capable of 
rising above the narrow prejudices of a cast, snd 
of breaking the shackles which a vicious educatipii 
bad im{iosed on his mind. 

When very young, he was informed by the voice 
of fame, that Uie standard of Liberty had been 
erected in Amecka, that an insulted and oppressed 
people had determined to be free, or perish in tb< 
sttempt. Ills ardent and generous mind caiiglit, 
with entbusiasm, the holy flame, and from that 



moment he boeome the devoted aoldier of liberty. 

His rank in the Averican army afforded him no 
opportunity greatly to diatioguisb bimtelf But 
be WM remaned tbroMghout his stn*tee, for all the 
qualitiee which adorn we. human character. HfS 
heroic conduct in the fields could only be ttjualled 
by bis moderation and afil^iUty in the walka 
private life. He was idolUed by the aoldiers Ibr 
hif bravery, and beloved and respected by thcoS*^ 
eers fbr the goodness of his heart, end the great 
qualitiea of hia mind. 

Contributing greatly, by bis exertiona, to fhe es« 
tsblishmtnt of Uie independence of America, be 
might have remained, and siiared the bleastdga it 
dispensed, under the protection of a chief who lor* 
rd and honored him, and in the boaom qf a grateful 
and aflectionatc people.

It was presumed that the establishment of a 
small force of the kind stated, constituting the first 
elements of an army in each district, to be aided 
by the militia in case of emerger^cy, would be ade* 
quate to its' defence. — Such a force of infantry and 
artillery might repel small predator;* parties, and 
form a rallying point for the militia, at the more ex- 
posed or important stations, in ease pf more fbrmid* 
able invaOlon. A regnUr officer of experience 
stationed In the district, acting under the authority 
and pursuing the will of the government, might 
digest plans for its defence: select proper points 
for works, and superintend the erection of the^; 
call for suppKes of ordnance, for tents arHl cvnp 
equipage, fbr small arms and other munitions of 
war; ciS\ fbr the militis: and dispose of the whole 
force. These duties, it was believed, could not be 
performed with equal advantage by the officers of 
the militia, who being oalled into service for short 
terms, would not have it in their power, however 
well qualified they might be in other /espects, to 
digest plans, and preserve the chain of connection 
and system in the whole business, which seemed to 
be indispensable. 

On great consideration this arrangement was 
deemed the most eligible that could be adopted 
under the authority or the United Spates. Indeed 
none other occurred that could be placed in com* 
petition with it. In this mode the national ^vem- 
ment acta by its proper organs, over whom it has 
control, and for whose engagements it is respon- 
sible. 

The measures which may be adopted by a state 
government, for the defence ofa state, must be 
considered as its own measures, not those of the 
United Stales. The expences attending them are 
chargeable to the state, and not to the United 
States. Your excellency will perceive Uiat a dif* 
ferent construction would lead into the most im* 
portantfSnd as is believed, into the most pernicious 
consequences. If a state could call out the militia 
and subject the United States to the expense 
of supporting them, at its pleasure, the naticnal 
authority would cease at to that important object, 
and the nation be charged with expenses, in the 
measures producing which, the national govern* 
ment had no agency, attd over which it enurdhave 
no control. This, however, though a serious objec- 
tion to such a construction, is not the most tveigh* 
! ty. By taking the dcfi*nce of the stale into its own 
hands, and out of those of the general government 
a policy is introdticed on the tendency 6f which I 
forbear to comment. I shall remark only that ifa 
close union of the states, and an harmonious co* 
operation, between them and tlie g'eneral govern- 
ment, are at any time necessary for the preserva- 
tion of their independence, and of those inestima- 
ble liberttc.i which were achieved by Uie valor and 
blood of our ancestors, that period may be consider- 
ed as having arrived.

In tills aUrmmg situation, ore bei^leavp to makm 
a last appeal to the congress of the Uailod Statoa.— 
AVIiUe we make this appeal, the present o^lo* t^ 
catcDsive embarrassments in most of the tfSBAh 
pjr merna Of Industry, as d-eU as thw-pcouUor 
diftculty in allbrdlnp immediate relief to*inanufac- 
turvs, arc fbUy seen and appreoiaiM. -Yea your 
puiitioners cannot' believe that dse legW^hore 
the union will remain an indifTercat S|»#otiaU>r of 
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tile wide »pr^d ruin of tbeir fellow citizens, &n<l 
look on, ond see % bnuich of industry, of the 
uUnost impMftsnce in every oommnnity, proslrsted 
under clrcumst^ires fatal to ill future attempts 
arre%'iv.il, wilmut a further effort for relief. We 
would not magnify the subject, which we now 
present to coogreae, beyond its just merits, wlien 
state it to be one of the utmost importance to 
the future interest and welfare of the United 
States. 

Before we nroeeed farther, and at the very 
threshold, we disclaim all legtalativc patronage or 
fovor to any particular clans or branch of industry 
at the f zpetise of the other clasaes in tbe commu- 
nity. We ask of congress the adoption of no mea- 
sure, for the relief of manufocturers, which is not 
deemed consistent with sound nst^al policy and 
^e beat interests of the United States at lai^e.— 
But if a compliance with oar prayers be the dictate 
of wisdono, and for the public good; if our applica- 
tion be justified by tlie examples of all wise and 
patriotic states; if no goverivment of modem Burope 
u so short sighted, or regardkss of its duties, as 
not to constantly watch over, and yield a steady and 
protecting support to the manufacturers of the 
state. We humbly hope this appeal in behalf of 
American manufactures will not be made in vain. 

That clothing for our ciiizcns in peace, and our 
vmy and navy in war, are iiulUpensahle, and that 
tlie necessary supply should be independent of 
foreign nations, are positions that will be contro- 
verted by none. The last war afforded most la- 
mentable proof: your soldiers, exposed to the 
inetciBeneies of a northern climate, were it times 
iwund fighting an their ranks almost naked. It 
will not escape observation that national collision 
and hostility are most likely to arise with that na- 
. tion from whom our supplies are principally deri- 
ved, and that the operations of war must be prose- 
cuted on the ocean; hence regular supplies being 
cut oir, amugglbig, violations of law, with all the 
. eoncomiUnt evils experienced in the late war, are 
; the certain consequences, The same disgrtcefol 
scenes are to be acted over and over again, to tlie 
deep reproacli of the country, if the present manu- 
factories are suff'ered to fall, the government will 
look in vaitt for means to avert Uiose calamities,— 
Surrounded with many embarraasments, govern- 
ment, during the war, saw fit is encourage manu 
facturing estabUshmeaU: and those who cmharkad 
their capital, it is humbly conceived, were war- 
ranted in the expectation of such CK>ntInaing sup 
port of goverment as should protect their interest 
against that foreign rivalship and liofitilty w’licUia 
nnw operating to thtir ruin. They had a right, as 
' they conceive, to expect tJiis from what gf>vern- 
mentowed to itself and to the independence and 
best imereitt of the country, as well as from tlie 
example of other nations in like circumstances. 

in reviewing the discussions on tliis great ques- 
tion, your petitioners feel themselves juat'rficd i» 
taylng, that the question has not been at all timea 
fiMy met on ita true taeritii. We have b<?en con- 
strained to witness alarm sounded, as though anew 
principle was to-be introduced, and the country 
now, fw the first lime, taxed for the mere benefit 
of fnannfaetories. Whatcan be more untme and 
urijustf We need not remind the honoribl: the 
congress of tbe United Slates of what is known to 
all, that from thefirat esUbUslupentorthegovern- 
ment, special regard lias been had, in laying im- 
posts slid taxes, to the protection of domestic ma- 
nufoeturea, by increasiug the duties on imported ar- 
ctekm coming m compcUiion. Again the uritf, in 



protecting mamjfoctures, has been represented as 
taxing the fanner and pkmter for the benefit of the 
manufacturer; and hence attempts have been made 
to excite popwkr pce^ica agiwt the Utter. \7e 
need not dwell on this topic, m showing how un- 
just to individuals and iujurioua to the country the 
charge is. As it respects the manufoeturing dis- 
tricts of the United States, tbeir U no distinct 
class of inanafscturen, nosepararioci.of themann- 
facturer and fiu'men it is tbe farmer himself wlio 
Is the manufacturer; he invests his money in manu- 
facturing stock. With Uie exception of a fe>v fie- 
toriea, in or near the great towns, by far the greater- 
part of manur-icturing stock will be found irt the 
hands of the farmer. 

Between difTerent dtstricts or states, one manu- 
facturing and the other no:, a different question 
ariaet, w'iiich resolves itself into a mere equ«hty 
or apportionment of taxes on the different parts of 
tlie union; and here it will be seen, on a view of 
the whole system of impost and taxra, that no in- 
justice U done, as the mafiufaeturmgdiatricCs have. 
And still do, contribute their foil proportiontotlie 
imblic treasury. Of the internal taxes it will ap- 
pear, that they have, psidan amount greatly bc> 
yood the numerical standard 4r rule of apportion- 
meoi prescribed by the constitution. The fact is 
not here mentioned for the purpose of complaint, 
but to show how fallacious it is to select the duty 
on a particular article, to settle tbe ques ion i>f 
equality in the general apportionmeat of U.xes,— 
We might again con fide ntiy appeal to the tariff of 
imporla, and if k if the duly is not greater on many 
other articles than on imported cloths (with the 
exception of certain coarse and almosC useleas cot- 
tons of the Bast Indies.) This is believed to be die 
case with mostef the specific duties, and essisetit* 
ly so in some instances. Were the gjivemsD^t to 
proceed much farthw than is new contemplated* 
and beatow premiums for tbe encouragement ^ 
particular branches of industry, examplej* to justi- 
fy tbe measure would be found in the wisest and 
best administered governments. While the provi- 
sion in the constituUon, prehMtinjf ofiy ftutg tnex- 
par/«, forces the STcxt staple productions of the 
south, it iiyutcs the dosnesiic laamifacturer, and 
is subversive of the great principle adopted by 
moat nations to rtstrain the export uf the raw mate, 
rial neceuary in manvfacturet. But nciUter uf this 
provisioii do your peiitioners complain.

ces of the kind— would meniion one; an acquain- 
tance of hts, who had signed the address, subse- 
quently discovered theche.^t, snd in order tn m tke 
as much amends as possible ibr Ida involuntary 
fault, offered tO*defray all the expenses of epu-* 
vening the present meeting, (here was s' Cry of 
name, name fro^ a person in the room) it was not 
necessary to name the individual he had alluded 
to, bot he would asaure that incredulous genile- 
man, that what he asserted was true; the person 
he meant wished his name not to be irtiroduccd, as 
it would follow he was easily duped by the artifices 
of a man in office. 

Mr. Savage next addressed the meeting, and stat- 
ed that he never befbre had come forward publicly 
ro express hlsoplnion, and he trusted that liis first 
effort would by a RritUh audience, treated 
with that candor that he before had witnessed to- 
wards ottiera. Before any decision was taken, as 
to the adoption of the proposed protest, he wished 
to make a few remarks He thouglit it inciirpbent 
on every Briton to do his utmost to prevent the 
“loyal uddresa** from being sent to Ei Rbind. i.s tbe 
general act of the British irUitbitaiiiK oFN'wYort.

for the purpose of 4'iuiting in the derxth of tjie pnn- 
cesH Charlotte; hut this was foreign to the pti/pose 
of those who called the meeting. Ko man W'ould 
withhold hit sympathy at the melancholy event of 
tlie death of the princess, and had the fVumi?rs of 
the “loyal addreas,” confined Bjemselves sio'ply to 
this, the present meeting would not h-ive heoa 
called together to oppose them. If fs our diiiy, 
under existiiig circumstancee, to slibw the people 
of Great Britain that we have not forgotten therm 
that altliough we were by disireutes (which have 
been brought upon our country by the villamous 
oligarchy wlio misgoverned It,) induct tb leave 
our dearest connections and friends, we still loved 
that country, whilst we hated its oppressors. I

ed RRViculturalists, and to render it their duly to

Coder the auspices oflearned and 
enliglitened iuRtructors, our colleges arc consist • 
ly increasing in students, and extending in i^seful- 
ne»: : »nd ilie inlermedi»ie seminaries between tUe 
cO' Uiion schools and colleges, have also greatly 
difl'usad Uic blessings of education. Funds to 
ihenmounlof 750,000 dolUr.s have been granted 
to dic three collegts, and about 100,000 doll^s 
to die thirty eight incorporated academies. While 
this liberality t»f patronage reflects honor on the 
tuit, it cannot be too forcibly inculcated nor too 
gciu^'aliy unde.rstoodi that in promoting the great 
aatciesta of moral and intellectual cultivation there 
can Ik* no prodigality in the app»icalion of the pub- 
lic treasure. 

The colleges of physicians and surgeons ar^ 
eminently deaerving of public consideration.— 
The increase of the institution in New ^ork in the 
number of its students, in the amplitude of its ac- 
commodations, and in the respectability of its cha- 
racter, has kept pace with the science and cclcbri 
ly of its professors. And the recent addition of 
distinguished teachers to the establbbment in 
Fairfield, places it on high ground, and in the 
road to prosperity and usefulness.— The appro- 
priations to medical cdticalioii do not exceed 
60,0tK) dollars, a sum by no means commensurate 
with the importance of the object. Every well 
educated physician becomes not only a conserva- 
tor of health, but a misaiooaiy of science. Where- 
ever he establishes himself he will convey and 
rommunicHte useful knowledge. Two hundred of 
our youth annually dispersed over the country, in- 
*^iruc.ed in metical knowledge and its cognate 
sciences, will in the course ot a few yeaw eftcct | 
an augmentation of the aiate of general informa- 
tion equally honorable and beneficial to the com* 
mnui.).

I alfo recommend the reduction of the ™ 
iU present amount. The annual revenue will atiH 
be about 500,000; and as our permament «*PJ^*** 
including the interests of the public debt, will not 
exceed 440.000 dollars, Acre will remain a tarplas 
of 60,000 dollara applicable to extraordinary oh* 
i jecU. This sum may be encrcaaed to upwii^s of 
100,000 by financial improvements. The funds ^ 
the state will be augmented by the parent of the 
[debt due from Ac United Sutca, which haa not 
yet been idiuated; and great and useful accesatoRs 
may be raaae in other respects. The imposii*OT 
of auction duties in lieu of those of the Unhed 
States, lately withdrawn, will protect our regular 
traders, afford some relief to our niinufactonca. 
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•nd enlAT^e the fund for tntemtl iiB|nt>Temeiit.->- 
The rerenue from eschcAU, properly collected, 
would be eontidortble. erwi a much greater sum 
may be raised aonually by the lotteries already au- 
thorised by law. And it may he proper to observe 
that our llitancial operatioaa may be facilitated bv 
the establishrecftt of an office for the transfer of 
stfick in tfaa city of New-York, which can be do(<e 
without any cspease. 

This view of our finances is certainly encourag- 
ing. it sl»ews that our debt may be gfeatly reduc- 
ed) that our taxes may be dimintshed one hnlf, 
that all our eontemplaUd improvements msy be ex- 
ecuted, sod that ft great fund will still remain fur 
all the beneficial objects of society. 

T%e public hu4d have not been comprehended 
in tills expositiim of our resources. Including tlie 
tows lots, the islands snd our rights of pre emp- 
tion, together with the detached parcels and lar^ 
tracts, I consider them fully equivalent in value to 
the whole debt against the state Tbe immense 
fund sppro|>riated to schools and academics, has 
also beoi kept out of view, because 1 deem it a 
aa^ed prevision for the education of tbe present 
and all fbture generations, which ought never to 
be disturbed, diverted or impaired. 

With respect to the debt which wUl be Incurred 
in the prosecution of internal improvements, there 
am be no doubt but that light tolls on our own 
cmnmodities, and higher transit duties on foreign 
productions, will in a few years not only accumu- 
late a fund for its extinguishment, but be a proli- 
fic source of revenue for the general purposes of 
governmenL. And this subject may in other respects 
form the basis of important arrangements in uur 
system of political economy. It may be rendered 
a powerful instrument for encouraging our own ma 
Dufactnres, and for restraining the pernicious use 
of foreign commodities. 

The best systema of finance are, however, vain 
wad illusory, without the practice of economy.— 
Parsimony ought to be svoided ss well as profusion, 
but all governmenta are too prone to give into 
waaUfUl extravagance. Appropriations of public 
money should be cautiously made, and its expendi- 
tures carefully watched. The accountability of 
public Sj^nts should be enforced, snd the ordmsry 
forms uf legislation ought never to be varied, un- 
less in extreme cases. With the observance of 
these salutsry precautions; with the application of 
ft well regulated economy, and the adoption of pro- 
per andjudicious retrenchments, I feei a thorough 
persuasion that the flourishing condition of our fi- 
nances may be completely restored; that all our im- 
provements may be sucessfully executed; and that 
this state, rich in her resources, public spirited in 
ber objects, wise in her deliberations, and deter 
mined in her purposes, may attain unprecedented 
prosperity. 

Although the cultivation of tbe blessings of 
peace is most congenial with tlie spirit of our go- 
vernment, the precepts of religion and the maxims 
of sound policy, yet the seeds of war and contro- 
versy are planted too deeply in the constitution of 
human nature for us to expect an exemption from 
the common fate of nations; and the experience of 
the United States utterly forbids the hope. Since 
our existence as a nation, besides the wsr of the 
revolution and contests with the savages of this 
continent and the barbarbns of Africa, we have 
been engaged in hostilities with France and Great 
Britain. \Ve are in the neighboriiood of Hrititii 
and Spanish provinces. Our enterprising spirit of 
'migration and commerce wiU bring us ta contact 



with ths trading and colonial estabirihmenN of 
Russia. The We^t-India islands, owned by difTVr- 
ent sovereigns, may in the course of time he a 
fruitful source of controversy; and our extensive 
commerce Will of en render it necessary to vindi- 
cate our neutral rights against the aggressions of 
tiift belligerent powers of Knrope. Kv#n at this 
present period, the patriotic struggle of the per pic 
of Spanish America for emancipation from the re. 
straintsof commercial monopoly, and the shackles 
of colonial subjection, may eompmmit o>ir p.*i- 
cific relations. Whatever mav be ths cause, the 
time must arrive when it will become necessary »o 
appeal to the sword, and this appeal might neVer 
to be made without finding us in a state of ample 
preparation. 

Permit me then to recommend to your attention 
the revision and amelioration of our militia systeUi. 

The statutes relative to the militia were rot te- 
vised in 1812, and it is now necessary to combbie 
ihcm into one law; to reconcile their difirrent pro- 
visions, and to engrafr such amendments at expe- 
rience has shown to be proper. It is believed that 
essential improvements may be made in the organi. 
zatton, dress and discipline of the militia; bi i!ie 
iinpositioii, collection and disposition of fiinet; in 
the promotion of mrlitary mstructioo, and in the 
encouragement of meritorious service or distin- 
guithed skill. In comequenee of some of the im- 
perfect state of some or tlie returns, the precise 
number of our enrolled milHia cannot be Xacer- 
tained, but it may be safrly estimated at 190,000 
men. This immense physical force properly orga- 
nized, arranged, armed and directed, may defy the 
efforts of any enemy. But it ought not to be oon- 
cealed, that not one third of due militia is armed 
and equipped; and that too in a very imperfect 
manner. This state does not own more than twen- 
ty thousand stand of arms. The act of coogre^s 
of 1808, for arming and equipping the whole ^dy 
of the militia, however well uitended, m totally 
inadequate to the object. Our militia increases 
more rapidly than the supply, and even if our po- 
pulation were stationary, it would take near half a 
century before ample provirions could be derived 
from that source. 

The constitution of the state ordains that the 
militia at all times, at well in peace as in war, 
shall be armed and disciplined, snd in readiness 
fir service, and that a proper magazine of warlike 
stores proportionate to the number of inhabit.'ints, 
shall forever at the expense of the state and by acts 
of the legislature, be established, maintained, and 
continued. Hi every coun^. Although it has not 
been practicable to comply with these injunctions 
in their strict tense and to their fiill extent^ yet it 
U certainly our duty as well from reverence frr tbe 
consti>ution, at from regard far the public safety, 
to replenish our arsenals and m^azinea, and to 
give our physical force all the advantages of ener- 
getic arrangement and complete equipment.

Sia^-Uy yotir excellence *s note of the ITth Inst, 
in reply to mine of Sept. 26th, respecting tlie pro* 
clamattnn blockade of gen. Morillo, and the rava 
ges on ilte American commerce, which are com- 
mitting under it, I am told that his majesty has 
onlvred that iitforninlion ahait be tAkm ae ^da 
xnfonfie J of the tribunal of admiralty. 

Tttai gen. Morillo has issued such a proclama- 
tion I have described in my note of Sept. 26th, 
is a fart of universal notoriety: your excellency has 
had before you long since, the correspondence be 
tween the American secretary of stale and Mr. 
Onis on the subject, atid 1 have transmitted to you 
a copy of the letter of Don Francisco Montalvo, 
viceroy of Santa Fe, to the American commission- 
er, .Mr. Hughes, In which the cxisleoceof tlieblock- 
ade is admitted, and in which the AmericRn go- 
vernment is referred for redress to his Catholic 
majesty. It was, therefore, that, by the orders of 
roy government, 1 wrote to you on the subject. 
AVith tlie fact which I have above stated before to 
you, 1 am wholly at a loss to imagine what kind of 
information the tribunal of admiralty can aflord, 
which may regulate tlie decision of hiS majesty on 
the subject. 

The tribunal cannot deny the existence of the 
proclamation; it cannot sliow that the proclamation 
is legal; it cannot tleny that American vessels have 
been taken urtdc - the prnciatnatinn; it cannot con- 
ical the light of the .American government to de- 
mand the rt-HtiUitiun of such vessela.

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Htf palpable n^lect of duty on aevem) important 
emetffencies, together with tlie usual indolence and 
inattention to the calls of his office, made it a desira- 
ble objeet with me to solicit liis removal the first 
convenient opportunity, not only to obtain a more 
active and vigilant officer, but to save him tlie rigo- 
rous severity of a court martial. 

1 will now, sir, narrate to you, the circumstances 
which have thus co npelled me to address you. 

On the evening of the 16tb of September lae*, 
while this ship lay at anchor in the harbour of Mes- 
sina, two of her marines deserted, by jumping ovcr- 
bdird and swimming on shore. Informed of the fact 
captain Keatli, as their commanding officer, was 
immediately sent for and acquainted therewith, but 
he refused to go on deck, alleging as a rcania lh«re- 
for, tJie subterfuge of indispositicn. I then repcate<l 
the order for him to come on deck, and muster the 
mannes. This duty he executed in so careless nd 
indifferent a manner, and at the same time neglect- 
iiy to report to me until called by me, and request- 
ca so to do, that (conscious that such an occasion 
otu^t to animate the most careless and inattentive 
officer, to decision and promptitude,) 1 was induced 
fbom such a manifest neglect of duty, to say to him, 
*^hat he might go below, and should w no more duty 
on board the Java.** 

On the evening of the 18th September, he address- 
ed to me a letter, written by himself, w'hich he 
caused to be laid on tlie table in the cabin, and 
which I received at a very late hour. This letier 
being couched in language which I deemed indeco- 
rous and disrespectful I sent for him and demanded 
whv he thus aodreased me, and particularly why he 
had selected a time so obviously improper, lie im- 
mediately assumed a manner So highly irritating and 
contemptuous, that I belies’.ed it mv duty to arrest 
him, (after having expressed to him my indignation 
at such conduct) anti for this purpose sent for the 
marine officer, at the same time ordering him to 
be ailait. In utter disregard of this ordei*, though 
reputedly warned of the consequences of his dUo* 
bedienct, he penevered in the same irritating tone 
and manner, until at length, after reiterating attempts 
to effect his silence, I gave him a blow. Frequent 
outrage added to frequent insult, provoked this dis- 
agreeable consequence. 

^Mortified, that I should so far forzet as to 

raise my arm against anv officer holding a commis- 
sion in the service of the United States, however! 
improper his conduct might have been, and however I 
just the cause, I immediately, in conformity to tliis 
principle, offered to make such an apology as should 
be proper for ^th: this proposal was refused, which 
precluded the'necessity of any further overtures.— 
The offer was consonant to the views of some of tlie 
most distinguished officers of the squadron, after 
their being made fully acquainted w'itb every parti- 
cular. ' * 

From my having been educated in the strictest 
dtsctplme of the navy, in which, respect and obedi- 
ence to a superior was instilled into my mind as a 
fundament^ and leading principles and from a natu- 
ral disposition to chastiae insolence and imperti- 
nwee, immediately when offered me, even in private 
hfe, must be inferred the burst of indignant feel- 
ing, which prompted me to inflict personal satisfac- 
tion wi an officer who time daringly outng^ the 
of the service in my own person. 

I have thus gone through this unpleasant recital 

with as much candor and conciseness as possible. 

1 might indeed detail to you other .icts of delin- 
quency in Uiis officer, but 1 will not further wearj- 
you witli Uic circurast^cea of this unfortunate

Do not causes of indiaposiUon often 
occur which disqualify a man for the exercise of 
duty, when there b no symptom apparent to a per- 
son unacquainted with me^ine? 

Annoer. Such cases do occur. 

Que«/MN. Could he then form an opinion of the 
existence of such indisposition? 

Anrwtr, He could not. 

The witness withdrawn. 

Lieut M'Phersoa examined by the prisoner.

Anrver. Three or four daya afterwards, captain 
Perry mentioned to roe that hb frelinn bad be^ 
very much excited at the maraier in which captun 
I Heath replied to him on the occasion referred to. 

I QH«en'cfi. Did captain Perry notice my reply to 
him at the time in any manner, either by arrest, 
suspension from duty, reprimand or otherwise? 

Ana'.rer. He did not arrest or suspend captain 
HesUi, but to'd him if be did not pay more atten- 
tion to the marines, he would get somebody that 
would. 

Quee/fon. H< w long have you been under the 
command of capt. Perry. 

Annoer. I served under capt. Perry in 1808, at 
New York, and also on lake Ontario, and hare 
been hb first lieutenant for the last fourteen or 
fifteen months. 

Queotion. From the knowledge you hare oC 
capt. Capt. Perry’s character, and his rules and 
^atem of discipline, do you think he would tuf- 
ter any officer under his command lo treat him 
in a disreapettful, insolent and contemptuous man- 
ner, without an immedbie arresP or aaapenakm 
from duty, or otheru ive no'ice it^ -<» 

Antwer. I have never known an inatance but 
the present. 

Quesfivn. Have you any reason to believe from 
my general character and conduct on board thb 
ship, that I would descend to a fabehood or aub- 
terfuge, in order to evade my duty? 

Antwer. 1 have no reason to believe you would. 
The witness withdrawn. 

Lieut. M’Call re-examined by the prisoner. 
Quettien. Were you on the quarter deck of 
this ship on the 32d of July when I replied to exp*- 
Perry relative to a certain marine who waa dirty 
in hts appearance? 

•in$v>rr. 1 might hare been but I do not recol- 
lect Ific circumsunce. 

f^ttrttion. 1)0 you believe that my complaint of 
indispwsilion on the evening of the 16th September, 
when sent for in consequence of the desertion ot 
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tbe two marines, wis a subterfuge or an excuse to 
evade my duty? I 

-Gnawer. No. I 

Queatimi. When I came on deck I hurried the 
sergeants in mustwingthe marines, did you at the 
time think 1 performed that duty in a careless, in- 
different manner? 

Anraer. He hurried the sergeant very often, he 
appeared very anxious to get through, in order to 
make hb report. 

Qtiea/bn. After I bad mustered the marines, 
and reported them to capt Perrv, did you hear 
capt. Perry say to me that he had no further use 
Ibr my services on board that ship, and order me 
below? 

Asmaer. Captain Heath was called by captain 
Perry. Some conversation took place between 
them which 1 did not hear. Captain Heath tb^ 
went below, and I concluded tie was suspended. ' 

The witness witlidrawn. 

Midshipman Buchanan, of the Java, duly awom 
on the part of the prisoner: 

States he was on deck the night the two ma- 
rines jumped overboard. He was sent below to in- 
form captain Heath of it Captain Heath observed 
to him that be was unwell, and to give bb compli- 
ments to lieutenant - ■ ■ ■ and request him to let 
lieutenant Howie know tbe circumstance. 

<Quevft'M. Prom my manner of speaking to you 
did you not think me indbposed? 

Antwer, 1 only thought so from your telling me 
90. You spoke in a low lone of voice. 

The witness witbdjwwn. 

Midshipman Overton, of the Java, duly sworn. 

Queafbnec/ by the priemer. 

Queetim. When you came to my state room on 
the evening of the l&h ofSeptember, to inform me 
that captain Perry wbbedto see me on deck, was 
1 not making every exertion to obey Mtmmons? 

Anaver. Yes. 

The witness withdrawn. 

Corporal Philpot and JoTmCoIeman, belonging to 
the .fa va, duly sworn on the part of tbe prboner. 

Cetrftaral Philpot qwationed by the pritoner. 

Qii^ation. Da you know of any thing that took 
pUcein tbe csbin ofthe frigate Java, between cap- 
tain Perry and myself, on the evening ofthe 18th 
of September last? 

Anavfer. I Was corporal ofthe guard on the even- 
ing referred to. I was sitting outside ofthe cabin 
door, on a match tub. Captain Heath passed me] 
and went into the cabin. I heard captain Penysayi 
to captain Heath, bow dare you, air, nave the assur- ! 
anee to imite me such s letter. Captain Heath re- 
plied to him and I heard him use the word feelings. 
Captain Peny said, if you repeat that again, 1 will 
knock you down. He called for bis swo^ and 
for tbe officer of marines, to take captain Heath 
and put him in irons. Lieutenant Howie appear- 
ed, and led captain Heath by the arm out of tbe 
cabin, and took him to hb state room, lieutenant 
Uowle returned, and enquired of captain Terry if 
he should pot captain Heath in irons; he told him 
no, but to put him in hb state room, under charge 
of a sentry. 1 had a sentry in waiting, and when 
lieutenant Howie returned, i was orders by him to 
withdraw him, which order I obeyed. 

Quearbn. Did you see any thing disrespectful, 
insolent or contemptuous in my conduct towards 
captain Perry, that evening? 

Anaver. I was not present during their conver- 
sation, and captain Heath spoke so low, that 1 
could not understand what he said.

Q/ie«ften. Where did this conversation take 
Iplaee; in the forwarder afler cabin? 

Anrmer. In the forward cabin. 

QuesSion. How long waa captain Heath in the 
cabin? 

Anrwer. About tenor fifteen minutes. 

Queation. Was the door open on shu*^ 

Antvfcr. The door was on a jar, it wanicJ tuo 
or three inches of being shut. 

Queation. Did captain Perry call for ins swovU 
before Mr. Howie came in, or was it after? 

Anewr. Before Mr. Howie came in. 

The witness was ordered to withdraw. 

John Coleman examined as follows, by the prb- 
oncr: 

Quetlion. Po you know any thing that took pi jce 
in the cabin of frigate Java, bet'^ee^ captain 
Perry and myself, on the evening of the 18th of 
September last? 

Anaiefer. I remember captain Perry sending for 
captain Heath. After captain Heath came into the 
cabin, I beard captain Perry call for liis sw.irJ. 
Idid not know what it was for, at that time. Then 
he called for tbe marine officer, as far as I could 
understand, to put captain Heath in double i-ons. 
Then lieutenant Howell (Howie) led captain He.'itb 
out of the csd)in door. Lieutenant Howell stepped 
btek, and asked captain Perry if he should put 
captain Heath in irons. Captain Perry said no: put 
him in hb room, and place a sentry over him. 

QueatimL Did you see any thing disrespectful, 
insolent, or contemptuous in my conduct towards 
captain Perry that evening? 

Anaver. Ko; 1 did not 

Witneaa queatatmed by the court. 

Queation. Was Uie cabin door abut or open^ 

Anawer. Tbe cabin door waa nearly shut. 

Question. Are you sure it was double irons? 

Aneiaer. Yes. 

Did you distinctly hear captain Perry 
order captain Heath in irons? 

Answer. 1 heard captain Perry order some per- 
son put in irons. 1 did not know who it was at 
that time. 

Queation. Did you hear what captain Heath 
said to captain Perry, to cause his being ordered 
in irons. 

Answer. No; I did not. 

Question. In wh.'it part of the ship were you 
when this took place? 

Anaiaer. 1 was on post, at the cnh\n door. 

Queation. Was there any other person in tlie 
cabin besides captain Perry and captain Heath, at 
the time you heard somebody ordered to be put in 
irons? 

Answer. There was another person besides: he 
came on board with the captain, that night. 

The witness withdrew. 

Evidence on the psrt of the p-nsoner closed. 

Tbe court adjourned, to meet on Tliursday 
morning, 10 o'clock. 

Thwadt^ moruiny, January 2, 181 T. 

The court met pursuant to adjournment. Pre- 
sent, the president, members, snd judge sdvocste. 

Captain Perry being called upon give his evi- 
dence in the case, addressed the court to the fol- 
lowing purport:

ftiiy Uiniculty. Amongst th»t clws of oHicers there | 
»ve niiiiiy, wno, from a h>ng acqauintaiice, 1 enter - 1 
t;»in a ainaerc respect for, and it is with extreme 
regret that I liave been compelled to bring charge* 
against one of t)ic corp:*. Ilow much I have liK)k- 
el over in the conduct of captain llealli» he well 
knows. Whenever he has acted improperly, he 
has only received friendly admonition, and until 
the evening of the 18th of September, respectful 
and kind treatment. 

Captain Perry was then duly sworn, ami stated 
as f()Uow»: On standing into the bay of Naples, at 

the time referred to, in the charge, I observed a 
marine come on the quarter deck, in a verj' dirty 
condition, although an order had been issued be- 
fore, that every person should be particularly clean 
m their dress. { sent fer captain Heath or called 
to him, I do not recollect wliich, and pomled to the 
marine; captain Heath approached me in a manner 
which 1 thouglit ipdecorus, and unbecoming. I 
(old him, that a man In the dress and condition ofj 
(he marine, was t disgrace to the ship, and I be- 
lieve I said to the corps. He replied, he had re- 
potted a want of clothing, and if the marines were 
not clean, he could not help it, I then told him if I 
he could not, i would And some one that would 
I leant over the hammock cloths, to suppres.s the 
feelings <>ccaa«')ned by the conduct of captai > 
Heath. On captain Heath sending me the letter 
which is now before 6'C o*'urt, and of which, I com 
pLI'', I sent fur him tp come into the after c.ib.n{ I 
introly a^ked him the occasion of his sending me 
•Dcha letter, lie a.'rtmedat once a manner which 
was irritating, in the highest degree, both in person 
and in looks, shaking liis head at me; this had the 
efftet which might have been expected, and 1 ex 
pressed my indlgrution in warm terms. After 
some further conversation, I ordered him to be si- 
lent, and sent for the second marine ofHcer. Cap 
tain Heath paid in* attention to my orders. Previ 
ous to this I asked him if be was aware to whom 
he' was speaking, and whpre he was. lie replied, 
in an insulting tone, and throwing himself back^ 
with a contemptuous smile, said he presumed he 
WkH Speaking to captain I'erry, and was in the Java's 
cabin, or words to that e/fect. 1 arrested, and 
repeatedly ordered him to be silent. He continu- 
ed to reply until he was taken out of the cabin, and 
all my efTurls lo make him keep silence, were inef- 
fectual. 

When the marines jumped overboard and after 
I had got on deck, 1 a&ked for captain Heath; to 
my surprise he was not on deck. 1 was told he 
was sick; it was U>e Arst time I had heard of his 
being so. 1 enqtiired repeatedly the nature of his 
indisposition. No one colild tell. I then ordered 
him on deck. When he made bis appearance there, 
he said nothing about his indisposition; nor did 
1 And ills name on the sick report of Uic surgeon 
the next day; neither have 1 heard since, that he 
really was indlkposcd. 1 directed him to muster 
tiie marines. After a lapse of some time, b<ing 
extremely anxious to know the number of men 
who hxd desei‘te<l, 1 sent for him, and demanded 
why he was *>o dilatory; he replied, the marines 
were nuistcrccf; 1 asked wh}' he had not reported; 
he said he did hut yet knuW how* many were gone.

Qufiihn. Would it have been proper for me to 
have ordered a boat and sent officers and men in 
pursuit the deserters without your orders?

1 little expected, uii leaving my native country, 
that I should be arraigned before a public tribunal 
Rut it appears it has fallen to my lot to be thus 
conspicuous. 1 will not waste the tWne of this 
court in needless declamation or unnecessary di- 
gressions! but shall aim at the vindication of my 
character aad conduct; to rescue which, from the 
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imputtlion of u char^, 1 submit to your cons 
ration a few romarkit. 

I shall proceed to notice the first specification 
to tbe first chargee, of disrespectful, insolent and 
contempitiotia conduct It appears, from the evi- 
dence tirlileli Die witfifs's has stated in this ca:>e to 
the court, Utat Ue thought oty conduct disrespect- 
ftil toeiptain Perry, yet itaUo appe-«rs, vhenquei- 
tiooed by me, that be doca not believe 1 intend- 
ed any disrespect to captain Perry. My manner 
of disrespect it also described by having my baton 
one sirle of my head, and my hands in my pockets 
it really dii not occur to me before, that being 
in this particular situntion (as described by the 
witness'i was intended to convey disrespect, or 
considered as a mark of insolence or contempt: if 
so, 1 have been frequently guilty of tbe aame 
tiling I have frequently, Mr. P/esitlent, been 
in such asittiutlpn, uid without » knnwle^lge of it 
at tlie time: yet the witness does not inform this 
court, that as soon as 1 was caUed by ctpUin P<n*- 
ry, that, I placed my hat and my bands in tiie situ- 
ation he described: my manner of app’^urhing t q) 
tain Perry, too, is not imuoliccd. V is r^pr» !»«nl^ 
as being in a kind of swagger. - J ctmfe'S, ^Ir.*l*rc- 
aident, 1 have not the advantage of some as 
regards the attitude of wulking It may be niso 
trae, that I am not remarkable for U’.ilkirg in n 
handsome manner; I have proliably not p.aiJ that 
sUentioft to liiis partirolar :is othefB h.*vc. Every 
ciroomstanee which the witness has sts'ed, may 
have oecurred, and yet by no means intended as 
disrespect, insolence or contempt t» cjpluhi Pet ry 
As 1 have befiire observed, the witness ha.*) sti'e^l 
tofhecdurt, that wI)<ti questioned by me as to the 
circumstance, he did not believe I intended any 
diarespect to cap'ain Pern-, yet he observe^*, he 
was bOtind to bdieve me, from rnesolemnly assert- 
iiig that I did not. I do not rccoHcct of ever pledg- 
ing itfy honor, or solemnly averring on the occa- 
wion* as I deemed my word sufficient. Tlie evi- 
dehce oflhe witness is however before this honor 
abli* court, and they will judge how fir it will af 
feet nve. 

r have a faim recollection of the circumstances, 
as the first spcHficaiion states to have occurred on 
the tK I Jii'V. 1 remember, however, captain Per- 
ry’s Calling or sending for me on the quai-ler deck, 
aiKl pointing out to me a marine who was badly at- 
tired. 1 confens, I was much mortified to see the 
situation of the marine, particularly as 1 had al- 
ws)*» endeavored to make tbe detachment appear 
as rcs[*eciable as possible. I mentioned to capuin 
perry me situation of the nard as respected cloth- 
ing, that 1 had addresaedhim before on the same 
aabject, imd eo«ld not help It, or words to that ef- 
fect. 1 observed this, I thought, to captain Perry, 
in my naual manner when I addressed him, which 
1 liave ever deemed respectful and polite. 

Capttin Perry, fbom his manner, was evidently 
mtteb iooenseil, but I presumed it was more at the 
appearance of the marine, than any thing else; for 
I Ctft a«snre this honorable court, that so far from 
intending to treat captain Perry with disrespect on 
the ooeoskm, I was aaioaished to find it a charge 
against me. 

Captain Perry has been pleased to slate to this 
court, in answei* to my qnestion, “why he did not 
arreat or suspend meat Uie lime,” that it was from 
an indispofeiiioii to arrest or suspeml any ollica 
where U^re wus a probability to avo^d it. Dues it 
not appear then, that captain Perry uvci Uiokcd my 
conduct on that day^ It was passed over. 1 was 
punished, inasmuch as I received a reprtmand.— - 



^Vhy then, let me ask this honorable court, is thU 
circumstance prcxluced against me as a charge, 
under the arreat of the 18th September? 1 beg 
that the court will take this under thew aerious 
concideration. 

With rcgar^l to the second specification of the 
first charge, I have to ^daaerve, that tbe letter, as 
therein expressed to be written, KaahcM produced 
to thisc< .:rt, and will he left to tU wise determi- 
ration to judge how far it may be deemed insolent 
and disr< nprctful But I hope this court will take' 
into conatderaiinn the circumstances under which 
it was written. I wxs ordered beluw on the I6th 
September wiftiout knowing the cause. 1 remsiii- 
cd below for two diy^, und*r feelings the most 
mortifying — I felt no longer ahleto bear the indig- 
nity which I conceived in the manner attached in 
sending me below. 'I'he wise and salutary laws of 
our country provide for tlie punishment of ofiTen- 
ders in any situation, and also afford redress Co 
the injured. Had I neglected my eftp^v, of. acte<^ 
in any manner t^nbeconung the emccr ana’ gentle- 
man, I will ask this honorable court if the propec 
mode of procteiling was not by a court martial. 

Under iho^c feelinga of mortifica^ico, which 1 
have already observed to the court, 1 wre^e Uie let- 
ter which IS stated in the second specification of 
the first charge. , 

The tlilrd specification 1 shall dulu notice- We 
come now td the charge of neglect of duty, and its 
several specifical?ons. 1 am charged, an Uie first 
instance, with h:iVtng screened royselT from duty 
on the night of the 16lh of September, under the 
subterfuge of being sick. As tbae charge, it appears, 
has attracted no little attention of the court, ^ nuqr 
not be amiss to dwell a little on it. 1 am accused 
of resorting to the subterfuge of sickness, in order 
to evade the exercise of my duty. In the first place 
I shall observe, that In tJie numerous catalogue of 
diseases by whtcli we arc occasi«mally afflicted, 
many often occur where it U entirely impossible 
for Uie most sagacious physician to detect the na- 
ture and extent, by any external signs. 'Diey may 
elude Uie most subtle tact of medical art. For tbe 
truth of Uiisfact I appeal to the testimonyofall me- 
dicul men. These cases, ofimliiipusition, too, may be 
so sudden and severe, as to dlsi^ualify us imioediately 
for the exercise of duty. Uul it is asserted that the 
commanding officer is not bound to believeany nun 
unfit for duly until he is reported so by, tbe sur- 
geon- But is the surgeon bound to report every case 
of sickness, immediately. on his knowledge of it, 
without an order to this effect from the ostein/ 
This will not he found to be the eeac, in any of 
existing customs or regulation* of ;tbe navy. 
sui'geon is ordered to make his report of sick at 
ceruin specified times^ and never recurs to hU 
commanding officer to inform him of every indivi- 
dual case, immediately as it may happen to be pre- 
sented to him. It follows then from tbe a^ve 
facts, that in the case of sickneaa, the testimony 
of the sick man must ultimately be admitted as 
complete and sufficient evidence for lU existence 
that tbe^report of such indisposiUoo is always re- 
gulated by order of the captain hiinself.. If then, 
the circumstance of sickness be leoeivcd v a sa-^ 
tisf«clury plea for incapacity of duty, the charge 
here exhibited in ibis specification, even if exa- 
mined by tbe most vigid modeuf-reasoning, in such 
cases, is entirely invslklaled. But 1 trust 1 am not 
here rctluccd to tbe necessity of appealing before 
this court, to the rigid doercea of law, even sup- 
posing that they did nut in Uiu instrince, operate 
I in my f-vor. Xo, I feel conscious of beaiing such 
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a reputation among* my fellow men, aa to defy the 
nalicioua attacks of any one. 1 trust it will ap- 
pear to this honorable court, that the evidence is 
perfectly satisfactory in my behalf. 

As to the second and third specifications under 
the charge of neglect of duty, and unofficer-like 
conduct, 1 shall pass them unnoticed. The evi- 
dence relative to those specifications, is before tliis 
court, which will judge how far my conduct is re- 
prehensible. 

I'he last charge of disobedience of orders, and 
the third specification of the first charge, present 
themselves to view. My prosecutor has alated to 
this honorable court, that when 1 approached him 
in his cabin, on the evening of the 16lh of S^tena- 
ber, that I assumed at once a manner which was 
irritating in the bigheat degree. He doea not in* 
form this court tlie language I received on ap- 
proaching him ill his cabin. Suppose we admit for 
m moment tliat I'did assume such a manner, (but 
Which I do not admh) is there a betqg ia eaiateoee, 
posacsahig tiler and honorable ibciinga, 
iy submit to be abused wlUi impunity’ On ap- 
proaching captain Perry, I received harsh and im- 
proper language. I fhlt conscious that I did not 
deserve tu^ treatment; I was thunderstruck fbr a 
moment; f was at a loss to know whether the scene 
before me wait real or imagmar}'. I found captain 
Perry much irri*ated; I used gentle language to 
appease him; I found my efforts ineffectual; I in- 
formed esptain Perry I posaessed the feelmga of a 
gentleman, held a commission as well as lumself, 
and should have redress for such language. 1 at- 
tempted to leave the cabin, but was ordered to 
remain. Pig^ire to yourselves, Mr. president, and 
members of this court, my peculiar situation on 
that erening. I was arrai^ed before my com- 
manding officer in his cabin; 1 received harsh and 
Irritative language; I was ordered to silent, and 
not to leave the cabin. Is it possible that my feel- 
ings C9uld have been restrained on the occasion’ 
My Indignation was, no doubt, expressed in my 
countenance. I mi^t have assumed a deportment 
observed to this honorable court, by my prosecu- 
tor; blit was it without cause’ Show- me the being 
in existence, who regards lus honor and reputation, 
who would have acted with less appearance of re- 
sentment. A wanton and outrageous attack is 
made on me, and I am debarred by the exertion 
of an arbitrary power, the privilege of self-defence, 
which is guaranteed to us all by the taws of God. 
My character, which ii dearer to me than life, as- 
saulted, and every weapon of defence interdicted. 
Can thia be aufferedf Nature herself revolts at it; 
she will not endure that all the finest and noblest 
feeling^, the sublimest portion of her ethereal 
spirit be thus rudely violated. The ground of 
honor is coifsecrated, it is impaled by barriers 
which the hand of tyranny must not invade. 

Mr. president, I am about to submit my cause to 
this honorable court. A few words and I have 
done. My replication to the charges and specifi- 
cations in question, has been drawn up in a hurry. 
I have not replied to them as I could wish, but my 
sentiments are conveyed. It is sufficient. From 
the evidence which has been adduced before this 
court, I trust it will appear that i am not guilty 
of any one charge or specification alleged against 
me. If mv manner hat been cohsfruea into con- 
tempt, and my words mitrepretented, I regret it, 
^cause such was not intended; and it has already 
heen stated to tliis court, that it ia believed 1 never 
intended aoy disrepeetto captain Perry. 



Whatever, then, may be the determination of 
thia court from Gie proud consciousness of my in- 
nocence, 1 shall derive consolation.

Increase of the Navy. 

OFFICIAL REPORT. 

Crnmithoner^ Office, January 20, 1811. 
Sin— The board of navy commissioners have 
been honored with your communicatioo of the 9th 
iostknt, enclosing a copy of a resolution of the ho- 
norable tlie senate, and requiring of them all the 
information witliin their knowle^e, in relation to 
the objects of that resolution. 

In obedience to this call, they make the follow- 
ing report, and accompany it with a detailed state- 
ment, marked A, which they trust will be found to 
meet fully your views of the infonpation required. 

Of the proceedings which have been had under 
^h*s\r jr*''”** **^wa8e of the navy, the 

That contracts have been entered into for the 
live oak frames, cut to moulds, of eight line of 
battle ships, and eight frigates; that the frame of 
one line ch battle ship and one frigate, is now cut> 
ting from Blackbe^ Island, under t|ie direc- 
tion of the board, from timber belongiag to the 
United States; that one line of battle Mip is now 
building from promiscuous timber, collated at 
this navy yard, and that there ia also promiacuous 
live oak for framing a frigate, collected 1 ^ col- 
lecting at this yard, which make the frames of ten 
line of battle snips and ten frigates. 

Of the contracts, however, it has been Mcertain- 
ed that one which embraced the quantity ai live 
oak required for the frames of one line of battle 
ship and two frigates, will not be executed: and 
doubts are entertained whether another of the con- 
tracts, which is for the frames of two ships of the 
line and two frigates, v ill be executed. Hence Uie 
commissioners can only state, with any degree of 
certainty, that provision has been made for the 
frames of seven ships of the line and six frigates. 

Of the copper and lead required in the construc- 
tion of the ships authorized, when the quantity 
contracted for shall be delivered, (and nearly all 
has Veen delivered,) we shall have a sufficiency figw 
all the ships of tlie line authorized and fur ten fri- 
gates. 

Of white oak and pine, it will be perceived that 
we have contracted tor, and otherwise provided, as 
follows: 

A sufficient quantity of oak plank for seven ships 
of tlie line and four frigates, and nearly all the pine 
plank required for seven ships of tlie line uid four 
frigates. 

Beants for five ships of the line and four frigates. 
Ledges, long combings, and ranging timber for 
seven ships ol the line and five frigatea. 

Knees for six ships of the line and three firigatea 
Mast atulFfor three ships of the line and two fri- 
gates; and we have also engaged, and have now de- 
livering, the keels and keelson pieces for five ships 
of the Tine and one frigate. 

Of cannon, carronanes, round and grape-shot, 
we have contracted for the quantity required for 
two ships of the line. 

Of iron, we have engaged, and hare now on hand, 
nearly all that is required for four ship* of the line 
and one frigate. 

Upon the subject of the steam batteries, autho- 
rized by the Uw for the ^'gradual increaae of the 
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n*Ty,” the commi«sioneM have enpa^cd one *team 
engine of one hundred horse power. 

The commisstonera have also established an 
anchor shop at this navy yard, where alt the anchors 
required will he made. They are also making at 
this yard iron cables. 

One ship of the line is ordered to be laid down 
at ead> of the following navy yards, riz: 
Portsmouth, Boston, 

New- York, Philadelphia, 

Washington, Korftdk, 

Preparations arc also making in each of these 
yards, and nDaterials to a considerable extent hare 
been collected. 

Of the ships ordered to be laid down, those at 
New. York, Norfolk, and Washington, hare been 
put on the stocks, and are progressing; those at 
the other points named, will be laid down ms soon 
as circumstances will admit. 

The ships now building utwIcp the act for "the 
irradudl increase of the navy,** are regular two»dcck 
ships, and voTa^- i. - -.—•.—-1 «r — 

way,wnich is not usual, they wIB mount the same 
mirnberof guns with our present lerenty-lburs.— 
Hitherto no ship haring but two decks, has rated 
higher than an eighty; and we beg leave to obeerre 
that the ships now building, are mferior oapaei* 
tv to some ships of other naliofis having but two 
decks. 

Tlie payment <<r moneys not coming within the 
province of the board, they can offer no definitive 
information upon that subject. Upon this branch 
of the enquiry they can only afford information as 
to the probable amount of the contracts made by 
them. As to the payments made upon these con- 
tracts, nnd upon the purchases of the respective 
nary agents, as also the payments to the superin- 
tendants of timber, moulding, the carpenters and 
laborers employed in procuring timber, in the con- 
struction of the ships, and in the preparatoiy ar- 
rangements in the diffceerrt nary yards, ana for 
the transportation of timber, it is presumed that 
the auditor of nary accounts can afford precise in- 
fs rmat km. 

On the sohject of advances upon contracts, the 
board beg leave to observe, that in two instances 
only, namely, those for cannon, carronades, and 
ahot, have they stipulated to make advances. Tn 
these cases they agreed lo depart from tlieir gene- 
ral rule upon the subject, with a view to the im- 
provement of the ordnance of the navy, which, hav- 
ing been found extremely detective, rendered it 
necessary to make a series of experiments, which 
subjected the coniractors to considerable expense. 

The navy commissioners would here respectful- 
ly observe, that their attention has been engaged, 
since the act of the 29th April. 1816, in procuring, 
within the sliortest period possible, the live oak 
timber necessary in the construction of the ships 
•autb r Tied by that act. They found in the outset 
much difficulty in forming contracts for this arti- 
cle; the live Oak growing only in places remote 
from our nav^ y.-u-ds, and where It can be got out 
only in certam mnntlis in U»e year, interposed in- 
’aurmountable difficulties to its being immediately 
procured: no contractor would engage to deliver 
'tlie frame of a frigate in leR.«; than two seasons.-^ 
One cutting season only having elapsed since the 
pji-sagr nftlic act of the 29th .\pril, 1616, will show 
wJ»y a greater quantity of this timber has not at 
this time been delivered. 

The commissioners now entertain no doubt of 
being able to procure all ibe live oak required for 
the ships Ruiinrizcd*as well as every other matt-;
